WARRANT 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts 


Norfolk, ss. 
To any Constable of the Town of Brookline, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline 
qualified to vote in elections to meet at the polling places designated for 
the several precincts in the said town on Tuesday, the fifth day of March, 
1935, at seven o’clock in the forenoon for the following purposes, to wit: 


To choose by ballot the following town officers: Moderator for one year; 
Town Clerk for one year; one Selectman for three years; Collector of Taxes 
for one year; Treasurer for one year; one Assessor for three years; three 
members of the School Committee for three years; one member of the 
School Committee for two years; four trustees of the Public Library for 
three years; two Trustees of the Walnut Hills Cemetery for three years; 
one Park Commissioner for three years; one member of the Water Board 
for three years; three Auditors for one year; three members of the Com- 
mittee on Planting Trees for one year; two members of the Planning 
Board for three years; five constables for one year; also nine town-meeting 
members in each precinct for three years; also one town-meeting member in 
Precinct Two for one year; one town-meeting member in Precinct Five 
for two years; one town-meeting member in Precinct Six for two years, 
one town-meeting member in Precinct seven for one year. 

For these purposes the polls will be open at seven o’clock in the forenoon 
and shall be closed at seven o’clock in the afternoon. 

And in the name of the said Commonwealth you are further required 
to notify and warn the said inhabitants to meet at the Town Hall in the 
said town on Tuesday, the nineteenth day of March, 1935, at seven-thirty 
o’clock in the evening, for the following purposes, to wit: 


First, To see if the town will vote that the number of Measurers of 
Wood and Bark be two, to be appointed by the Selectmen. 


Second, To see if the town will vote to authorize the Town Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time 
in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 
1935, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and 
to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one 
year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Third, To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed in the 
annual town reports by the Selectmen or by any town officer or committee. 

Fourth, To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of sixty- 
eight thousand dollars ($68,000) or any portion thereof to be expended 
by the School Committee for the purchase of land for school purposes in 
the southern section of the town, to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the 
same and to act in any other manner in relation thereto. 


Fifth, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of two thousand dollars 
($2,000) to be expended by the School Committee for plans and specifica- 
tions for a new school building in the southern section of the town.

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Sixth, To see if the town will authorize the Water Board to erect a high 
service emergency pumping station, about twenty-three feet by twenty- 
seven feet in size on the northwesterly end of the fire station lot on Reser- 
voir Road situated about twenty-five feet from the said road, to appropriate 
the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) therefor, to authorize 
the Treasurer to borrow the same and to act in any other manner in relation 
thereto. 


Seventh, To appropriate the sum of fourteen thousand dollars ($14,000) 
for the purchase and installation of fire alarm boxes in the public and paro- 
chial schools of the town. 


Eighth, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of thirty-eight thou- 
sand six hundred dollars ($38,600) for the expenditure of money for tools, 
materials, supplies and trucking, to be used in connection with projects 
undertaken by the town under the Emergency Relief Administration. 


Ninth, To appropriate the sum of twenty-six thousand dollars ($26,000) 
for the construction of sewers and surface water drains'in land now or 
formerly of the Chestnut Hill Golf Club on the northerly side of Boylston 
Street. 


Tenth, To appropriate the sum of thirteen thousand dollars ($13,000) 
to be expended by the Water Board for laying water pipe in land now or 
formerly of the Chestnut Hill Golf Club on the northerly side of Boylston 
Street. 


Eleventh, To see if the town will amend Article XXI of the Building 
By-law entitled ‘‘Tenement Houses, Hotels and Lodging Houses”’ so as to 
permit smaller living quarters, and also cooking in hotel rooms. 


Twelfth, To ratify and confirm the lease dated the twenty-sixth day of 
January of 1935 from Elizabeth B. Hill to the town of a portion of her 
garage on Boylston Street, and executed by the Selectmen in behalf of the 
town. 


Thirteenth, To see if the town will authorize the Board of Selectmen in 
its discretion to sell at public auction any real estate now owned by the 
town or hereafter owned by the town which has been acquired by the fore- 
closure of tax titles, and to authorize the said Board to execute, acknowledge 
and deliver deeds of the same. 


Fourteenth, To see if the town will adopt the following regulation: The 
Treasurer of the town shall have authority to sell any tax title which the 
town holds on real estate for a sum equal to the amount due on such tax 
title plus the amount due for subsequent taxes, interest, costs and charges, 
and to execute an assignment to the purchases of such tax title. 


Fifteenth, To accept and allow that portion of Bonad Road between the 
portion of the same laid out and accepted by the town June 12, 1928, and 
that portion of the same accepted by the town March 18, 1930, as laid out 
by the Selectmen under the law authorizing the assessment of betterments, 
and reported to the town at this meeting, to authorize the Selectmen to 
take land therefor, to make entry for the purposes of construction before 
all claims for damages are adjusted or determined, and to appropriate the 
sum of forty-five hundred dollars ($4,500) for the construction thereof, 
and for land damages. 


Sixteenth, To accept and allow that portion of Russett Road lying be- 
tween that portion of the same laid out and accepted by the town March 
18, 1930, and Grove Street as laid out by the Selectmen under the law 
authorizing the assessment of betterments, and reported to the town at 
this meeting, to authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor, to make 
entry for the purpose of construction before all claims for damages are 
adjusted or determined, and to appropriate the sum of four thousand 
dollars ($4,000) for the construction thereof, and for land damages. 
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Seventeenth, To accept and allow Laurel Road from Woodland Road 
nine hundred feet southerly, as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to 
the town at this meeting, to authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor 
and to make entry for the purpose of construction before all claims for 
damages are adjusted or determined and to appropriate the sum of five 
thousand dollars ($5,000) to complete the construction thereof. 


Eighteenth, To see if the town will vote to release the easement for 
sewer and surface water drainage through two lots of land owned by 
Jessie T. Phillips, and J. Oliver and G. G. Williams jointly, the said two 
running from the northerly side of Clinton Road through the said land 
to the easterly side of Eliot Street and having a length of about ninety-five 
feet and a width of fifteen feet, and to authorize the Selectmen to execute 


the necessary papers and deliver the necessary instruments in writing, 
therefor. 


Nineteenth, To see if the town will amend the Zoning By-law by in- 
cluding within the 4-D district the land lying on the easterly side of Powell 
Street, bounded northly by Freeman Street, easterly by land now in the 
4-D district abutting on Amory Street, southerly by land now in the 
3-A district abutting on Beacon Street, and westerly by Powell Street, 
as shown on Zoning Map No. 4-V, dated October 25, 1934, amending 
Zoning Map No. 4, prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town Engineer, and 
verified by the signatures of the Planning Board. | 


Twentieth, To see if the town will amend the Zoning By-law by in- 
cluding within the 4-D district the land lying on the westerly side of 
Powell Street bounded southerly by Browne Street, westerly by St. Paul 
Street, northerly by Freeman Street, and easterly by Powell Street, as 
shown on Zoning Map No. 4-W, dated October 25, 1934, amending Zon- 
ing Map No. 4, prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town Engineer, and veri- 
fied by the signatures of the Planning Board. 


Twenty-first, To see if the town will amend the Zoning By-law by 
including within the 2-D district certain land on the northerly side of 
Boylston Street bounded northeasterly by Reservoir Road about ninety- 
four feet, bounded southerly by Boylston Street about one hundred fifty- 
four feet, bounded westerly by land now or late of the Chestnut Hill 
Golf Club about ninety-five feet, bounded northerly by a line parallel 
with and ninety feet distant from the northerly side line of Boylston Street 
about sixty-seven and fifty hundredths feet, as shown on Zoning Map 
No. 4-X, dated January 16, 1935, amending Zoning Map 4, prepared by 
Henry A. Varney, Town Engineer, and verified by the signatures of the 
Planning Board. 


Twenty-second, To see if the town will amend the Zoning By-law by 
including within the 2-A district certain land on the northerly side of 
Beacon Street, bounded westerly by Ayr Road, northerly by the bound- 
ary line between Brookline and Boston, and easterly by land now or late 
of Bertha E. Leavitt, and southerly by Beacon Street, as shown on Zon- 
ing Map No. 4-Y, dated February 1, 1935, amending Zoning Map No. 4, 
prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town Engineer, and verified by the sig- 
natures of the Planning Board. 


Twenty-third, To amend the Zoning By-law in regard to clubs in single- 
family residence districts. 


Twenty-fourth, To see if the town will amend Article I, Section 2, 
Clause (a) of the Zoning By-law so as to read as follows: Article I, Section 
2 (a). The Zoning Map prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town Engineer, 
dated March 19, 1935, designated Zoning Map No. 5, bearing the signa- 
tures of the Planning Board and showing the boundaries of each district 
and the designation of each district by means of a numeral and letter is 
declared to be a part of the By-law as amended to March 19, 1935. 
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Twenty-fifth, To hear and act upon report of town officers and com- 
mittees. 

Twenty-sixth, To appropriate and raise by borrowing or otherwise 
such sums of money as may be necessary for all or any of the purposes 
mentioned in the foregoing articles. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your doings 
thereon, to the Selectmen seven days at least before the day of the said 
meeting.

REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen have received a letter from the Department of Public 
Works stating that plans are practically completed for the separation of 
grades in.Washington Street and Riverdale Parkway. The Federal Gov- 
ernment, which is to supply the funds for this work, requires a vote from 
the municipalities in which the work is to be done stating that they will 
maintain in a satisfactory manner all streets and roads to be built with 
federal money. The Department of Public Works is anxious to start 
this work as soon as possible. It will be necessary to have some official 
action taken to satisfy the government that this requirement will be 
met. Although the time is very short, it would seem wise to act upon 
this matter at once, both to facilitate its progress and to save the expense 
of an additional town meeting. The Project Engineer of the Highway 
Division of Public Works has submitted a plan to the Selectmen which 
seems to be entirely satisfactory so far as the town is concerned. The 
new work extends about 160 feet into Brookline along Washington Street 
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and there will be an additional park roadway about 180 feet in length 
extending to the south nearly parallel with Pond Avenue. The bridge 
which separates the grades is entirely in Boston.

Voted, To amend the Building By-law by adding the fol- 
lowing new Section, to be added after Section 190 in Article 
XXI, to be known as Section 1905. 


“Section 19014. Additional Apartments. In a building which is 
subject to Section 190 and which conforms with the building law, 
an apartment containing five or more rooms may be remodeled into 
two apartments, thus making not more than four apartments in one 
story, provided the following conditions are complied with. 
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(a) Each such new apartment shall have two independent and 
sufficient ways of egress. 

(b) If a flight of stairs inside the building in addition to those 
required by other provisions of this by-law is necessary 
in order to comply with clause (a) of this section, such addi- 
tional flight shall be enclosed in partitions and fire doors of 
such incombustible material as will withstand a one-hour 
fire test. If, in the opinion of the Building Commissioner, 
conditions of safety permit, there may be substituted for 
such additional flight of stairs an outside fire escape pro- 
vided it is not on a public street. 


(c) If the existing front and back stairs are available for each 
such new apartment, they shall be connected by a passage 
with partitions of such incombustible material and thick- 
ness as will withstand a one-hour fire test, fire stopped in 
the thickness of the floors, and with the ceilings plastered 

* on metal lath, and with an unlocked, self-closing fire door 
between the two flights of stairs. 


(d) The partition separating the two new suites must be of such 
incombustible material as will withstand a one-hour fire test.” 


Voted, To amend Section 193 of the Building By-laws to 
read as follows: 


Section 193. Rooms. In every tenement house hereafter built 
there shall be in each apartment at least one room containing not 
less than one hundred and twenty square feet of floor area, and 
every other room, except bathroom, kitchenette and water closets, 
shall contain not less than ninety square feet of floor area. In every , 
tenement house altered according to sections 190 and 190% there 
shall be in each apartment at least one room containing not less 
than 100 square feet of floor area, and every other room, except bath 
room, kitchenette and water closets, shall contain not less than eighty 
square feet of floor area. 

All rooms shall be in every part not less than eight feet six inches 
from the finished floor to the finished ceiling, except that an attic 
room need be eight feet six inches high in but one-half of its area. 
Alcove rooms shall be considered a portion of the rooms from which 
they open.”’ 


Voted, To amend the Building By-law by adding the fol- 
lowing new section, to be added after Section 188 in Article 
XXI, to be known as Section 1883: 


“Section 18814. Cooking in Hotel Rooms. Ina hotel constructed 
in accordance with this By-law and with every other provision of 
law relating to hotels, cooking may be allowed in the rooms without 
subjecting the building to the requirements of this By-law as an 
apartment house or tenement house, provided the floor of each room 
where cooking is carried on and such part of the walls thereof, ex- 
tending from floor to ceiling, as are within two feet of any part of 
the cooking apparatus, are covered with incombustible material of 
a kind and in a manner sufficient in the opinion of the Building Com- 
missioner to guard against fire arising from the use of the cooking 
apparatus.” 


Voted, To amend Section 208 of the Building By-law by 
adding after the word “wall’’ in the thirteenth line the words 
“except as otherwise provided in Sections 190 and 190%, so 
that the section will read as follows: 
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“Section 208. Stair Halls. The stair halls in all non-fireproof 
tenement houses of four stories in height shall be constructed of 
approved fireproof material, except as in this section specified. The 
stair treads may be of hardwood not less than two inches thick. 
Wooden handrails and banisters of stairs may be of hardwood. 
Wooden flooring on sleepers imbedded in concrete or mortar may 
be used. All windows on such stair halls opening on courts shall be 
of good quality wire glass in frames of approved fireproof material. 
In every non-fireproof tenement house exceeding three stories and 
cellar in height. the stair halls shall be inclosed on all sides with brick 
walls at least twelve inches thick if a bearing wall or eight inches 
thick if a non-bearing wall except as otherwise provided in Sections 
190 and 19014. The doors opening from such stair halls shall be 
fireproof and self-closing, and if provided with glass, such shall be 
good quality wire glass. There shall be no transom of movable sash 
opening from such stair hall to any other part of the house. Each 
stair hall shall be shut off from all non-fireproof portions of the public 
halls and from all other non-fireproof parts of the building, on each 
story, by approved fire doors and if glass is used in such doors it 
shall be good quality wire glass.” 


Voted, To amend Section 210 of the Building By-law by 
adding after the word “‘building”’ in the fifth line, the words, 
“except as otherwise provided in Sections 190 and 1903” 
so that the whole section will read as follows: 


“Section 210. Ways of Egress. In all tenement houses there 
shall be at least two independent and sufficient ways of egress, acces- 
sible on each floor from each suite of apartments. Such ways of 
egress shall consist of flights of stairs within the building, except as 
otherwise provided in sections 190 and 190%, extending from the 
lowest to the highest floor, and not more than one flight of stairs 
shall be placed in the same hallway. Every way of egress shall be 
kept in good repair and unobstructed. More than one such way of 
egress shall not be required in two-story tenement houses having not 
more than two apartments on the second floor, provided that at least 
one-half of the whole number of windows in each apartment are not 
over fifteen feet above the ground, and provided also that the com- 
missioner may require, at his discretion, a second way of egress, 
consisting of an outside stairway or fire escape.” 


Voted, To amend Section 191 of the Building By-law by 
adding at the end of paragraph 7 thereof the words, “‘pro- 
viding, however, that outside fire escapes permitted under 
Sections 190 and 1904 may be allowed within such areas if 
approved by the building commissioner,’ so that Section 
191, paragraph 7 will read as follows; 

‘““(7) Permanency of yards and courts. No tenement house shall 
be hereafter enlarged or its lot so diminished and no build- 
ing of any kind shall be hereafter so placed upon the same 
lot with a tenement house, as to decrease the minimum depth 
of yards or the minimum size of courts or yards required 
in this By-law for tenement houses hereafter erected, pro- 
vided, however, that outside fire escapes permitted under 
Sections 190 and 190% may be allowed within such areas if 
approved by the building commissioner.” 


Voted, To amend Section 190 of the Building By-laws by 
adding a new paragraph, clause c to read as follows: 
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‘““(c) One apartment per story. An apartment house of not more 
than four stories in height to contain not more than one 
apartment on each story may be a building of the second 
class, provided there are at least two independent and 
sufficient ways of egress (one of which need not be within 
the building) accessible from each story.” 


Twelfth Article — To ratify and confirm the lease dated the twenty- 
sixth day of January of 1935 from Elizabeth B. Hill to the town of a 
portion of her garage on Boylston Street, and executed by the Selectmen 
in behalf of the town. 

The lease referred to in this article covers the portion of Mrs. Hill’s 
garage on Boylston Street in which are kept the town cars. The rent 
and all the terms of the lease are the same as under the preceding lease 
made in January, 1932.

The town has the right by statute to foreclose real estate in the Land 
Court held for two years under tax titles, and by this process the town 
becomes the owner of the land in fee. While at the present time there is 
little of such land held it is probable that the town will acquire more in 
the future, and the provision in this article allows the Selectmen to sell 
such real estate at public auction.

Voted, To adopt the following regulation: The Treasurer 
of the town shall have authority to sell any tax title which 
the town holds on real estate for a sum equal to the amount 
due on such tax title plus the amount due for subsequent 
taxes, interest, costs and charges, and to execute an assign- 
ment to the purchases of such tax title. 
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Fifteenth Article— To accept and allow that portion of Bonad 
Road between the portion of the same laid out and accepted by the town 
June 12, 1928, and that portion of the same accepted by the town March 
18, 1930, as laid out by the Selectmen under the law authorizing the 
assessment of betterments, and reported to the town at this meeting, to 
authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor, to make entry for the 
purposes of construction and to appropriate the sum of forty-five hundred 
dollars ($4,500) for the construction thereof. 


On motion of Daniel A. Rollins: 

Voted, To accept and allow that portion of Bonad Road 
between the portion of the same laid out and accepted by 
the town June 12, 1928, and that portion of the same ac- 
cepted by the town March 18, 1930, as laid out by the Select- 
men under the law authorizing the assessment of better- 
ments, and reported to the town at this meeting, to author- 
ize the Selectmen to take land therefor, to make entry for 
the purposes of construction, and to appropriate the sum of 
forty-five hundred dollars ($4,500) for the construction 
thereof. 


Sixteenth Article — To accept and allow that portion of Russett 
Road lying between that portion of the same laid out and accepted by 
the town March 18, 1930, and Grove Street as laid out by the Selectmen 
under the law authorizing the assessment of betterments, and reported to 
the town at this meeting, to authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor, 
to make entry for the purpose of construction and to appropriate the 
sum of four thousand dollars ($4,000) for the construction thereof. 


On motion of Daniel A. Rollins: 

Voted, To accept and allow that portion of Russett Road 
lying between that portion of the same laid out and accepted 
by the town March 18, 1930, and Grove Street as laid out by 
the Selectmen under the law authorizing the assessment of 
betterments, and reported to the town at this meeting, to 
authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor, to make entry for 
the purpose of construction, and to appropriate the sum of 
four thousand dollars ($4,000) for the construction thereof.

Thence running southeasterly by a straight line for a distance of 203.91 
feet. 


Thence continuing southeasterly by a curve to the right having a radius 
of 325.00 feet for a distance of 154.00 feet. 


Thence running southwesterly by a line radial to the last described 
curved line for a distance of 50.00 feet. 


Thence running northwesterly by a curve to the left having a radius 
of 275.00 feet for a distance of 130.30 feet 

The last described line is parallel with and 50.00 feet distance south- 
westerly from the line previously described as having a length of 154.00 
feet. 


Thence running northwesterly by a straight line for a distance of 203.91 
feet. 


The last described line is parallel with and 50.00 feet distant south-

REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1935. 

The construction of the overpass at Huntington Avenue 
has been begun and will probably be finished some time dur- 
ing the year. Nothing has been done in the way of construc- 
tion from that point to Boylston Street at High Street. The 
traffic is very bad and the state should take action to relieve 
the situation. The state brought about the condition by 
the construction of the Worcester Turnpike and it seems just 
that the state should take care of the congested condition 
which has been brought about by the construction of the 
Turnpike. 

The tax rate for the year was $23.30 which is the highest 
rate in the history of the town. 

During the year an audit was made of the town’s finances 
by the State Director of Accounts, and it was stated after- 
wards by him that the financial condition of the town was 
excellent. Recommendations were made relative to methods 
of bookkeeping, some of which have been adopted and some 
will be adopted at the Annual Meeting in March, 1936. 

The town has little or no control over expenditures by the 
Legislature and it is hoped that our representatives on Beacon 
Hill will do what they can to keep expenses down. 

The business of the town seems to increase all the time and 
the Selectmen find themselves very much occupied with it, 
and their meetings on Monday afternoons are very long. 

The Board wishes to express its gratitude to the large 
number of town employees who are co-operating with it in 
maintaining the high standard of service.

400 in 1934 to $51,395,100 in 1935, the decrease being $370,- 
300. The valuation of buildings decreased from $97,127,100 
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in 1934 to $95,581,500 in 1935, such decrease being $1,545,600. 
There was a total decrease in real estate valuations in 1934 
of $1,915,900. The valuation of tangible personal property 
decreased from $14,139,500 in 1934 to $13,749,500 in 1935, 
being a decrease of $390,000. The total valuation of all 
property, real and personal, in 1935 was $160,726,100, a total 
decrease of $2,305,900. 

The number of polls increased from 12,931 in 1934 to 13,646 
-in 1935, an increase of 715. The tax rate was fixed at $23.30 
an increase of $1.50 over 1934. There was a net increase of 
$23,824.65. from 1934 in the sum to be raised by taxation for 
state, county, metropolitan and town expenses. The net 
amount to be raised by taxation was $190,820.53 more than 
in 1934. The sum of $500,000 was borrowed in December, 
1935, in anticipation of taxes of 1935. At the close of the 
books in January, 1936, the sum of $336,940.98 was on hand 
towards this loan and the sum of $163,059.02 of the 1935 
taxes was needed to balance the books. The corresponding 
amount last year which was due at the end of the year 1934 
was $298,591.91, at the end of the year 1933, $256,219.41, 
and at the end of 1932, $165,407.88. In 1935, at the end of 
the year 82 per cent of the levy had been collected, in 1934, 
78.71 per cent; in 1933, 79.33 per cent; and in 1932, 81.74 per 
cent. At the end of 1932, there was a balance of cash in the 
Treasury of $14,866.

The practice in the past has been to keep the books open 
until January 15 each year to get on the books payments 
and receipts relating to the previous year, as of December 31. 
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This year in accordance with the recommendation of the State 
Director of Accounts, receipts for 1935 were actually closed on 
December 31. However, for the purposes of a comparison 
of 1935 receipts with those of 1934 an equal period should be 
used. If the books had been kept open until January 15 this 
year as was the case in 1934 our receipts would have been 
increased by $115,647.18 and our adverse cash balance would 
have been only $47,411.84, which is a reduction of $251,- 
180.07 from the figure of a year ago. If we figure the amount 
of uncollected taxes, namely, $724,442.60 as an asset then the 
financial condition of the town would show a surplus of $561,- 
383.58 at the end of the year 1935. 
No permanent loans have been made during the year.

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Condition of Current Special Appropriations

Appropriations Carried Forward, 1936 


Balances in the special appropriations headed appropria- 
tions borrowed may be used for similar purposes if over two 
years old. At this annual town meeting it will be recommended 
that the appropriations of $1,500 for the turn-around at Lee 
Street, the construction of Hallwood Road and theconstruction 
of Royal Road be taken from old appropriations as well as 
part of the appropriations for sewers and surface water drains. 
Reference is made to the above table to show the condition © 
of the special appropriations carried forward at the request 
of the departments having them in charge. 


Summary 


The total amount appropriated in 1935 for general expenses, 
including county and metropolitan taxes and payment of 
funded debt and interest was $4,662,700.21, of which $4,550,- 
519.47 was expended. Of the total amount of $316,694.11 
carried on the books for special appropriations the sum of 
$106,327.50 was spent. This included $2,021.94 expended 
for state aid, military aid and soldiers’ exemptions and $2,- 
175.00 for judgments, making a total expended for all purposes 
of $4,656,846.97. The following table shows the amount 
expended in previous years:

An unusally heavy precipitation of snow was encountered .

in January and February which more than offset the savings 
realized in December. Approximately 45.5 inches of snow fell 
during these two months and necessitated the expenditure of 
$120,052.96 which item included the purchase of a new Walters 
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4-wheel drive snow fighter, as well as one additional Barber- 
Greene snow loader. — - 


New automatic traffic signals were installed at Beacon and 
St. Paul Streets, as well as at Cypress and Kendall Streets. 
These installations should prove helpful in reducing accident 
hazards not only to automobile traffic but to pedestrian travel 
as well. 


A serious flood was experienced in the vicinity of Washing- 
ton Square in October as a result of the bursting of one of 
the large high-pressure Metropolitan water mains. This 
flood resulted in serious damage to property as well as to the 
roadway. The expense of resurfacing as well as the damage 
suffered by property owners will be borne by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts.

New Cases 
Anna McCarthy vs. Town of Brookline. This case was an 
action of tort entered in the Municipal Court of the Town of 
Brookline in February, 1935, for a fall on the state highway 
at Boylston and Hammond Street. A second suit was entered 
in May in the same court for the same cause of action. They 
are pending for trial. 


David Silberman vs. Town of Brookline. This is an action of 
tort for a fall on Harvard Street entered in the Municipal 
Court of Brookline in March, 1935. It is still pending for 
action. 


Joseph Rosen vs. Town of Brookline. These two actions 
were brought in the Municipal Court of Brookline for damages 
for injuries sustained by falling on sidewalk near 10 Pleasant 
Street. Both of these actions have been discontinued and a 
third action brought in the Norfolk Superior Court in October, 
1935, which is still pending. The plaintiff in this action has 
already received $1,200 from the owner of the building adjoin- 
ing the sidewalk where the accident occurred, and is now 
attempting to recover from the town. 


Katherine A. Kelley vs. Town of Brookline. This suit was 
brought in Norfolk Superior Court for damages for injuries 
received by fall on sidewalk in front of 240 Tappan Street in 
November, 1934. The action is still pending. 


Paul A. Madden vs. Town of Brookline. This is an action 
brought in the Municipal Court of Brookline for injuries 
sustained by fall on sidewalk in front of 31 Station Street, and 
is pending for trial. 
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Onida DeLorme vs. Town of Brookline. This case was brought 
in the Suffolk Superior Court based on a claim for damages 
for injuries sustained by fall on sidewalk in front of 870 
Commonwealth Avenue. The sidewalk in this instance is not 
Brookline and not within the town limits of Brookline, and 
it is difficult to see how any recovery can be had under these 
circumstances. 


Ava L. Gillespie vs. Town of Brookline. This action was 
brought for injuries sustained by falling on sidewalk in front 
of 169 Mason Terrace in July, 1935. A motion to dismiss has 
been filed, and the action is still pending. 


Charles W. Gould vs. Town of Brookline. ‘This suit is return- 
able in February in Norfolk Superior Court and is for a fall on 
Griggs Road. 


Regina G. Massell vs. Town of Brookline. This suit was 
brought in the Norfolk Superior Court for injuries received 
from a fall near Tappan Street. It is still pending. 


Elizabeth C. Coleman vs. Town of Brookline. This is an 
action of tort brought in the Norfolk Superior Court returnable 
in March, 1936, for injuries from a fall on Norfolk Road. 


Wiliam M. O'Connor p. p. a., vs. Town of Brookline. This 
case is for injuries received by Constance C. O’Connor, minor 
child, received from a defective sidewalk, returnable in March, 
1936, in the Norfolk Superior Court. 


Wiliam M. O’Connor vs. Same. This is an action in the 
same court for consequential damages resulting from infant 
daughter’s injuries. It is believed that no recovery can be 
made as a matter of law in this case. 


Suits Settled and Terminated 


Catherine C. Harkins vs. Town of Brookline. This case was 
settled during the year by a payment of $75.00 to the plaintiff. 


Jennie Wolf vs. Town of Brookline. This case was settled 
by a payment of $25.00 to the plaintiff. 


Rose Ford vs. Town of Brookline. This suit was brought in 
the Municipal Court of Brookline for injuries for a fall on 
Druce Street. The case was tried and a finding made for the 
defendant. A motion for new trial was arguedand deniedand 
an appeal was taken to the Appellate division. 


Subina B. Heney vs. Town of Brookline. This suit was 
brought for damages for injuries sustained by fall on sidewalk 
on Park Street in January, 1935. The injuries were serious 
and the case was settled by the payment of $750 to the plaintiff. 
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Lyons Hatfield vs. Town of Brookline. 

Lyons Hatfield vs. Michael O’Brien. These two cases for 
injuries sustained to the plaintiff as a result of being struck 
in January, 1935, were pending in the Municipal Court of the 
City of Boston. The cases were settled by the payment of 
$1,350. 


Edith R. Orne vs. Town of Brookiine. This action was 
brought in the Norfolk Superior Court for damages for injuries 
for a fall on Centre Street. The case was settled by the pay- 
ment of $3,100. 


About 176 cases were either tried or settled before the 
Board of Tax Appeals in 1935. These cases involved 310 
lots. Without going into details it is a fair statement to say 
that the cases were settled or findings were made which in the 
total sum were advantageous to the town.

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Detective Bureau 
This branch of the service, as for several years, has been 
under the direction of Lieutenant Detective Robert J. Evans 
and consists of three detective lieutenants and one patrolman 
who has been assigned to plain clothes duty. 
The work of the Bureau has been carried on in a very effi- 
cient manner resulting in many arrests and recovery of stolen 


property. 


Crime | 

There has been five cases of armed robbery reported during 
the year compared with nine for the year of 1934. Of the five 
reported this year, one was questionable, three have been 
cleared by arrests and one remains unsolved at time of making 
this report. 

About the usual number of burglaries in single houses have 
occurred, while there has been an increase in burglaries in 
apartment houses. 


Police Signal System 

Under the supervision of Superintendent Davis the old 
cable in No. 1 circuit has been replaced with new which has 
made a decided improvement in the operation of the system. 

No additional signal boxes have been installed during the 
year and the ones now in use are giving satisfactory service 
and are fairly well distributed in all parts of the Town. 
Number of duty and telephone calls reported...... 297,556 


Telephone Typewriter Service 
The usual good results have been obtained through this 
system with a hook-up of thirty-three stations in the Metro- 
politan Boston District and connections available for trans- 
mitting police alarms to other states. 


Radio 

Too much cannot be said in praise of our radio system which 
has given perfect satisfaction during the year. 

The speed at which alarms can be broadcasted and re- 
sponded to has had wonderful results and has brought many 
favorable comments from citizens on its efficiency. 

The patrol van and five cruising cars are now equipped with 
sending and receiving sets. 

Cars used by the Commissioner, Chief and Deputy Chief 
of the Fire Department are equipped with radio receiving sets 
and all messages received from the Fire Department Head- 
quarters are broadcasted for their benefit if they happen to 
be out of touch with their stations. 
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Traffic 


On January 1, 1935, there were thirteen automatic traffic 
signals in operation. In connection with the construction of 
the Worcester Turnpike the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works installed five automatic signals on Boylston 
Street thereby replacing two installed by the Town. 

Two additional signals have been installed during the year 
at the intersection of St. Paul and Beacon Streets and Cypress 
and Kendall Streets making a total of thirteen now in opera- 
tion and controlled by the Town. 

The Board of Selectmen have authorized the installation of 
traffic signals at Pleasant and Freeman Streets but at time of 
making the report the contract has not been awarded. 


Motor Vehicle Service 


The motor vehicle equipment at the present time consists 
of the following makes and types of machines: 

One Buick Ambulance. 

One Buick Patrol Van. 

One Buick Limousine. 

Six Ford V-8 Sedans. 

Six Harley Davidson Motorcycles (three with side cars). 


I recommend that four of the Ford cars be exchanged for 
new ones. The motorcycles have been in use for two years 
and should be replaced. 

There have been 317 calls for the ambulance during the 
year of which 117 were for accidents and 200 for sick cases 
covering a total of 1,7114 miles. 

The patrol van has responded to 984 calls for arrests, fires 
and other emergencies covering a total of 2,8534 miles. 


The Force

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
For the year ending December 31, 1935 


The Board held ten meetings during the year six of which 
were hearings on proposed changes in zoning and one a joint 
meeting with the Newton Planning Board. 


The first hearing had to do with changing the wording of 
the Zoning Law so that clubs could not be established in single 
family house zones until a hearing had been held by the Select- 
men and they had ruled that the club would not be “seriously 
detrimental to the use of other property in the district.” 
The primary purpose of this change was to afford a better 
control over Fraternity Houses, which are now classed as 
clubs, and‘ are allowed in one-family house districts. At the 
hearing the suggestion was made that the whole clause which 
referred to clubs might be omitted from the section of the 
laws covering these districts and a separate hearing was held 
to consider this. The Board finally recommended that this 
be done. This came before the Annual Town Meeting but 
was voted down and the amendment suggested at the first 
hearing was accepted. 


A petition to change the property on the south side of 
Boylston Street, between Cemetery Drive and Tully Street, 
from a store to a residential zone, was considered at one hear- 
ing but was not recommended largely because of the opposi- 
tion of an owner who had maintained a store in the block for 
many years. 

A petition for a change in zone for a single lot on the corner 
of Boylston Street and Reservoir Road, in order to permit 
the erection of a gasoline station and to which there was prac- 
tically no opposition, resulted in a favorable vote by the 
Board, with certain restrictions as to setback, cost and type 
of building. This change was approved at the Annual Town 
Meeting and an attractive building has since been built con- 
forming with these restrictions. 

For the fourth time a petition to change the zone on Beacon 
Street adjoining the Boston Line was considered. This peti- 
tion covered the change for one building only, which cannot 
be considered good zoning and the Board voted against it. 
However, the petitioners brought the matter before the Annual 
Town Meeting, where it was defeated. 

On October 31, a fifth petition for a change in the same 
locality was considered at a very largely attended hearing. 
This petition called for a change from residential to store pur- 
poses for an entire block on each side of the street. The 
Board voted unanimously not to recommend this change and 
filed the following report with reference to same: 
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“On a petition to change from a 3-A (residence) district to a 2-A (busi- 
ness) district the area at the westerly end of Beacon Street, on both sides 
of the street, between Strathmore Road and the Town Line, the Planning 
Board, after due notice, gave a public hearing on October 31, 1935, and 
herewith submits to the Town its recommendation that the change be 
not made. 


“At the last Annual Town Meeting the Town, following a recommenda- 
tion of the Planning Board, decided not to make a similar change in the 
case of one lot in this block — the last lot on the northerly side of Beacon 
Street next to the Boston Line. Even allowing for the fact that the decision 
may have been influenced to some extent by a desire not to change a zone 
for one lot only, it is fair to assume that the Town Meeting determined 
not to throw this portion of Beacon Street open for business purposes, even 
to the extent of one lot. It is now proposed to throw open for business 
purposes the entire block, on both sides of the street. The Planning Board 
might well feel that the Town had spoken, and might rest its present recom- 
mendation on that fact. But the Town is entitled to the views of the 
Planning Board and they are here submitted. 


‘The problem should be approached, not so much from the point of 
view of the storekeeper who might wish to locate in this block, or of the 
real estate operator who might make a profit by acquiring this property 
and developing it for store purposes, but rather from the point of view of 
the residents of the neighborhood, both within and without the block, and 
from the point of view of the Town as a whole. 


“Of the 11 houses on the northerly side of Beacon Street, within the 
block in question, the owners of 9 favor the change and 2 oppose it; of the 
10 houses on the southerly side, 6 favor and 4 oppose the change. The 
owners of property in the neighborhood outside of the block in question 
very generally oppose the change. The fact that the owners of 6 houses 
in the block in question oppose changing the area from a residence to a 
business district indicates that the area has not lost its character as a 
residence district, in spite of the presence of stores immediately across the 
Boston Line at Cleveland Circle. 


“Apart from general considerations affecting the Town as a whole, the 
main question is that of balancing the claims of those persons in the block 
who want the change, against the claims of those persons, mainly outside 
the block, who do not want the change. The Planning Board is not unmind- 
ful of the plight of those within the block. Rental values there have 
decreased markedly below what they were five or ten years ago, and it 
may be conceded that some, at least, of these properties would be more 
profitable if devoted to business uses (although the extent of the present 
demand for stores is questionable and will be discussed later). But when 
the causes of the decrease in rental values are examined they will be found 
to be two: — first, the general conditions which have decreased rental 
values generally in the Town, and second the proximity to the store property 
across the Boston Line. So far as concerns the first cause, there is no more 
reason for making a zoning change in favor of owners of this block than in 
favor of quantities of other landowners all over the Town who also are 
suffering from decreased rents. As to the second cause, if proximity to a 
business district lowers rental values, the establishment of the block in 
question as a business district would have the effect of lowering rental 
values in the adjoining property to the east, and the evil would be merely 
shifted. Border line property is bound to suffer in any system of zoning. 
If, in order to relieve boarder line property, the Town once begins the 
process of moving the boarder line down Beacon Street, it is difficult to 
see where it can stop. 


“The Planning Board feels that relief cannot be given to the owners 
within the block in question without causing unwarranted damage to the 
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adjoining property and without starting progressive infiltration of stores 
down Beacon Street, which the Town would greatly regret. 


“From the point of view of the Town as a whole, it was argued that the 
development of this block as store property would result in an increased 
valuation and an increase of some $20,000 annually in taxes. Whether or 
not this estimate is optimistically high, and without speculating as to 
how long it would be before stores covered this block (in view of present 
store vacancies in the Town) and without examining counter estimates 
as to decrease in the valuation of adjoining property, the Planning Board 
believes that there are more important considerations than mere money 
returns to the Town. A large group of its citizens have made their homes 
in this neighborhood and have invested in residence property here in the 
belief that the zoning regulations had effectively stabilized the residential 
character of the district, and that the Town would not change the zoning 
to their detriment merely for the financial benefit of others, but only in 
case the general public welfare clearly required such a change. This outer 
part of Beacon Street has the attractive appearance of a residence neighbor- 
hood, unmarred by the appearance of store property. The Board feels that 
the protection of this large group of citizens and the preservation of the 
appearance of this section of the Town ought not to be bartered away for 
a possible saving in the tax rate. 


“Tt was suggested that the area on the southerly side of Beacon Street 
was unfit for residences because it adjoined the car barn and yards of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company. While it was stated at the hearing 
that the presence of the car barn was objectionable, there was also testimony 
to the contrary, and the face that the owners of 4 out of the 10 houses in 
that block do not want the district changed from a residence district indi- 
cates that the area has not become unsuitable for residence purposes. 


“Evidence was offered that certain establishments might be interested 
to locate stores in this district, if the zone were changed. From what has 
been said, it is apparent that the Planning Board considers this a matter of 
secondary importance, subordinate to the other considerations above dis- 
cussed. If the people in the neighborhood were suffering for lack of store 
accommodations that would be another matter, but it has not been shown 
that the store district on the Boston side of the line at Cleveland Circle 
is inadequate for their reasonable local shopping needs. Moreover, there 
is still a large amount of property elsewhere on Beacon Street already zoned 
for business purposes, but not so used.” 


A hearing on a petition to change a strip of land 100 feet 
deep on the north side of Boylston Street, between Hammond 
Street and the Newton Line, from residential to a store zone, 
was held on November 5. Before acting upon this matter, 
the Board held a joint meeting with the Newton Board and 
learned that the latter Board, by a divided vote, had recom- 
mended such a change for the same property across the Newton 
Line but that this had not been ratified by the city govern- 
ment. It was, therefore, decided to postpone action on this 
petition until the zoning on the Newton side of the line had 
been definitely decided. 


The Board respectfully recommends the following appro- 
priation for 1936:

Sealing. There has been a continued increase in the use 
of the more modern weighing and measuring devices and, 
while these result in labor saving for operators, they are more 
easily thrown out of adjustment and are more subject to 
atmospheric variation thus making closer supervision and 
more frequent testing and adjusting necessary. In this class 
is a new type of meter measuring gasoline pump with com- 
puting attachment. When these pumps get out of order, 
especially at stations where there is but one pump for each 
grade of gas or oil, it means a loss of business to dealers if 
prompt service cannot be rendered so it is necessary to have 
some one on call continually and some dealers have expected 
such service on Sundays and holidays also. Because of the 
time required to test such pumps by hand measure, a cali- 
brated testing tank which is mounted on wheels and easily 
attached to an automobile, should be provided. As the cost 
of such apparatus is $235 its purchase will not be recom- 
mended as long as the services of a part-time man from the 
Welfare Department can be had. Such part-time service has 
been greatly appreciated and has effected a saving of several 
hundred dollars in our appropriation. Of the 3,241 weighing 
and measuring devices tested for accuracy, 1,014 registered 
illegal weight or measure which is an improvement over last 
year. 


Reweighings. Because of greater deficiencies found in the 
weight and measure of certain commodities, largely those 
packaged by the smaller manufacturers, 4,805 reweighings 
were made which is over 300 more than last year. In such 
cases effort has been made to have these dealers realize that 
such discrepancies, as well as the use of cheap, flimsy con- 
tainers, tend to advertise the dependability of their com- 
petitors and their merchandise. As most of such commodities 
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were packed in other municipalities or states copies of warning 
notices were sent to the State Director of Standards. Par- 
ticular attention has been given to those commodities classed 
as the essentials of life, such as bread, butter, flour, meat 
products, coal in paper bags, etc. There has been a decided 
improvement in packaged goods put up at local stores. The 
weight of coal in paper bags has required the most constant 
attention. Of 668 bags reweighed, 208 were deficient in 
amount. In addition to the warning notices, one dealer was 
required to install a modern bagging machine and another 
ceased to do business in Brookline. Eight out of 50 reweigh- 
ings of ice, 114 out of 196 of flour and 142 out of 395 bagged 
potatoes put up by the growers were found short and satis- 
factory corrections were effected on those which were beyond 
the permissible tolerance. Reweighings of coal in transit 
showed overweight in 11 instances and underweight in but 4, 
the largest discrepancy being but 20 pounds on 6 tons. 


Inspections and Tests. There were 9 violations of the 
Federal Pure Food Act as regards labelling and 12 miscellan- 
eous violations, such as illegal size of cartons, paper bags and 
berry baskets. Corrections were effected in each instance. 
The following major violations of the law were found and 
immediate correction effected: — 3 peddlers using improperly 
calibrated scales, 7 persons peddling without a license, 2 
bakers failing to put the net weight on bread, some of which 
was under weight, 4 milk dealers delivering insufficiently 
filled bottles and 9 instances of miscellaneous violations. 
There were also various minor violations the correction of 
which will tend to insure greater accuracy in the future. 
There is a pronounced improvement in the correction and 
filling of dry and liquid food containers and the accuracy of 
clinical thermometers. 


Peddlers. Due to economic conditions many instances 
have been found of persons trying to earn a livelihood by 
selling merchandise from door to door without a license. In- 
vestigations made showed that the majority of such people 
were in straitened circumstances and were trying to avoid 
asking for charity. When the offenders were non-residents 
they were stopped from doing business in Brookline without 
obtaining a license while those who were residents were dealt 
with leniently and every effort made to assist them in com- 
plying with the law. It has been impossible to wholly pre- 
vent peddlers of ice and fuel oil from carrying both commodi- 
ties on one truck. This is an unsanitary practice and is pro- 
hibited in some places by regulation or ordinance. It seems 
best not to recommend the adoption of regulatory measures 
pending the action of the peddlers in complying with instruc- 
tions recently given to so segregate these two commodities on 
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their trucks as to eliminate frequent complaints. There 
were but 3 complaints of insufficient weight or measure against 
licensed peddlers resulting in the purchase of properly cali- 
brated scales by 2, while 1 ceased to do business in Brookline. 


Miscellaneous. The store inspections tabulated under this 
head were additional to those covered by the preceding table 
and were made during rush hours to observe instances of 
carelessness. Of the 11 adjustments made 10 were in favor 
of the purchaser. The certificates of weight or measure 
issued were mostly on commodities requiring special knowledge 
to determine. 


Report of the Measurer of Wood and Bark 


There were 4 lots of wood, 1 of manure, 3 truck bodies and 
3 miscellaneous measurements made and such certificates 
issued or other action taken as circumstances required. 


Report of the Fuel Purchasing Agent 


Coal. All the anthracite with the exception of the stove 
and nut, delivered under the contract expiring June 11, was 
well above the standard. This also applies to the coal de- 
livered under the present contract by the same concern. In 
view of the penalties placed upon more than half the bitum- 
inous coal delivered under the contract expiring June 11, it 
should be stated that, while this coal was of excellent quality 
as regards the B. T. U. and ash content, it contained slack in 
excess of the amount specified which prevents economical 
combustion, consequently the penalties are a disallowance of 
the premiums which would have accrued had the coal not 
been too high in slack. The bituminous coal delivered thus 
far under the present contract has all been of excellent quality. 
The table given below indicates the quality of each kind of 
coal. The specified standard for ash in furnace and egg is 
10.5 per cent, stove and nut 12.5 per cent, yard screenings 
16 per cent, bituminous 8 per cent and 14,300 B. T. U.’s.

Fuel Oil. The action of the Board of Selectmen in rejecting 
the proposals for the 1934-35 heating period and in deferring 
advertising for bids last spring resulted in a continued sub- 
stantial saving for the current year. Based on the minimum 
prices quoted in proposals to various governmental units 
there was a saving of over $1,000 on the more than 12,600 
barrels of industrial oil and not less than $800 on the 70,600 
gallons of light fuel oil purchased. The price paid for the 
industrial fuel oil ranged from $1.15 to $.95 per barrel plus 
$.1616 terminal freight. The oil was sampled frequently and 
was of uniformly good quality. The average analysis was, 
—Viscosity, 46.6 seconds; Flash-Point, 175° Fah.; Baumé 
gravity, 12.17°; B. T. U.’s per gallon, 149,405; Moisture and/or 
Sediment, traces only. The industrial fuel oil delivered by 
the same concern under the present contract, effective No- 
vember 18, gave the following average analysis, —Viscosity, 
46 seconds; Flash-Point, 175° Fah.; Baumé gravity 12.1°; 
B. T. U.’s per gallon, 150,169; Moisture and/or Sediment, 
absent. The light fuel oil purchased on the open market at 
$.055 and $.056 per gallon, with the exception of 500 gallons 
purchased from another dealer on trial, was of excellent 
quality. Barring the small lot of poor oil, the average analy- 
sis was, —Distillation at 10%, 403° Fah.; at 90%, 553° Fah.; 
Flash-Point, 172° Fah.; Baumé gravity, 35.1°; B. T. U.’s per 
gallon 138,566; Moisture and/or Sediment, traces only. 
There has been but one sample, representing 9,830 gallons, 
analyzed under the new contract, the results being — Distilla- 
tion at 10%, 405° Fah.; at 90%, 555° Fah.; Baumé gravity, 
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35.2°; B. T. U.’s per gallon, 138,500; Moisture and/or Sedi- 
ment .01%, with an adjustment of $3.79 in favor of the town.

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REPORT OF PLAYGROUND 
COMMISSIONERS 


December 31, 1935. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: —The Board of Playground Commissioners 
herewith presents its annual report for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1935. 


The Committee deeply regrets the resignation of Richard 
C. Floyd who has given so freely of his time and energy to 
our committee for the past thirteen years. 


The duties of the Playground Department consist of super- 
vised play on the various playgrounds during the months of 
July and August, and the conducting of a recreational center 
at the Winthrop School during the other ten months of the 
year. 


Playgrounds 


During this past season recreational activities were con- 
ducted on the following playgrounds: Brookline Avenue, 
Brookline Field, Clark, Coolidge, Cypress, Heath, Lawrence, 
Lowell, Parsons and Pierce. In addition to these, two other 
grounds were opened, namely, Boylston and Kent, where 
instruction was given by ERA workers. 


The inter-ground leagues in baseball, consisting of midget, 
junior and senior teams for boys, and senior teams for girls, 
showed a marked improvement in skill and participation over 
the preceding years. The less skillful games such as schlag 
ball, kick ball, volley ball, newcomb, etc., were all well 
patronized and enjoyed by both boys and girls in the inter- 
ground tournaments. The individual games such as horse- 
shoe pitching, paddle tennis, jackstones, checkers, etc., had, 
as always, a large number of willing participants for the 
tournaments. 


Evening recreational work was started for the first time 
on Brookline Avenue and Lowell playgrounds for three 
evenings each week until dark. Inter-ground baseball and 
horseshoe pitching tournaments were organized and partici- 
pated in by adult groups. This new venture proved to be a 
most successful undertaking. 


The annual Twilight Baseball League was again an im- 
portant feature of our summer work. The League this past 
season consisted of six teams, games being played three 
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evenings a week. The championship was won by members 


of the Tux Club. 


The closing event of the playground season was a pageant 
given by the boys and girls from all the playgrounds. This 
pageant, which was presented in the form of an international 
festival, consisted of dances, games, tumbling, and skills, as 
enjoyed by the various countries. The children, brightly 
costumed, made this occasion spectacular as well as memo- 
rable for both parents and friends. The entire program was 
given continuity by an instructive travelogue. 


Winthrop Recreational Center 


The season at the Winthrop Recreational Center now con- 
sists of fifty (50) weeks of supervised recreational activities. 
During the Fall and Spring, when the weather permits, 
seasonal games and activities are enjoyed by the children 
out of doors. 


One of the important features of the center is the Sewing 
Club made up of members of the Mothers’ Club. Here they 
are taught the useful art of renovating old clothing. Rug 
hooking has also become an instructive pastime for the older 
women. 


Pool, checkers, ping-pong and bridge tournaments are, as 
always, well patronized by the older, as well as the younger 
men of the community. 


We are proud to mention the fact that during this fall 
term we have formed classes for the pre-school child. This 
project has already proven itself to be a very definite need 
of the community.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Brookline, January 1, 1936. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


In submitting my report on the progress of the library for 
1935, I shall, for the sake of brevity, omit many of the detailed 
figures which may be found at the end of this report. The 
library has kept steadily at its work during the long-drawn 
out depression, gaining at first like all public libraries in the 
volume of its work, and losing slightly as the world began to 
recover. The year 1932 showed our biggest figures of circu- 
lation, but in spite of the subsequent loss, the library reports 
today an increase of 76,259 volumes over 1929 — an increase 
which has been accomplished with an appropriation from the 
town less in 1935 than in 1929, by $1,926. 


462,108 volumes have been issued for home use in 1935, 
a decrease of 3,525 from last year. This loss is wholly in 
books issued to children. The circulation of adult books 
shows a gain of 5,702, and a substantial decrease in the pro- 
portion of fiction. A brief analysis of the figures of circula- 
tion during recent years shows interesting growth in the use 
of certain classes of books — notably books on government 
and the social sciences, technical books and the useful arts, 
science, the fine arts, and music scores. This last class has 
more than doubled in popularity, while the others show an 
increase of from 40 to 60% since 1929. Such figures are 
useful in indicating where the emphasis should be placed in 
book buying. The increase in the use of music scores is 
partly attributable to the valuable gift in 1933 of chamber 
music from Mrs. Charles M. Baker, but also to the greater 
attention given in recent years to this much appreciated de- 
partment of the library. 


To the main library and its branches 4,727 new volumes 
and 2,344 replacements have been added by purchase, at a 
cost of $8,922.65 from the town appropriation, and $1,778.50 
from trust funds. During 1935, 660 volumes were added by 
gift, and 3,281 withdrawn, making a net gain of 2,267 vol- 
umes. The total book stock now comprises 153,900 volumes, 
distributed through the library and its branches. 


It is impossible for the library to satisfy all demands for 
books with its present book funds. The library cannot begin 
to supply the demand for the latest technical books (just now 
on the Diesel engine), the latest discoveries in science, ships, 
aviation and radio, books of all kinds on business — account- 
ing, stenography, typewriting, and secretarial work, books on 
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health and nursing, books on the new world and its experi- 
ments in government, books on the study of English, poetry, 
the drama, and the theatre. 


I wish I could convey in a few words a true picture of the 
work done in our reference departments. Here come all who 
want help in finding books — and material contained in books, 
magazines, pamphlets or newspapers, students from schools 
and colleges, authors, especially newspaper men, lecturers and 
after dinner speakers looking for toasts, artists to use our 
excellent collection of material on design; and countless 
others needing the help of trained library workers. The 
library is well equipped with a large pamphlet file, and with 
the series of indexes which furnish quick access to its files of 
newspapers and periodicals. Without these helps we should 
be powerless to meet the incessant call for information too 
recent to have made its way into books. It isa revelation to many 
readers to be introduced to the series of indexes in a modern 
reference department, beginning with the monthly Index to 
the New York Times, the Essay Index, and the seven distinct 
series of magazine indexes, some general in scope, others 
devoted to special subjects, ending with the Book Review 
Digest and the Cumulative Book Index. 'To keep these indexes 
up to date has meant an expenditure during 1935 of about 


$175. 


The experiment of 1934 has been repeated of having an 
exhibit of Arts and Crafts in the Library Hall, this year for 
two weeks in November. The Library had help and encourage- 
ment from several of our churches, especially in serving tea 
during afternoons when the exhibit was open. The Librarian 
is especially grateful to ladies from the First Parish, St. 
Mark’s, the Church of Our Saviour, the Baptist and the 
Harvard churches, and from the Sisterhood of the Temple 
Ohabei Shalom, for their cordial help in making this exhibit 
a successful one. 


Another exhibit was in commemoration of the 300th anni- 
versary of printing the first Bible in English, when the Library 
was indebted to Mr. Baker of our Board of Trustees for the 
loan of a page of the Gutenberg Bible, and of other interesting 
examples of early printing, and to Mr. Peterson for a copy of 
the Breeches Bible. The Library is greatly indebted to Mr. 
Baker for lending many other interesting books for our dis- 
play cases during the year. Many other minor exhibits have 
proved attractive to our public. The Library is indebted to 
the kindness of friends of the Library for many gifts. Espe- 
cially should be noted a collection of autographs from Miss 
Parthenia J. Ford; photographs of the descendants of David 
and Susan Griggs Coolidge from Miss Helen C. McCleary; 
sets of ‘Forward March” and ‘‘America’’ from Mrs. Emma 
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S. McQuesten, and 27 volumes of Moody’s Manuals of Invest- 
ments from Mrs. Frederick S. Mead. Many unnamed gifts 
have been a real practical help in providing needed books at 
a time when book funds have been decreased and the demands 
of the reading public ever on the increase. 


The High School Library has completed its first year in its 
new quarters, the old Shailer Hall, where its work is increasing 
in proportion to the size of its new room. The first term of 
the present school year has shown large gains in attendance 
and circulation. The use of the library class room, where 
teachers bring their classes to use specially selected books, is 
often engaged for every period of the school day. The work 
of this Library has been seriously hampered during the year 
by insufficient equipment, a condition which even now is 
only partly remedied. <A great difficulty in co-operative 
management of a school library is that the school department 
which supplies the furnishings of the library does not always 
realize what special library equipment is needed to promote 
efficient work and to secure satisfactory results. An urgent 
need at present is to be connected with the interior telephone 
system of the school which now houses over two thousand 
pupils and more than one hundred teachers. This would 
save the physical strength of our library workers and promote 
the use of the library by the teaching staff who are scattered 
through a very large building. A new card catalogue case, 
more filing cabinets, more ventilators for the windows, and a 
desk for the librarian are also badly needed. 


The High School Library entertained the New England 
School Library Association at a meeting on Saturday, Octo- 
ber 26, when about 100 school librarians were present. 

The Coolidge Corner Branch has shown satisfactory activity 
during the year. It has issued 138,288 volumes, an increase 
of 1,131 over 1934. But even here the circulation of children’s 
books has decreased. 

More shelf room and many more books for adult readers 
would undoubtedly increase still further the use of this 
branch, which has always shown a big circulation from a rela- 
tively small book stock. The first of these needs is to be 
supplied very soon, as shelving is to be built in the large front 
room upstairs by means of federal funds. This will complete 
the equipment of a fine room except for movable furniture, 
but it will only make the more evident the need of more 
books for the branch. 

It is peculiarly the privilege of the small library to maintain 
friendly and informal relations with readers. In such a town 
as ours the branches excel in this respect, and they make 
many stanch friends for the library. The Chestnut Hill 
Branch has had an active year, although the circulation of 
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books fell behind 1934 by 1,426 volumes. The branch has 
shown a steady increase in the use of its books from the open- 
ing in 1927 in the new building until 1933, since when its 
circulation has fallen off slightly. The reading room in the 
Sewall School has had a very busy year, as has also the 
Deposit Station at Washington Square. The Ditmar Electric 
Company has given to the residents near Washington Square 
exceedingly good service within the limits of a shop station. 
The Librarian hears frequently of the courteous attention 
given to borrowers. The circulation rose from 1928 to 1932, 
fell slightly for two years, and has now almost risen to the 
1932 level (13,818 books for 1935). This seems a formidable 
circulation to be taken care of in a small shop where the care 
of the library books is necessarily a secondary duty. 


During the year a total of 130,478 volumes were issued to 
young people from the main library and its branches, and 
through the 176 class-room libraries in our graded schools. 
This is less by 9,227 volumes than last year’s figures. Loss in 
this type of circulation is prevalent in public libraries, and we 
frankly don’t know what is the cause. Marked growth has 
occurred in the special help given by the children’s librarians 
to individual teachers, and in service to parents who come 
for books for young children, for books about their care and 
training, and for lists of books suited to special cases. At the 
request of their teacher, Miss Wetherell invited the eighth 
grade from the Runkle School to the Library to talk to them 
about the simpler reference books. 

Few changes have occurred in the regular staff during 
recent years, and happily none in 1935 —a condition which 
has greatly helped in meeting increased work with no increase 
in staff. The Board allowed leave of absence of a month to 
Miss Sutherland in connection with her summer vacation so 
that she could go with friends to California. Two weeks 
leave were allowed also to Miss FitzGerald to visit friends in 
England. It has been a great privilege to live and work in a 
public library during the past few years, perplexed and 
troubled though they have been in the outside world. No 
atmosphere could have been more stimulating and encourag- 
ing, since the deeper the depression, the more has the library 
been sought after by all who know the many diversities of 
help and recreation it offers. 

In concluding forty years of service in this Public Library 
I would like to express my grateful appreciation of the many 
kindnesses shown to me by my Staff and by your Board on 
the occasion of my anniversary. 3

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Board of Public Welfare respectfully submits its report 
for the year ending December 31, 1935. 


The work and activities of the Department are supervised 
and carried on under the management of Miss Kate Ellis, 
the Agent. Her report to the Board in that capacity is at- 
tached herewith and contains the details of work and relief. 
The relief situation has not improved and the number of cases 
requiring relief has slightly increased. The cost of living is 
higher and there has been more sickness than formerly. The 
plan of having the men in the families receiving aid work it out 
in the different departments has been continued. 


Considerable progress has been made in settling with other 
cities and towns and the City of Boston, with whom we have 
the largest reciprocal relations, has been most co-operative in 
our efforts to clear up the outstanding list of unsettled cases.

To the Board of Public Welfare: 


Gentlemen: — As Agent of the Board of Public Welfare, I 
submit the following report for the year ending December 
31, 1935. 

There is little improvement in the employment situation. 
People who were fortunate enough to have savings are now 
finding them depleted and must apply for assistance. The 
Welfare roll is constantly changing. This adds to the detail 
of the work. In March there was a temporary clerk appointed. 
Miss Eleanor Burke ably filled the position. As she has re- 
ceived a permanent position in another department a per- 
manent stenographer will take her place. Mrs. Margaret A. 
O’Neill was appointed a permanent investigator September 12, 
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1935. We are losing the services of Miss Mary M. Nixon as 
temporary investigator. 

The department has been fortunate in having the services 
of four ERA nurses. Their duties were to care for the sick, 
making daily visits, to help arrange diets to fit the budgets 
and to do what they could in a practical way to make life 
easier for those in need. 

The ERA distributed food and clothes from the Parsons 
School on Walter Avenue. 


Outdoor Relief 


During the year 881 cases were aided against 845 in the 
year 1934. The expenditure was $34,683.08 greater. The 
increase in amount spent is due not only to the increase in 
the number of cases, but also to the rise in price of commodi- 
ties, and sickness with its necessary expenses, such as extra 
milk and fuel besides doctors and medicines. 

The effects of the ERA and the WPA in reducing the cost 
of Welfare is shown by the monthly supplement to the ERA. 
The average number of cases supplemented monthly was 119 
at an average monthly expenditure of $1,918. Had these 
same 119 cases been entirely dependent upon Welfare re- 
ceiving an average weekly allowance the amount would have 
been $5,712, a difference of $3,794 or $44,528 a year. In 
November the men working on ERA were transferred to the 
WPA. The pay was late in coming, which proved to be a 
very difficult time for the families concerned. The Welfare 
department assisted with food orders and fuel orders. 

As in other years the men worked out the aid received under 
the supervision of the following departments of the town; 
the Highway, Park, Walnut Hills Cemetery, Laboratory, 
Health, School Library and Town Hall.

I am submitting herewith a report on the Federal Relief 
Program activities for 1935. 


The ERA program of government relief was continued 
from January 1 to November 20, 1935, at which time the 
program changed to the WPA set-up, the nature of the 
projects being precisely the same with the exception of all 
administrative work being carried on at district No. 2 head- 
quarters located at 49 Federal Street, Boston. 


The amount received from the government for labor pay- 
rolls for the period January 1 to November 20, was $256,716.11. 
At the Annual Town Meeting in March the sum of $38,600 
was appropriated for materials, trucking, and other expenses 
in connection with the Federal program. The sum of $25,- 
423.70 was expended through December 31, leaving a balance 
of $13,176.30 to be carried over into 1936. This amount 
expended included a rebate of $877.01 to the Department of 
Public Welfare appropriation which had borne the expense of 
materials from January 1 to April 1. 


In view of the fact that the ERA program was designed to 
provide for those persons having a relief status, it is safe to 
conclude that approximately 80% of the government appro- 
priation represented a distinct saving to the Welfare De- 
partment. 

The Works Progress Administration, although not specifi- 
cally a relief program to the extent that it does not provide 
for social service investigations, nevertheless has the same 
effect on cases by virtue of the fact that all applications for 
government relief terminated as of May 31, 1935. In view 
of the fact that WPA is merely a transfer from ERA to that 
program, it is necessary for an applicant to have been regis- 
tered on the ERA prior to May 31 and to have been certified 
for relief before November 1. This regulation has worked a 
distinct hardship to many worthy cases which have been 
brought to our attention and who cannot avail themselves of 
government relief by reason of this technicality.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


January 11, 1936. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Fire Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1935. 


The Department responded to 682 alarms during the year 
and while this is the largest number in the history of the 
Department the fire loss shows a decrease of $3,247.72; the 
property involved shows an increase in valuation of $2,323,- 
499 and the insurance an increase of $1,948,115. 


I again extend my sincere appreciation for the services 
rendered by the Department Physicians, Drs. Arthur A. 
Cushing and Frederick L. Hayes in treating members of the 
department injured in the performance of their duty and 
also for the sincere interest shown by our Chaplains, Rev. 
George M. Dowd and Rev. William R. Leslie. 


The installation of the fire alarm boxes as recommended in 
our letter to the Board on October 9, 1935, should be done 
this year owing to the rapid development of these sections. 


The Fire Prevention Bureau, in conjunction with the 
Building Department and the Tenement House Inspector 
have eliminated a large number of fire hazards during the year. 


I again call attention to the life hazard in apartment and 
tenement houses where roadside trees make it extremely 
difficult, if not impossible, to raise aerial or wall ladders and 
this danger should be eliminated at the earliest possible 
moment. 


This danger also exists from overhead wires and I again 
recommend that they be placed underground at the earliest 
opportunity, except in the single house zone district. 


Our Fire Station 4, Boylston Street and Reservoir Road 
has been designated by the Red Cross as a First Aid Station 
and the members of that Station have received intensive 
instructions from a Red Cross Instructor in the most modern 
methods of First Aid. The citizens should avail themselves 
of this First Aid Station if the occasion should arise. 


Our Deputy Chief’s car, which was purchased in 1927, is 
now in such condition that it is imperative that it be replaced 
and we have included an item in our budget for the purchase 
of a Ford Sedan to replace the same. 


We have also included an item for the purchase of six 
Vapor Guns, which are the latest invention for the extinguish- 
ment of oil and gasoline fires and recommend that these be 


SX 
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purchased this year, due to the increasing number of filling 
stations in the town and the large amount of gasoline being 
transported over our highways. 


Fire Record 
During the past year the department responded to 682 
alarms; 300 bell alarms and 382 still or telephone alarms, 
including 32 Boston and 4 Newton alarms. We had three 
two-alarm fires during the year.

In the laying out of the Parkway roads at the new over- 
pass, two lights on the Brookline side will have to be changed 
to new location and four new ones added. Plans are drawn 
up and light locations are shown and work will begin as the 
roadways are finished. 


Fire Alarm 


There has been no serious trouble from storms or breaks 
on the Fire Alarm. During the past year several boxes have 
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been knocked down and the castings broken. These were 
attended to promptly and the box was not out of service but 
a short time. 


This year a special appropriation was made for a change 
of the duplicate battery system so that only one set of bat- 
teries is now in use and it discontinued the need of a motor 
generator set. This was accomplished by installing especially 
designed rectifiers, which gives continual service and has 
reduced the maintenance cost. 


Three new fire boxes were installed in the southern section 
of the town: 


April 26— Box 723 located at the junction of Russett 
Road and Grassmere Road. 


April 26 — Box 72 located on Bonad Road near the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars Parkway. 


June 21 — Box 716 located near No. 925 West Roxbury 
Parkway. This is overhead construction and twelve hundred 
feet of circular loom cable was used. 


The Fire Commissioner has sent a list of locations for ten 
fire boxes to be located in the different streets in the southern 
part of the town and a provision made for these boxes to be 


lighted. 


This circuit now has twenty-one boxes which is one over 
the limit allowed by the National Board of Fire Underwriters. 
This can be taken care of this year by transferring some of 
these boxes on this circuit to different circuits which are not 
up to the limit of twenty. 

If more boxes are needed in this section next year, it will 
be necessary to install another panel board in the station and 
run new cable from the Fire Alarm Station to some point 
near Grove Street and Newton Street. 


I recommend the Fire Alarm wires be placed underground 
on Devotion Street from Babcock Street to the Fire House 
Engine 5. These wires are now overhead in cable and this 
cable deteriorating and should be removed. The estimated 
cost will be in the appropriation. 


Police Signal 


This system has given satisfactory service this year. All 
minor troubles have been taken care of promptly. Two new 
Police registers should be purchased this year. These regis- 
ters have been in use since the new system was installed in 
the present Police Station at the time it was built. 

This year there was an appropriation for new lead cable to 
take the place of the old twisted pair wire. This work was 
completed in June and old wires removed. 
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Two Police Boxes were knocked down this year. The 
location of Police Box 31, Naples Road, was changed from 
the north side of Abbottsford Road to the south side of 
Abbotsford Road as this has been knocked down several 
times by automobiles. 

The booth at the Elevated Station on Beacon Street at 
the junction of Harvard Street must be repaired this year. 


Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
Underground 

Most of the underground conduits installed by this com- 
pany during the year was for short distance. Pond Avenue 
was from Washington Street to Morss Avenue. St. Mary’s 
Street was the longest distance running from Beacon Street 
to Commonwealth Avenue.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


December 31, 1935. 
To the Board of Selectmen, Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen: —1 respectfully submit the forty-sixth annual 
report of the Building Department for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1935. 


It is with deep regret that we record the death of Ernest 
Lyon, Building Commissioner for many years, which occurred 
on January 7, 1935. His loss is deeply felt by his associates 
in the department and the citizens of the town whom he had 
served so long and faithfully. 


The indications noted last year of increased building activity 
is borne out substantially by the volume of work done in the 
town during 1935. 

The figure for total cost of operations for 1935 is $1,687,161 
as compared to $979,215 in 1934 with every indication of a 
continuance of increase for the year 1936. 


The bulk of the work has consisted of single family dwellings’ 
together with a number of substantial alterations in large 
suites in apartment houses whereby they are divided into 
smaller suites as provided for by the changes in the Building 
Law adopted at the last town meeting. 


This department has continued to co-operate in the work 
of the ERA and WPA in planning, estimating and supervising 
work in public buildings. 


Investigation was made and reports submitted to your 
Board on all applications for gasoline licenses, open air park- 
ing spaces, signs and billboards. 


A number of dilapidated and dangerous buildings have been 
removed during the year and several others of like type are 
now receiving the attention of the department. 


Building and Zoning Laws have been generally well ob- 
served, court action being necessary in but one instance. 


A new system of check-up on location of new buildings in 
relation to street set backs and side line distances as required 
by the Zoning Law has been put into effect during the past 
few months and I desire to express my appreciation to the 
Engineering Department for their splendid co-operation which 
has resulted in overcoming a situation that was becoming 
increasingly harmful to the proper enforcement of the By-law. 

Upon the appointment of the writer as Building Com- 
missioner the resulting vacancy was filled by the appointment 
of A. John Halfenstine, who had been engaged in the practice 
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of architecture in Brookline for several years. His name was 
first on the list submitted by the Civil Service Commissioner 
after competitive examination and his work has proved 
wholly satisfactory.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF PLUMBING

Dear Sir: —1 respectfully submit the forty-third annual 
report of the Inspector of Plumbing for the year ending 
December 31, 1935. 

There were 487 permits issued for the installation of plumb- 
ing of which 82 were for work in new buildings and 405 for 
alterations. 

The estimated cost of plumbing installed for the past 
year was $180,514 an increase of $27,774 over that of 1934.

All hot water tanks and boilers were duly inspected and 
made to conform with Chapter 154 of the Acts of 1916. 


Special attention was given to garage drains and gasoline 
traps. We found several instances where the outlet pipe was 
broken off allowing oil and gasoline to enter the sewer. In 
all such cases the conditions were remedied. 

We found it necessary to change the design of construction 
of gasoline traps and with the assistance of the Engineering 
Department a trap was designed which is practically proof 
against damage to outlet pipe. 

_This new trap has received the approval of the Chief En- 
gineer of the Metropolitan Sewer Division and the State 
Fire Marshal. 

Over 50 toilets have been removed from cellars of tenement 
houses and installed in each tenement so that each family 
has their own toilet. 

A few violations of our plumbing laws have occurred but 
were properly corrected without resorting to legal measures.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF GAS FITTING 


Mr. Thomas J. Moran, Building Commissioner, Brookline, Mass. 


Dear Sir: —I respectfully submit the annual report for gas 
fitting and fixture installation for the year ending December 
m1, 19308 


The total number of applications received was 591 for 
which permits were issued. Of this number 80 were for new 
houses, 18 for offices, restaurants, bakeries, manufacturing 
and store buildings, 2 for garages, 8 for fire jobs where gas 
piping or gas appliances had been damaged, 49 for houses 
heated by gas, 434 for remodeling, repairs and additional 
appliances installed in houses and buildings erected prior to 
1934. 


All new work has been carefully inspected and tested, in- 
cluding all new gas piping appliances and flue connections. 
In addition many inspections were made of old houses and 
buildings and where defective piping or appliances were found, 
the same were made safe. 


This year a number of larger apartments have been re- 
modeled into smaller suites necessitating entirely new gas 
piping and appliances. In a number of cases the owner is 
supplying gas for both cooking and refrigeration. 


Heating homes by gas is steadily on the increase, there 
being at present approximately five hundred residences using 
gas for fuel. Refrigeration by gas has shown a marked increase 
also. 


The writer is again pleased to report that there has been 
no serious accident caused by gas, with the exception of one 
case in which property damage resulted but without personal 
injury to anyone. 


Where violations of the Gas Laws were found, the same 
have been corrected and in only one case was Court action 
necessary.

January 8, 1936.

Gentlemen: — The following is the annual report of the 
expenses and operations of the Engineering Department for 
the year ending December 31, 1935:

Sewers and Drains 


Three contracts for the construction of sewers and surface 
water drains have been let during the year. On April 17, A. 
Daddario began laying a sewer and drain in Green Hill Road 
and a passageway. The contract was completed May 10. In 
the contract for constructing portions of Bonad Road and 
Russett Road was included the sewer and the drain for 
Bonad Road, those in Russett Road having been laid in 1932. 
On December 5, a contract was made with A. Daddario for 
laying a sewer and drain in South Street, opposite land 
formerly of Taylor, extending southerly to the summit south 
of Grassmere Road. As there is a great amount of rock exca- 
vation in this contract the time for completion was fixed 
as March 1, 1936. 

Laurel Road, having been made a public way at the Annual 
Town Meeting, the Town reimbursed the Adie Estate, who 
laid and financed the drainage system for the road, the amount 
of the actual cost of the sewers and surface water drains. 
The work was done in accordance with the standard sewer 
and drain specifications of the Department and under its 
inspection and is now a part of the town’s drainage system. 

A drainage system was designed for the streets proposed to 
be built in the old Chestnut Hill Golf Club property and an 
estimated cost of the same submitted with the recommenda- 
tion that the town make the necessary appropriation and 
proceed with the construction as soon as possible. The 
appropriation was not approved by the Finance Committee 
and not passed by the town. The owner of the property then 
decided to finance the drainage construction himself and 
the plans and specifications prepared by the Engineering 
Department were turned over to him and the work has been 
completed under the supervision of an inspector from this 
department. 

Upon the completion of the sewer and drain in Clinton 
Road, between Eliot Street and Taylor Crossway (an ERA 
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project) the former outlets which were laid through land 
owned by the Philips Estate and J. O. Williams, were aban- 
doned and the drainage easements through these properties 
released to these owners. This should increase the value of 
these properties considerably. 

The request for a report on a plan submitted to the Board 
of Survey for the establishment of the lines and grades of a 
proposed street running southerly from Heath Street through 
land of the Metropolitan District Commission, required a 
great deal of study and work on account of the drainage 
problem involved. The lines and grades were finally estab- 
lished in accordance with the drainage requirements. 

Under the Emergency Relief Administration and the Works 
Progress Administration a considerable amount of drainage 
work was accomplished during the year. This work will be 
described in detail later in this report under the head of ERA 
and WPA projects. 

The Standard Sewer and Surface Water Drain Specifica- 
tions were re-written to meet the requirements of our new 
type of construction. 

Eleven (11) new sewer plans were completed during the 
year, making a total of 48 finished plans. 

One hundred eleven (111) connections have been made 
with the public sewers and 29 with the surface water drains. 

Thirty-three (33) connections have been repaired on account 
of stoppage caused by tree roots, etc. 

One hundred sixty-six (166) permits have been issued for 
sewer and drain connection work. 

Sewer assessments and charges have been levied to the 
amount of $5,420.83. 

Three hundred forty-eight (348) inquiries have been made 
regarding sewer assessments and street betterments. 

The five recording sewer gauges have operated satisfactorily 
during the year. 


Streets 


At the Annual Town Meeting Laurel Road was accepted 
_by the town. This street had been partially constructed by 
the owners of the land in which it was located and all the 
underground structures laid. By agreement the road was 
completed, after acceptance, by the Street Department, the 
full cost of the work being borne by the owners of the land. 
The portions of Bonad Road and Russett Road, within the 
limits of the estate formerly owned by Moseley Taylor, were 
laid out under the Betterment Law and accepted by the 
town. They were constructed under a contract with J. J. 
Callahan, the work being completed June 29. Betterments 
amounting to the full cost of construction have been levied. 
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Plans were prepared for the acceptance and construction of 
the six streets in the Risley Road section but no further action 
was taken. As there have been several houses recently built 
in this section the town will be compelled to furnish drainage 
within two years. 


A joint report with the Superintendent of Streets was 
made on the acceptance of Timon Avenue, White Avenue, 
and Eliot Avenue. On account of the encroachments of 
buildings, steps, etc., within the limits of private ways and 
the consequent expense of removing them which, of course, 
would have to be done if they were to be made public ways, 
it was decided to take no action towards accepting them at 
that time. Since then the Town Engineer has been in- 
structed to ascertain if possible what the damages would 
amount to if the work was carried out. 


Plans and estimates of cost of the improvement of Clark 
Court were made and.submitted but no action taken. 


Plans have been made and submitted for the widening and 
extension of Glenland Road, from the Newton Line to Ham- 
mond Pond Parkway. 


Plans and estimates of cost for the widening of Heath 
Street, from the Newton Line to Lowell Playground, have 
been made and submitted. 


In connection with the development of the old Chestnut 
Hill Golf Club property the location and grade of the pro- 
posed streets was studied and approved, and an assistant 
from this Department detailed to inspect the construction. 
Up to the present time only the underground work has been 
completed and the roads brought to an approximate sub- 
grade. It is understood that the owner intends to surface 
the subgrade of the roadways with gravel bound with a sur- 
face application of asphalt. This method of procedure will 
result in the town being obliged to complete the work with a 
surface of bituminous macadam as soon as the property is 
built upon, as gravel roads have not proven satisfactory for 
the amount and type of traffic to which they are subjected 
in this town. 


Plans and estimates of cost have been made for equalizing 
the roadways of Beacon Street, from St. Paul Street to 
Marion Street. Conditions on the north roadway from Har- 
vard Street west have been very dangerous for many years 
and the recent opening of the new Post-Office on the southerly 
side of the street opposite Pleasant Street has made matters 
almost equally bad at this point. 

Several conferences relative to the improvement of Village 
Square have been attended. The State Department of Public 
Works has submitted a plan showing a grade separation by 
means of an underpass for the Boylston Street traffic, with 
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all the widening on the southerly side of Washington Street to 
Fleming’s Garage. This plan would probably solve the traffic 
problem at this point but would necessitate the moving of 
the Fire Station and the cost of construction would be very 
great. 


The separation of grades at Washington Street and the 
Riverway is proceeding rapidly under a contract with Coleman 
Brothers, in accordance with the plans of the Public Work 
Department of the State, under the supervision of their 
Engineering Department. 


At the request of owners of several large estates, suggestions 
have been made for possible subdivisions. This Department 
is always glad to co-operate with owners by working out plans 
for street locations as in this way the street system of the Town 
may be better co-ordinated and more satisfactory lines and 
grades obtained, and in general a much better class of develop- 
ment results. The actual surveys and computations are, of 
course, carried out by private engineers. 


At the request of your Board plans and estimates of cost of 
construction have been made for Hallwood Road and all nec- 
essary data prepared for laying out under the Betterment Law. 
It is urged that this street be laid out and accepted in this 
manner as the owner of the abutting land has agreed to pro- 
ceed with a type of development which will greatly benefit 
the Town if the street is so laid out. 


Eighteen (18) stone monuments have been set to mark 
street lines, and three (3) monuments have been reset.

Board of Survey 


As in previous years this Department has required all engi- 
neers who intend to present plans to the Board of Survey for 
the establishment of lines and grades to first submit sketches 
showing their general intention as to lines, grades, widths, 
size of lots, etc.

Assessors’ Department 


The usual amount of work has been done on the Assessors 
Plans. All new houses have been located and plotted and all 
changes in lot lines and ownerships made to January 1, 1936. 


Sixteen (16) plans have been redrawn. It is necessary to 
redraw about this number each year on account of wear, 
changes in subdivision, etc., as it requires a practically perfect 
plan for reproduction for the 1936 Atlases. 


Four cars and drivers were furnished for about two weeks 
to transport to their work the men engaged in making the 
annual canvass for the Assessors. 


As in previous years during the session of the Court of 
Tax Appeals a car and driver were furnished the Assessors 
morning and night. This delayed the work of a Field Party 
until 10.30 o’clock in the morning and resulted in the loss of 
about one-half of the afternoon. About the middle of April, 
the work of the Engineering Department increased to such an 
extent that it became necessary to discontinue this practice. 


Surveys and plans have been made for 93 Tax Appeal cases. 
In each case all buildings were carefully measured and the 
cubic contents figured. Four hundred twenty (420) photo- 
graphs were taken for these cases. 


Emergency Relief Administration and 
Works Progress Administration 


The concrete channel for the brook draining the Putterham 
Meadows, the construction of which was begun as an ERA 
Project the latter part of 1934, was completed in June so far 
as that particular project was concerned. 


A project for the improvement of the drainage between 
Glenoe Road and Woodland Road was started January 3 and 
finished April 6. 


The project for furnishing an outlet for the sewer and drain 
in part of Kensington Circle was begun March 8 and com- 
pleted June 5. 


The Beverly Road sewer and drain project, from Bourne- 


wood Road westerly, was begun May 3, continued under the 
WPA and is now about 75 per cent completed. 
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Early in July this Department was requested to present pro- 
jects to be carried out under the Works Progress Administra- 
tion. Eighteen projects were prepared and submitted, fifteen 
of which were finally approved. It was necessary, however, to 
re-figure each job several times on account of change in rates 
of pay. Because of the many requirements of the WPA officials 
it will be impossible to finish any of these projects within the 
estimate but it has been stated that additional funds will be 
advanced when necessary. About the middle of November the 
following jobs were started: 


Baker School Playground — subgrading 

Beverly Road and Zanthus Road — street construction 
(to subgrade) 

Beverly Road, 2d section — sewer and drain 

Princeton Road and private way — sewer and drain 

Princeton Road, 2d section — sewer and drain 

Valley Road — sewer and drain 

Fairway Road — sewer and drain 

Saw Mill Brook sewer — repair 


As most of the projects were located in ways which had not 
yet been made public, it was necessary to obtain releases from 
the owners of the fee. This entailed a great amount of work 
in preparing the releases and time in getting in touch with the 
actual owners and obtaining their signatures. As most of the 
sewers and drains included in these projects were to be in 
the location of future streets a release for street construction 
was also obtained in nearly every case. 

In addition to the projects which this Department has 
recommended a great amount of work has been done at the 
request of other departments for projects for which they are 
responsible. Surveys, plans, estimates and measurements have 
been furnished the Park Department, Water Department, 
School Department, Building Department and Walnut Hills 
Cemetery. 


Miscellaneous 

As in previous years a very great amount of work has been 
done for other departments of the Town; in fact, the demands 
have been so constant that the regular work of this Depart- 
ment has been delayed. However, in every case the requests 
of the other Departments have been promptly met. 

On account of the illness of a regular employee of the Water 
Department an assistant was loaned that Department from 
March 28 to November 8. 

An inspector was loaned the Street Department for side- 
walk construction from April 29 to May 29. 

Over 600 photographs were taken during the year, the devel- 
oping and printing also being done by this Department. 
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Two Ford automobiles were purchased in April, replacing 
cars of the same make bought in 1930. 


A careful topographical survey (by the planetable method) 
was made for the Fire Department of the lot on Hammond 
Street, suggested for the site of a future Fire Station. 


A topographical survey was also made for the School De- 
partment, of the Edith C. Baker School lot on Beverly Road 
and copies of the plan furnished them for the architect’s use. 
A design was worked out for the proposed playground. This 
plan has been formally approved by the School Committee. 


About the usual amount of work was done for the Trustees 
of the Walnut Hills Cemetery. A grading plan was made for 
the area between Walnut Hills Avenue and Downing Avenue 
and the quantities estimated and the grades given on the 
ground. The record plan of the Cemetery, showing all lots 
sold, was brought up to date. 


About the first of September the Building Commissioner 
established a rule that the location of all proposed buildings 
must be verified before issuing a building permit. Accord- 
ingly the Engineering Department has checked the location 
of all points placed for building construction since that time. 
About 60 cases have been investigated and the number of 
errors found show the wisdom of the Commissioner’s ruling. 


For the Planning Board plans have been prepared for the 
hearings for changes in zone and a new Zoning Map, embody- 
ing all changes in zone to March 19, 1935, drawn and pub- 
lished. On the back of the map is printed the Zoning Law 
corrected to date. 


According to the Statute the boundary line between Brook- 
line and Newton should have been perambulated during 1935. 
In anticipation of this formality all points were inspected and 
the markers found to be in place and in good condition. 
Photographs were taken (with a small camera) of all monu- 
ments. As no official notice has been received from Newton, 
the perambulation has not taken place. 


On January 23, a new telephone system was installed in 
the offices of the Department. This has resulted in a material 
reduction of the telephone bill. 


Many studies were made for the re-arrangement of the 
Town’s precincts, plans being made and submitted showing 9, 
10 and 11 precincts. Finally a plan showing the lines of the 
original 9 precincts was made in accordance with instructions. 

A canvass of house numbers was undertaken but has not 
yet been completed. There have been 133 new house numbers 
assigned. 

An accurate inventory of the property of the Town in the 
possession of this Department has been made and is on file. 
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The usual tables relating to sewers, drains, streets, etc. are 
appended hereto.

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REPORT OF TREE PLANTING COMMITTEE 


January 2, 1936. 


During 1935 three new streets — Laurel Road, Bonad Road 
and Russett Road were planted with forty-five red oaks and 
sixteen Chinese elms. Two hundred forty-four other trees 
were planted to replace those injured or dead. A few were 
cut down because they were in the way of construction. The 
usual amount of pruning has been accomplished. 


The planting of trees and shrubs on the Horace James 
Circle and approaches, has more than met expectations. The 
succession of bloom from early spring to late fall gives a 
pleasing note of color. The citizens of Brookline may well 
take pride in the beauty of this unusually successful piece 
of ornamental planting. 

On several smaller reservations a low-growing evergreen 
shrub was set out, faxus cuspidata nana, known as yew. 
This work was made possible through the generosity of a tree 
lover who also has made provision for the future care of the 
plants. | 


The American elm trees have been examined for the Dutch 
Elm Disease, but no symptoms were found. A good deal of 
work was done at the pine forest in Dedham by ERA men. 
Fire lanes, especially, were constructed as a safety measure. 

Insects of various kinds still continue to be troublesome. 


An account of the species and manner of control will be found 
in the Superintendent’s report. ; 

A part of our spraying apparatus is antiquated and if we 
are to prevent serious disfigurement to our street trees, a new 


sprayer is necessary, therefore, the Committee recommends 
the purchase of a new machine.

During the past year the work of removing dead trees and 
pruning roadside trees by cutting out lateral limbs which 
were interfering with their proper development was carried on. 


The growth of the trees planted on new streets in the south 
part of the town within the last ten years have greatly im- 
proved the general appearance of this residential development. 
Automobiles today are the cause of the greatest number of 
roadside trees being knocked down or severely injured. 


During the past few years poison ivy increased very much 
in various parts of the town. It was found in great abundance 
growing on stone walls and fences. An ERA project was 
approved for its eradication. The method used was to first 
spray the plants with a fuel oil and after ten days the plants 
were taken out by the roots. 


The work of spading, replanting and pruning the shrubs on 
the Hoar Memorial on Beacon Street was done under an 
ERA project. The results have been very satisfactory. 


At the Town forest located at the Water Department water- 
shed at Dedham and Needham the following work was done 
under ERA project. Removing underbrush where growth was 
interfering with the pine trees, constructing fire stops, planting 
areas not heretofore planted and rough grading on the road- 
ways. Contact spraying was also done to control the scale 
which was very prevalent. 
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A careful examination of American elm trees was made for 
any indications of the presence of the Dutch Elm disease. 
No symptoms were found and it is to be highly desired that 
our trees be kept free from this disease.

Each year brings new problems regarding control of insects 
in our trees, which if not immediately controlled soon devel- 
ops into a difficult problem. This past year the most injuri- 
ous insects to our trees were the gypsy moth, canker worm 
and elm leaf beetle. Good orchardists have found it necessary 
to spray fruit trees eight times during the year. To have our 
trees free from injurious insects it has been necessary to spray 
many of them twice. Leaf-eating insects such as canker worm, 
elm-leaf beetle and gypsy moths are controlled by spraying 
with solutions of arsenate of lead, trees infested with ‘‘scale”’ 
must be sprayed at a dormant season of the year when the 
material used must have as its base oil. The money expended 
for the control of insects is most excellent insurance to main- 
tain the esthetic value which trees and trees alone can give 
to the Town. 
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Creosoting work in accordance with the law was carried on 
in the usual manner. It is urgently recommended that the 
item of $1,000 included in the 1936 budget for the sprayer 
be approved. The present equipment is more than twenty 
years old and incapable of giving satisfactory results on high 
trees. It is my opinion that a careful control of insects is a 
very important work and should be considered as a foremost 
need of the town.

The appropriation for Health for 1936 is slightly larger than 
that for 1935 to provide for an increased number of treatments 
at the Hospital and for a larger amount for hospital relief. 


The number of deaths in the town from all causes in 1935 
was 513. The mortality rate as figured by the Health Officer 
was 11.55 as compared to 11.56 in 1935. 


The Board has voted to stop the School in Bodily Mechan- 
ics. It recognizes the good this school has accomplished in 
the physical development of children but thinks the enroll- 
ment is hardly large enough to justify the yearly expense of 
nearly $800. 


The number of cases of heart disease declined somewhat 
from 1935, but is still the leading cause of mortality. There 
were only two cases of diphtheria. The policy of maintaining 
preventive work is a good one with beneficial results in many 
directions. 


It would be a good thing if all departments of health work 
could be concentrated in one location, but the necessary 
space is not available to bring this about at present. 
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We call attention to the reports of the different depart- 
ments of health work with a feeling of great satisfaction for 
the good results obtained.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: —I have the honor to submit the: following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1935. 


Mortality 


The State Census gave Brookline a population as of April 1, 
1935, of 50,319. This shows that the population did not 
increase as fast during the period 1930 to 1935 as it did from 
1925 to 1930. The average yearly increase in the earlier 
period was 962, while during the last five years it was only 566. 
The mortality rates computed during the past four years, 
based as they were on estimates of a larger increase of popula- 
tion, were therefore slightly too low. 


The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes was 513. 
Estimating the population on July 1, 1935, to have been 50,- 
460, the 513 deaths give Brookline a mortality rate of 10.16 
per 1,000 inhabitants as compared with 10.32 for 1934. 


If, as is our custom, we exclude 136 deaths of persons tem- 
porarily sojourning here, most of whom were patients in 
various Brookline hospitals, and include 206 deaths of persons 
who died in other places but who are described in the death 
certificates as being residents of Brookline, we have a total 
of 583 deaths, or a mortality rate of 11.55 as compared with 
11.56 in 1934. 


It is important to realize that there are many deaths 
included in the above which are not of residents. For example, 
persons without any permanent home, like domestics, often 
give to a hospital the address of a relation or friend, residing 
in Brookline; also the bodies of persons who have not lived in 
the town for years are sent here for burial and a death certifi- 
cate is filed with the Town Clerk. The true death rate of 
the town is somewhere between the rates uncorrected for 
residence and the corrected rate.

Heart disease declined somewhat from the previous year, 
but is still easily the leading cause. Of the 164 deaths from 
heart disease, 90 were due to disease of the coronary artery 
and angina pectoris: Part of the extraordinary increase in 
deaths from coronary disease is doubtless due to the fact 
that physicians are better able to diagnose coronary throm- 
bosis now than formerly, but careful study of the subject 
shows that there has actually been a very considerable increase. 


None of the principal causes of death showed any marked 
increase except disease of the arteries (arterio sclerosis). 
Diabetes deaths declined from 12 in 1934 to 5 this year. In 
last year’s report attention was called to the fact that deaths 
from diabetes exceeded those from tuberculosis, but that is 
not the case this year. 


There was only one maternal death. There were 7 suicides 
and 7 automobile fatalities. Thirteen persons lost their lives 
as a result of injury from falls. Most of them were elderly 
persons who fell and broke their hip. Actually this ranked 
sixth as a cause of death, although in the past it has not 
occurred frequently enough to be classed as one of the 
“principal causes.” 


There were 7 deaths from appendicitis. We have no details 
as to these fatal cases but when studies have been made it has 
often been found either that there has been a delay in calling 
the physician or a laxative has been given. 
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Communicable Diseases 
In Tables II, III, and IV, will be found the cases of com- 
municable disease by months, by ages and sex, and also for 
the past ten years. The deaths do not include those of non- 
residents in the town, but do include deaths of residents out- 
side of the town if they had the disease while living in the 
town.

Tuberculosis 
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Diphtheria. There were two cases reported during 1935. 
Both were patients in Boston hospitals for other conditions 
when the diagnosis was made. One was a man of 55 and 
the other a child of 4 who had never been immunized. Clini- 
cally, the child’s case was not diphtheria and it may be that 
the child was merely a carrier of virulent bacilli. It is four 
years now since a child has had the disease with the typical 
membrane in the throat. The preventive work which has 
been carried on during the past thirteen years is certainly 
yielding good results. 

During the year 346 children were given the protective 
treatment in the public and parochial schools, supposedly for 
the first time and 109 infants and pre-school children were 
given the same at the Health Center. These with 6 private 
cases make a total of 461 children known to have been given 
some protection this year. In addition 592 children who had 
been inoculated in previous years were Schicked and if still 
susceptible were given additional inoculations. Since 1922 
there have been 10,402 children given some protection of 
which the Health Department has record, and in addition 
there are probably several thousand more children who have 
been protected by their family physicians of which we have 
no record. 

The Department is endeavoring to get the children pro- 
tected early in childhood, before the end of the first year, and 
to have this work done as far as possible by the family

physicians. None of this work should be done in the schools 
because all of the children ought to have been protected three 
or four years before they go to school. With this in mind a 
postal card is now sent to the mother of each child over six 
months of age, urging her to take her child to her family 
physician for the protective treatment. 


Scarlet Fever. There were 88 cases with one death. The 
fatality was the result of the child’s developing appendicitis 
during the acute stage of the disease. 


Measles. Following the big measles epidemic of 1934 when 
there were 654 cases, in the year 1935 there were only 52 cases 
and no deaths. An effort is being made to have very small 
children, who are known to have been exposed, given some 
protection by the use of adult blood, immune serum or placen- 
tal extract. The latter is now available through the State 
Department of Health. 


Whooping Cough. There were only 57 cases reported and 
no deaths. At the Health Centre 101 infants were inoculated 
with a special vaccine, prepared and administered according 
to the methods used with such apparent success by Doctor 
Sauer. It is hoped that this vaccine will protect these children 
during the early years when the disease is so serious. 


Smallpox. There were no cases reported. 


Typhoid Fever. For the first time in the history of this 
department there was not a case reported. 


Infantile Paralysis. Although this disease was very preva- 
lent in nearby sections of Boston only 5 cases were reported 
with no deaths. 


Tuberculosis. There were 32 cases of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis reported, and 7 of other forms of the disease, a total 
of 39 as compared with 35 in 1934. 


Excluding deaths of non-residents and including deaths of 
residents wherever they occurred, there were 9 deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis. These 9 deaths give us a rate of 
17.8 per 100,000 inhabitants as compared with 15.5 last year.

At the Tuberculosis Dispensary Dr. Horace K. Boutwell 
has been the attending physician, and Mrs. E. R. Jarvis, 
the “‘tuberculosis nurse.” There were 92 clinics held at which 
704 chest examinations were made of 349 persons, of which 
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number 148 were new patients. The total number of visits 
of patients to the Dispensary was 2,240. There were 32 
patients sent to hospitals, 18 through: the Dispensary. 

On December 31, 1935, the Dispensary records showed the 
location of 203 tuberculosis cases as follows:

Mrs. Jarvis made 3,128 home visits in connection with her 
tuberculosis work, 194 visits for other reasons, and assisted 
at 100 clinics. In addition to her duties in connection with 
tuberculosis Mrs. Jarvis acts as Supervisor of Nurses, assists 
in the diphtheria prevention work at the Parochial Schools, 
and helps the Health Officer in the collecting of statistical 
data. 


School Examinations. In accordance with the state plan 
for the continuation of the ‘“Ten-Year Program’”’ examinations 
were made of the pupils of the 7th, 9th and 11th grades in 
the public and parochial schools whose parents consented. 
There was a total of 767 children given the tuberculin test, 
of whom 98 (13%) reacted. These reactors were X-Rayed, 
and one child was found to have tuberculosis of the lungs and 
fifteen others had some infection of the glands at the roots of 
the lungs. 

The department has offered a free consultation service with 
specialists and X-Ray Examinations, but little use of this 
service has been made by physicians during the past year. 


Valuable Assistance from Other Agencies has been received. 
The Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis Society, whose funds come 
largely from the sale of Christmas seals, sent to summer camps 
and homes 82 children who had been exposed to tuberculosis 
or who had signs of the disease. This is a most valuable 
contribution to our work. They also gave warm clothing 
for the sanitoria patients. The Elks have been most generous 
in gifts to needy cases. 


Pneumonia. There were 38 cases of lobar pneumonia 
reported with 22 deaths. In addition there were 28 deaths 
from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from acute bronchitis, 3 from 
influenza, a total of 55 deaths from acute respiratory infections 
as compared with 59 in 1934. We have as yet no effective 
measures for the control of this group of serious diseases. 


Venereal Diseases. All cases of these diseases seen by 
physicians should be reported without the patient’s name to 
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the State Department of Health. If a patient does not con- 
tinue treatment until cured the physician should report him 
by name. In Table VI is given the number of cases according 
to disease and sex so reported. Of the 13 cases reported as 
having lapsed treatment, 10 resumed treatment, and 3 could 
not be located.

Public Health Nurses 


Miss Mary A. MacDonald and Miss Regina A. Thomas 
have served throughout the year. 

The nurses visit the homes in which cases of contagious 
disease have been reported. They placard the house if that is 
required; they obtain information in regard to the source of 
infection; they give advice in regard to precautions; they 
investigate the health of the other members of the household 
and see that the children are excluded from school. 

As far as time permits they investigate the cause of absence 
of pupils from some of the public and the parochial schools. 
There were 49 cases of communicable disease discovered as a 
result of 704 visits to absent pupils. While the primary object 
of this absentee work is the control of contagious diseases, 
probably even greater benefits come from the opportunities 
which these visits in the homes afford for teaching healthy 


living. Miss Thomas acts as ‘‘School nurse’’ for the Parochial 
Schools. 


Summary of Nurses’ Work, 1935 
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Infant Mortality and Birth Rate 


There were 3 deaths in the town of infants under one year. 
Two of these were infants of non-resident parents. In addition 
there were 5 infants of Brookline parents who died outside 
of the town. 

More and more it is coming to be the custom for Brookline 
mothers to go to hospitals outside of the town for care during 
childbirth. In 1935 about 79% of the births were outside 
the town. This makes it exceedingly difficult to compute our 
infant mortality rate. The only method, however, which will 
give us any idea of our true rate is to include all births and 
all deaths of infants of Brookline mothers wherever they occur 
and to exclude births and deaths of infants of non-resident 
mothers. On this basis there were 446 live births and 6 
deaths giving a rate of 13.5 per 1,000 births, as compared with 
39.4 in 1934. 

The birth rate per 1,000 population based on all births of 
Brookline mothers was 8.8 which is lower than the death rate 
aj balld Sey

The child welfare work in the town is carried on by the 
Community Health Centre of the Brookline Friendly Society. 
The Board of Health pays the salary of one nurse. The Health 
Centre submits the following report: 


Child Welfare Work 1935 


The Child Welfare Clinics for the supervision of well chil- 
dren have had under care 518 children 359 under two years 
old and 159 between two and five years old. All children 
under the supervision of the Child Welfare Clinics are given a 
complete physical examination every six months by the Baby 
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Specialists in charge of the clinics and the mothers are advised 
in regard to feeding and health habits. Only well children 
are allowed to attend the well baby conferences. All sick 
children are referred to the family physician or to the nearby 
hospital clinics. Immunization of the children against disease 
is an important part of all Child Welfare work. During the 
year of 1935, 143 children have been vaccinated, 111 have been 
given toxoid against Diphtheria, 109 have been Schicked to 
be sure that this immunization is established. A gift of special 
Whooping Cough Vaccine was given to the Clinic by an inter- 
ested individual and 101 children under two years old were 
given this vaccine to protect them against Whooping Cough. 
The clinic attendance for immunization was 890. 

There were 95 Child Welfare Conferences held at the Health 
Center with an attendance of 1,862. The Child Welfare 
nurse made 2,808 visits to the homes to advise with mother 
and check up on the child’s progress. 

The School Dental Clinic gives one hour each day for work 
on preschool children. The children are given appointments 
by the Child Welfare nurse. 419 pre-school children attended 
the Dental Clinic making 509 visits.

Medical Inspection of Parochial Schools 


Medical inspection of the pupils at St. Mary’s and St. 
Aidan’s Parochial Schools is provided by the Health Depart- 
ment. This work has been in charge of Dr. David M. Hassman 
who is also Medical Director of the public schools. One of our 
health nurses devotes the greater part of her time to the care 
of the pupils of these schools. 


Examination of Pre-School Children 

Each spring the Health Department undertakes the medi- 
cal examination of children who are soon to enter the public 
and parochial schools. The object of these examinations is the 
correction of physical defects as early in life as possible so 
that the child will be in better health when he begins the 
school work. There were 318 pre-school children examined 
by Doctor Hassman and 137 were vaccinated. 


The Health Bulletin 
The Bulletin has been published quarterly and distributed 
by the Police Department to every house in the town. We 
believe it is serving the purpose of promoting education in 
health matters, of informing residents of the quality of the 
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milk sold by the various dealers and of giving publicity to 
the various activities of the department. 


The Hospital Relief Fund 


Of this fund $11,302.21 was used to provide prompt hospital 
care to 266 individuals needing such care but unable to pay 
the hospital charges. 


Rabies Control 


There were 2 rabid dogs reported during the year as com- 
pared with 5 during 1934. In November the clinic for inoculat- 
ing dogs against rabies was re-opened and 95 dogs were inocu- 
lated. Anti-rabic treatment was furnished by the Health 
Department for 10 persons who had been exposed to rabid 
dogs. There were 99 dog bites reported, caused by dogs that 
were not rabid.

Dr. Connelly and Dr. Erlenbach submit the following 
TEPOre: 

It is with a great deal of pleasure that we of the Dental 
Clinic submit our annual report for the year 1935. 

For many years we have kept before us the ideal of a pre- 
ventative dental service, and we consider it far superior to 
any restorative substitute. By using the term preventative 
dentistry it is well to describe what we mean, and how it is 
applied to our work at the Dental Dispensary. The first per- 
manent molar, or better the six-year-old molar which is con- 
sidered by our profession the most important in the mouth, 
receives our most careful attention. This tooth as its name 
implies erupts at about the age of six years. At the time of 
eruption, an original defect may be found on the top or occlus- ~ 
sal surface of this tooth. The defect is a definite indicator of 
trouble. At our clinic, we practice extention for prevention 
of the pits and fissures along which this original defect is 
found. These fissures so called after being properly prepared 
are filled with various filling materials. At the clinic this pre- 
cept is carried out one hundred per cent. Its effectiveness is 
well proven and each year hundreds of these teeth are prepared 
for many years of useful service. Our little ones are most 
co-operative with us in doing this work. It is fitting in this 
report to recognize the great good that is being done for the 
children of our town. 

The routine procedure at the clinic is as follows: 

1. We concentrate on the pre-school child and those in the 

primary grades. 

2. Relief of toothache: this includes emergency treatment to 
children of the grammar school grades. 

3. Reparative work includes the filling of pits and fissures 
and the restoration of tooth structure with various filling 
materials. 

4. Cleaning of teeth, and complete dental examination and 
instruction given in proper mouth hygiene. 


. Stress is laid on the filling of the six-year molar (the first 
permanent molar). 


wn 
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6. Removal of all infected teeth. 


7. No fillings are placed in the teeth where the esthetic 
appearance is involved. 


8. No root treatments (treatment of the dental pulp or 
nerve). 


9. A certificate of discharge is given when all dental defects 
have been corrected. 


In order to gain a certificate at our clinic which indicates 
the complete repairing of all dental defects, a very high stand- 
ard is maintained. As in past years, we have had the splendid 
co-operation and help of our corp of well trained nurses under 
the supervision of Miss Lewis. At our Community Health 
Center, Miss Ross and her assistants have been invaluable 
to the successful completion of our program. It has been a 
very enjoyable duty to render our dental services to the children 
of our town.

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THE SCHOOL IN BODILY MECHANICS

Dr. Klein submits the following report for the year 1934. 

The sessions of the Brookline School of Bodily Mechanics 
naturally fall into two groups, viz: the spring and fall classes. 

The spring group, i.e. those comprising the classes held from 
January 5th to May 11th, 1935, inclusive, were attended by 
96 children. The average attendance for the thirty-seven 
sessions held in this group was almost 25 and there were 910 
visits made by the children to these sessions. 

The fall group, i.e. those comprising the classes held from 
October 2nd to December 31st, 1935, were attended by 230 
children. The average attendance for the twenty-one sessions 
held in this group was over 25 and there were 536 visits made 
by the children to these sessions. 

From these figures, it appears obvious that though the 
average attendance at each session held was about twenty- 
five children, in reality each child on an average came only 
about six times. Fortunately many of these children have 
been enrolled in previous years so that they in a measure 
reviewed what they had learned previously and then pro- 
gressed some in learning to use their bodies mechanically 
correctly. 

Cognizant of the fact that attendance at these sessions is 
entirely voluntary, we have tried to make the work at the 
school attractive to the children. We have givén them posture 
exercises in an effort to inculcate the fundamentals of good 
body mechanics. The exercises have been given in the most 
part to the children individually, in some cases in class groups. 
Following the exercises, supervised free play was provided 
to assist in the general building up of the body and to afford 
the opportunity for supervision in wie where good posture 
is continually stressed. 
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THE BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY 


A total of 3,092 examinations was made during 1935 as 
follows: 


Diphtheria. There were 77 cultures and 32 swabs examined 
from persons suspected of having diphtheria and none were 
found to be positive. There was 1 culture for release and 281 
for the detection of carriers. The total number of cultures 
examined was 445 of which number 37 were re-incubated and 
examined a second time. 


Tuberculosis. There were 401 sputum examinations of 
which 97 were concentrated. One hundred and two sputa 
were positive. 


Typhoid and Paratyphoid. There were 9 specimens of blood 
all of which gave a negative Widal reaction and there were 6 
negative paratyphoid tests. 


Ophthalmia and Gonorrhea. Of 229 smears for the diagnosis 
of gonorrheal infections 48 were positive; there was 1 negative 
and 1 positive ophthalmia smear. 


Vincent's Angina (Trench Mouth). There were 32 examina- 
tions of swabs already referred to, made to diagnose diphtheria 
and Vincent’s Angina. Of these 32 swabs 17 were diagnosed 
as Vincent’s Angina. There were no dental smears submitted 
for the diagnosis of Vincent’s Angina. 


Scarlet Fever Control. There were 4 cultures and swabs 
examined by special request, for Hemolytic and other Strepto- 
cocci. Of these 3 were negative and 1 was positive. 


Urine Analyses. There were 10 chemical and microscopical 
examinations of urine made for the physicians and residents of 
the town. 


Miscellaneous Examinations. In addition to the above, there 
were 3 special bacteriological and pathological examinations 
and 1 guinea pig inoculation. 


Milk Examinations. There were 691 samples of milk and 
cream submitted by the Agent for the Inspection of Milk 
and Provisions which were plated and the number of bacteria 
per cubic centimeter counted. The results of these milk 
counts have been published in the Health Bulletin. There 
were 691 samples examined microscopically for the presence 
of pus and streptococci. Counts were made of 80 samples 
of ice cream and there were 107 special milk examinations to 
qualify Grade ‘‘A”’ dairy supplies. 
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Water Examinations. Four hundred and eleven bacterio- 
logical and chemical examinations of the Municipal Water 
Supply and Water from the swimming pool of the Bath House 
have been made at weekly intervals. The total number of 
samples examined was 116. Plate counts were made of these 
and also tests for the colon bacillus. One hundred thirty- 
two chemical tests have been made of 103 samples of water to 
determine the percentage of chlorine and the hydrogen-ion 
content of the town water supply and the swimming pool. 
There were 73 special water examinations. The average of 
the counts of the town water for the year was 0.8364 per cc. 


Outfits. There were 1,066 outfits for cultures and for the 
collection of specimens made up and distributed to the doctors. 
These outfits are kept at the Labortory* and at the following 
drug stores: Young & Brown’s, Harvard Square; Chestnut 
Hill Pharmacy, 1186 Boylston St., Gammon Drug, Corner 
of Beacon and Tappan Streets. 


Antitoxin, Vaccine, etc. (631) outfits furnished free by the 
State Department of Health, were distributed from the 
Laboratory to physicians. 


The Fly and Mosquito Control work is directed by Mr. Nyhen, 
Bacteriologist, from the Laboratory. Attention is called‘ to 
his report of this work.

A report of the work done at the Board of Health Hospital 
during the year 1935 is submitted in the following tabulation 
and paragraphs: 
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Number of days treatment in: 


1934: Tuberculosis, 6,627; Scarlet Fever, 1,374; Miscellaneous, 138; 
Total, 8,139. 


1935: Tuberculosis, 8,743; Scarlet Fever, 1,909; Miscellaneous, 47; 
Total, 10,699. 


In retrospect, the two factors which stand out most promi- 
nently in the 1935 record of activities in the Board of Health 
Hospital are the increase in the number of hospital days 
(2,116) devoted to the care of tuberculous persons, and the 
increase in the use of surgical procedures in that care. The 
first is tangible evidence of a greater public consciousness 
toward the advisability of hospitalizing such patients. The 
second is evidence of the growing belief in aiding natural heal- 
ing processes through the medium of operative interference. 
Both are healthy and sage trends. : 


In the field of collapse therapy six thoracoplasties, one 
pneumolysis, eight thoracenteses and two hundred sixty 
pneumothorases were performed on a group of 21 patients, 
representing 45% of the total (46) tuberculosis patients 
admitted during the year. Results were not entirely success- 
ful in all instances, but the percentage of improvement in 
the majority of cases was sufficiently high to warrant the 
attempt in the less responsive cases. The death of two patients 
in this group is recorded; one due to post-operative debility 
and the other to disease dissemination. On the whole, the 
success evident in following this type of treatment in selected 
cases has been most gratifying. 


The Scarlet Fever ward records show an increase of 535 
hospital days, due in all probability to the cycle which seems 
coincident with this type of infection. Nose, throat and ear 
surgery performed in this division included sixteen tonsil 
and adenoid operations, three paracenteses and four mastoidec- 
tomies. 


The total number of deaths in the hospital (7) during the 
year would be disconcerting if confined to the fact itself. 
As it happened, however, the demise of these patients was not 
so surprising, because each was admitted with a diagnosis of 
far-advanced tuberculosis, and while terminus was postponed, 
it was inevitable in period of from several days to several 
weeks. We are glad to have had the opportunity to help 
and comfort them, but at no time during our contact was there 
a possibility of affecting a cure. Such instances make us cry 
more loudly for periodic health examinations and early diag- 
noses: 


Monthly meetings of the medical, consulting and nursing 
staffs were well attended and we feel, added very materially 
to our fund of knowledge, and to the scope of work done for 
our patients. We wish to record our gratitude to our staff 
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members for the time and effort put into making these meet- 
ings so vital a part of our hospital life. 

It is always a source of pleasure and wonderment to look 
back over a year and to contemplate the many fine acts of 
friendliness and brotherhood which are planned and worked 
out for our patients, and to all those who have in any way 
contributed to these pleasures we take this opportunity to 
extend our thanks.

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REPORT OF QUARANTINE INSPECTOR 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1935. 
To the Board of Health: 

Gentlemen: — Because of the increase in the number of 
scarlet fever cases occurring throughout the Metropolitan 
area during the winter and early spring it was necessary to 
enforce stringent measures in several instances to prevent a 
possible spread of the disease through the food and milk 
supplies. An investigation showed, that in comparison with 
other municipalities similarly affected, the morbidity rate 
in Brookline was much lower. This emphasizes the value of 
the procedure followed by our local public health personnel 
in the prompt application of preventative and educational 
measures. In cases of communicable diseases on dairy farms 
and among milk handlers in those districts supplying milk to 
Brookline, the importance of promptness has been realized 
and action taken accordingly, even though it usually necessi- 
tated the expenditure of additional time and money. One 
phase of quarantine work, the importance of which is not 
generally recognized, is the control of mastitis among milk 
producing animals. This disease is transmittable to humans 
in the form of septic sore throat. Regardless of protests the 
exclusion of milk supplies has been promptly made in all 
cases of transmittable diseases among persons or animals 
pending the satisfactory isolation of patients or disposal of 
diseased animals. 


Additional to the regular local quarantine at houses by 
the Board of Health agents, 4 local handlers of food and 18 
out-of-town handlers of milk were quarantined. There were 
19 local and 8 out-of-town quarantine inspections made, 17 
milk and cream jar restrictions placed, 261 milk and cream 
jars and utensils chemically disinfected and more than 800 
sterilized under special supervision at pasteurizing plants. 
There were 9 rooms and 3 bath rooms, 6 lots of library and 
3 lots of school books disinfected with formaldehyde gas; 5 
lots of bedding, 2 of clothing, 9 of library and 6 of school 
books were destroyed at the town incinerator after investi- 
gation showed them to have been unduly exposed to infec- 
tion; 6 dead animals were also disposed of at the incinerator. 

Such various additional services were rendered and investi- 
gations made as circumstances indicated were desirable to 
protect the public health.

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REPORT OF TENEMENT HOUSE INSPECTOR 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit the twenty-third 
annual report of the Tenement House Inspector for the year 
ending December 31, 1935. 

During the year no permits were issued to build apartment 
houses. Under the Amendment to the Building Law which 
was passed at the last Annual Town Meeting, the owners of 
eight apartment houses have remodeled the same so that 
the number of apartments has been increased by seventy- 
seven. At the present time there are approximately 546 
vacancies, which I would consider to be about the normal 
number of vacancies out of a total of 7,200 apartments. 

Only one permit was issued by the Board of Health for a 
basement suite. There were four basement suites occupied 
in different houses for which no permits had been issued and 
for which no permits could be issued as they did not comply 
with the Board of Health regulations governing basement 
suites and the same were vacated when ordered by me. 

One hundred and seventy-three inspections were made of 
basement suites for which permits had already been granted. 
As a whole they were found to be in good condition. 

During the year there were seventy-five water-closet bowls 
found which were in unsanitary condition. Either the owners 
or agents were notified and on reinspection found the same 
had been put in sanitary condition. 

There were sixty-eight unsightly ceilings whitened and the 
walls of sixty-four rooms either repainted or papered. 

Four houses of the older type were thoroughly renovated. 
The toilets which were in the cellar and used in common, 
were removed and one placed in each of the fourteen tenements. 
The whole drainage system in these houses was discontinued 
and a new properly ventilated system installed. All the 
rooms in these houses were thoroughly cleaned. In two other 
houses where the toilets were in the basement and used in 
common, they were removed and a toilet placed in each tene- 
ment. 

There were two one-family houses of third class construc- 
tion which had been converted into three-family houses. 
This matter was brought to the attention of the owners and 
Building Commissioner who ordered these houses converted 
back into either one or two-family houses. 

A tenement in one house was found in such an unsanitary 
condition that the owner and the tenant were notified that 
if the same was not properly cleaned it would have to be 
vacated as unfit for human habitation and on reinspection 
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found the same had not been cleaned and the tenant was 
ordered to vacate which she did. 


Three hundred and thirty-seven fire hazards were abated, 
the cause of same being defective smoke pipes, plaster off 
ceiling in basement and wood laths exposed, papers and 
combustible rubbish stored on premises, lack of metal recep- 
tacles for ashes and rubbish. Also defective incinerator 
screens on chimneys. Sixty-five metal receptacles were pro- 
vided where fire hazards were found to exist. 


On complaints received of fire hazards in apartment houses, 
many were received from the Chief of the Fire Department 
and I had his co-operation in having the same abated. 

The owner of one apartment house was before the Court 
on a Preliminary Hearing to show cause why a complaint 
should not be issued for maintaining a nuisance on the prem- 
ises. No complaint was issued as the nuisance was abated. 

Sixty-two complaints were received during the year for 
obstructed egresses and on inspection found that 236 were 
obstructed and either the owners or tenants were notified. 
I had three tenants in apartment houses before the Court on 
a Preliminary Hearing to show cause why a complaint should 
not be issued for violation of Section 210 of Article 21 of the 
Tenement House Law for failing to keep egresses free and 
clear of all obstructions. No complaints were issued as they 
promised that they would comply with the law in the future 
and on reinspection found they were complying with the law. 

Eighteen complaints were received of hallways not prop- 
erly lighted and on inspection found all complaints justified. 
The owners or agents were notified and on reinspection found 
they were complying with the law. 

The piazzas of five different houses were found to be in 
dangerous condition. The owners and Building Commissioner 
were notified and under his direction same were made safe. 

Forty complaints were received of insufficient heat and hot 
water. In most cases after notifying either the owners or 
agents and warning the janitors, I got the desired results. 

All fraternity houses were inspected during the year and 
in one a case of overcrowding was found. In four houses 
they did not have a second means of egress from each floor. 
On reinspection I found one of the houses had installed a 
second means of egress, two have been vacated and the case 
of the other is still pending. The house where I found the 
overcrowding has been vacated. 

Fire hazards were found in five of the houses and in four 
houses unsanitary water-closet bowls were found and the 
cellars of three were found in unsanitary condition and one 
case of defective drainage. 

Two hundred and forty-seven inspections and reinspections 
were made of licensed lodging houses during the year. On 
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inspection of one building of third class construction, I found 
that it had been converted into a four-apartment house. The 
owner was notified that she could not use the house as a 
tenement house. 

There were four rooms being used in the basements of 
different lodging houses which did not comply with the 
Board of Health regulations and the owners were ordered to 
discontinue the use of same. 

In two houses I found they were using gas stoves connected 
with rubber hose which is a violation of the Gas Regulations. 

The following table shows the conditions found in the 
lodging houses that were inspected: 
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Many complaints were received of houses infested with 
rats and mice and same were referred to the Sanitary Agent. 
A great many miscellaneous inspections were made in apart- 
ment houses during the year for various causes, such as dogs 
and cats in apartments, dampness in cellars, stagnant water 
in yards, gas shut off, gas fixtures leaking, water shut off, 
shaking rugs and mops from windows, houses invested with 
water bugs and other pests. 

The following summary will give a more detailed idea of 
conditions noted during the year:

Milk, Cream, etc. 


Under authority of Chapter 263, Acts of 1933, G. L., the 
State Milk Regulation Board adopted regulations effective 
October 1, 1935, for grading milk based upon more stringent 
bacteriological and sanitary standards and under which all 
bottled milk must be specifically labelled. These regulations, 
in addition to requiring greater sanitation at Special and 
Grade A dairies, provide bacterial standards for pasteurized 
milk and raise those previously applying to raw milk as 
follows: — Raw Milk: Market 400,000 colonies per c. c. 
(formerly 750,000), Grade A 100,000 (formerly 250,000), 
Special 50,000 (formerly 250,000 under local regulation), 
Certified, standard prescribed by the Medical Milk Com- 
mission. Pasteurized Milk: Market 40,000 colonies per c. c., 
Grade A 10,000, Special 5,000, Certified 500. As the state 
regulations are minimum it will be necessary to amend our 
present regulations in order that more prompt corrective 
action may be taken than is permissible under those of the 
state. The regulations further require that certificates of 
inspection and approval of Grade A and Special milk dairies 
must be sent the Board at least twice a year which will neces- 
sitate much additional time and an increase in the appropria- 
tion if our milk supply is to be maintained at its present 
high standard. An investigation completed last year showed 
conclusively that certain milk supplies which had been thought 
especially suitable for child feeding were, in fact, more de- 
ficient in solids-not-fat, which contain the bone building 
properties, than were some of the market milk supplies. 
During and subsequent to this investigation it was discovered 
that nutritional scientists were finding the same conditions 
through laboratory procedure. Dr. Joel E. Goldthwait, of 
Boston, through experimental feeding of his own cows, has 
been able to so greatly increase the mineral potency of milk 
as to obtain positive therapeutic results when such milk was 
fed under his direction to both children and adults requiring 
adequate assimilation of the calcium and other ingredients 
contained in such milk. It has been suggested that the writer 
make further investigation to ascertain the proper methods 
of feeding to increase the nutritional value of milk as indi- 
cated above. As such field work must necessarily be done by 
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someone familiar with dairy practices and as it can be done 
in connection with regular dairy inspection, the additional 
time and slight increase in cost required justify co-operation 
in seeking a solution of a problem of such vital importance. 


Quality. Reports from our own laboratory and co-operating 
agencies show that only 15 samples out of more than 1,400 
of milk, cream, and ice cream contained mastitis or other 
pathogenic bacteria; 12 of these were raw milk and 3 pas- 
teurized market milk. There has been a decided improve- 
ment in the bacteriological content of market, store and 
school milk, cream, and ice cream with a generally satisfac- 
tory fat content in all supplies as indicated under their re- 
spective headings. 


Per Capita Consumption. The consumption of fluid milk is 
conservatively figured at 14.1 ounces per capita which is 6 
points higher than last year. 


Pre-Pasteurized Milk. Of the 234 samples of raw milk 
submitted for analysis 112 were examined in our own labora- 
tory, the others being necessarily submitted to state, college, 
and other approved laboratories which were located nearer 
the supplies to be qualified. The number not complying with 
the standards in effect at the time of sampling were: Market 
milk, 5 out of 96; Grade A, 12 out of $8; Special, 7 out of 50. 
As a result of these high counts and in cases where other un- 
sanitary conditions precluded favorable action, 8 producers 
were refused permits for Grade A and 6 for Special milk, 
while 7 producers of Grade A milk and 4 of Special were re- 
fused certificates of approval to the Director of the Milk 
Regulation Board, which are required under the state regula- 
tions effective October 1, 1935. 


Market Milk. The samples from delivery vehicles av- 
eraged 3,785 bacteria per cubic centimeter with only two 
samples in excess of the permissible standard, while the fat 
averaged 4.19; those from stores averaged 3,795 with an 
average fat of 4.11. 


Grade A Milk. Some of these supplies continued to be low 
in solids-not-fat and were also standardized with cream. As 
the latter is permitted because of a Supreme Court decision, 
some of the larger dealers take advantage of this and in order 
to bring milk from low-fat dairies up to Grade A requirements, 
add cream which is not always derived from Grade A milk. 
As the leading nutritional authorities condemn the standardiz- 
ing of Grade A milk it is hoped that soon we will have state 
laws to prohibit the standardizing of this and also Special 
milk and, as many states have done, establish legal standards 
for solids-not-fat. The average bacteria was 4,466 per cubic 
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centimeter with 2 supplies in excess of the permissible standard, 
while the fat averaged 4.44. 


Special Milk. The average bacteria was 9,564 per cubic 
centimeter with 3 samples in excess of the permissible stand- 
ard, while the fat averaged 4.58. The bacterial content as 
given above is very misleading, but it is due to a supply 
admitted for distribution in June which had the 3 very 
excessive high counts. Under the new state regulations this 
supply will be classed as Market milk and unless future de- 
liveries show improvement its distribution will be prohibited 
in Brookline. Without this one unsatisfactory supply the 
bacteria averaged 1,367 per cubic centimeter which is a 
proper index of quality for the Special milk. 


Certified Milk. The average bacteria was 2,360 per cubic 
centimeter which is unsatisfactory as compared with the 1,808 
average of last year. As the higher counts were in the raw 
milk it points strongly to the desirability of including Certified 
milk in the compulsory pasteurization regulations instead of 
having it optional. The average fat was 4.10. 


School Milk. The school milk is from a dairy having a 
sanitary scoring of 95.2 while there are two others qualified 
for use in case of emergency with sanitary scores of 90.8 and 
91.6. The average bacteria of only 548 per cubic centimeter 
was the lowest of any supply on our records while the fat 
averaged 4.42 and the solids-not-fat 9.34. The sediment 
cottons were all clear. The high percentage of solids-not-fat 
is due to special feeding of the cows to insure the mineral 
content which is so essential for the development of bone 
and muscle. All handlers of the school milk have been sub- 
jected to a medical examination, including the Widal test, 
with negative results. 


Cream. Of the more than 100 samples examined the av- 
erage bacteria was 18,130 per cubic centimeter with 3 con- 
taining bacteria in excess of the standard. _To emphasize the 
improvement in quality the average bacteria in 1934 was 
40,927 per cubic centimeter and in 1933, 152,770. Under 
chemical analysis 3 violations of the grading law were found 
wherein the cream did not contain the legal amount of fat 
required under its designated label. 


Ice Cream. ‘This product shows even greater improvement 
in quality than the cream. The average bacteria was only 
7,333 per cubic centimeter with none of the samples in excess 
of the permissible standard. Under chemical analysis all 
samples complied with the legal standard for butter fat. There 
was 1 supply wherein deleterious substances were found and 
another which contained harmless, but undesirable, foreign 
matter. Immediate corrections were made. 
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Dairies. After the routine dairy inspection had been nearly 
completed it was necessary to make additional inspections of 
most of the Grade A and Special milk dairies in order to qualify 
them as is now required by the new state regulations. Much 
of our supply comes from such dairies and as several inspec- 
tions are usually required to qualify them the work is thereby 
greatly increased. In the case of Special milk dairies it was 
necessary to distribute Widal outfits for each milk handler 
and see that the required specimens were obtained and medi- 
cal examinations made. Because it was essential for some of 
our dealers to increase their milk supply, the work was further 
augmented by the addition of some 200 new dairies, thus 
making an unusual number of reinspections necessary. Be- 
sides the minor corrections on dairies, there were 31 new milk 
houses and 38 cooling tanks installed, mostly insulated. 


Creameries. Following inspections and condemnations the 
major corrections effected were the installation of a safe water 
supply at 1 creamery, larger boilers at 2, modern pasteurizing 
outfits at 5 and replacements of contact equipment that was 
unsanitary from dents or corrosion at 12. As the use of 
copper contact surfaces for warm products imparts an objec- 
tionable flavor to the product, creamery officials have been 
urged to replace, with sanitary metal, piping and other equip- 
ment where the tin was worn off and thus have New England 
cream compare favorably in flavor with the western product. 
Creamery officials have responded and much of such worn 
equipment has been so replaced. 

Receiving and Shipping Stations. Beside the usual require- 
ments for cleanliness, ice water storage tanks were installed 
at 2 stations where milk was exposed awaiting transporta- 
tion; a modern can washer was installed at one and larger 
can storage facilities at another. 

Transportation. One railroad company and 2 truck trans- 
portation concerns were found to be using insufficient ice, 
while a milk collector was using open trucks. Corrections 
were effected in each case. 


Quarantine. There were 18 handlers of milk quarantined 
because of communicable diseases or exposure thereto. 


Food, Drugs, etc. 


Analysis. There were but 4 samples that were in direct 
violation of the law; 2 were illegally labelled because the 
component parts were not correctly stated on the package, 
another was adulterated and the remaining one, a bakery 
product brought in by a citizen, was contaminated with por- 
tions of the epidermis of some fur bearing animal which was 
responsible for illness in a family. The violations found re- 
garding net weight, etc., of food packages were referred to the 


’ 
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Sealer of Weights and Measures. Beside serving as a warn- 
ing against the sale in Brookline of inferior food and drugs 
the analytical work is of assistance to merchants in deter- 
mining the proper methods of storage to prevent deterioration 
of certain foods and impairment of potency in drugs: Our 
chemist co-operated with the ERA agent by analyzing samples 
of the food supplies furnished by the Federal government for 
distribution in Brookline. This was done to insure the pur- 
chase of foods of satisfactory quality which were high in 
nutritional value compared with the cost. 


Inspected. ‘This includes such foodstuffs as require no 
chemical examination to determine their fitness for food. 
The meats and fish were seized and destroyed because of 
spoilage from age and inadequate refrigeration. The bottled 
beverages, because of chemical reaction from excessive heat, 
the ice cream and 1 truck load of fruits and vegetables were 
condemned and destroyed following fires. One lot of fish, 
2 lots of fruit and vegetables seized from peddlers and 2 lots of 
fruit and vegetables from stores were also destroyed. The 
inspections of carcass meats are made by the Inspector of 
Animals. Reference is made to his report on a subsequent 


page. 


Store Inspections. There has been continued improvement 
in the protection of foods in stores by more satisfactory 
screening and covering and in the storage of perishable food- 
stuffs by the installation of modern refrigerating units. Most 
of the violations were promptly corrected when attention was 
called to them while hearings and notices of prosecution were 
effective in dilatory cases. Because of rivalry between ad- 
herents and non-adherents to the Kosher meat law, it was diffi- 
cult at times to obtain compliance with the Law. Instances 
of dirty premises, especially refrigerating rooms and chests, 
were the most prevalent deficiencies. Because of economical 
conditions additional time has been spent to obtain corrections 
rather than to prosecute. 


Hotels and Restaurants. Of the 606 inspections 86 were in 
_ connection with applications for licenses and renewals; 73 
were certified to as approved after necessary corrections had 
been completed and 5 not approved. A new system for scor- 
ing eating places was put into effect just previous to the 
issuance of the June Health Bulletin. This provides a supple- 
mentary key score upon which the allowed points on each 
item of the score card are subdivided into as many fractional 
points as apply to specific conditions. Under this system the 
inspector cannot rightfully be charged with showing par- 
tiality, such accusations having been, heretofore, an un- 
pleasant feature of this work. The use of this key makes it 
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possible to determine from the office records in detail just 
what corrections are necessary to improve a score and has 
been responsible for many permanent improvements and the 
elimination of various careless practices. 


Hearings. Of the hearings required by statute, 6 were 
given to violators of the food, drug and bakery laws all 
resulting in compliance therewith. The remaining 12 were 
given in connection with violations of the milk and food ° 
regulations and applications for various licenses and permits,

At the request of the Director of the Division of the Live 
Stock Disease Control, an inspection of domestic animals and 
premises was made in December. All were found in good 
condition, except in two instances, which were corrected. 


Glanders 
The Race and Riding School horses, which came from out 
of the state were carefully inspected on arrival. A few were 
held for observation, but later released, as free from contagious 
disease. 
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Rabies 

During the past year, there were but two cases of positive 
rabies. There were, however, many more cases of dog bite 
than in previous years. These were thoroughly checked and 
quarantined for a specified period. 

The Clinic held at Town Hall one day a week during No- 
vember for the vaccination of dogs against rabies was not as 
well patronized as last year, which in my opinion, was a mis- 
take, as it gave owners an opportunity to protect their dogs 
as well as themselves against rabies. 

I would further state that if all dogs, which are allowed to 
run at large were vaccinated yearly, it would only be a short 
time before rabies would be extinct. 


Dairies and Creameries 


At the request of Mr. Ward, Milk Inspector, much time 
was spent on Dairy Herds in New England. Numerous cases 
of disease and bad sanitary conditions were found, which 
made it necessary to exclude those dairies from sending their 
products to Brookline. 


Meat, Fish, Food 


Several inspections were made in the stores, and condemna- 
tions made where necessary.

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REPORT OF DIVISION OF FLY AND MOSQUITO 
CONTROL 


Brookline, Mass., January 1, 1936. 
To the Board of Health, Brookline, Mass.: 


Gentlemen: —I have the honor to submit my 35th annual 
report of the Division of Fly and Mosquito Control. The ob- 
jective of this Division is the control of insects which affect 
the Public Health as causes of sickness and public nuisances. 
The major effort was concentrated on mosquitoes and flies. 
Two additional objectives in environmental santitation were 
undertaken with Welfare Labor, one against Ragweed, the 
cause of Hay Fever, the other against Poison Ivy. 


The minimum season for Fly and Mosquito field work 
should be 26 weeks. The sum appropriated for temporary 
inspectors, stenographers and laborers is not sufficient for a 
high pressure campaign of 26 weeks. The temporary field 
and office forces should be employed permanently, and, in 
any case, not less than the 26 weeks when flies and mosquitoes 
are actively breeding. 


We frequently receive complaints from citizens about the 
infestation of their dwellings by ants, waterbugs, fleas, bed- 
bugs, and other insects. The people are “insect conscious” 
and want to know what they can do to destroy these pests. 
We have advised them of the best methods of extermination 
and of the habits of the particular insect in each instance as an 
educational program. Ants and waterbugs play a minor role 
as carriers of disease germs to our person, food and tableware. 
Fleas, bedbugs, and lice, however, are dangerous biting and 
blood sucking parasites of man, beast, and bird, and can trans- 
mit infectious diseases from animal to animal, animal to man, 
and man to man. The problem merits serious thought 
from Boards of Health. The prevalence and control of bed- 
bugs, fleas, and lice are proper subjects for study and action 
by the Division of Fly and Mosquito Control, as a de facto 
Division of Public Health Entomology. 

We destroyed all the larvae to be found in the southeasterly 
part of the town in early May, but a rare and heavy infesta- 
tion of mosquitoes from neighboring cities and towns occurred 
in the southerly part of the town in late May, June, and part 
of July. The mosquitoes gradually decreased in number in 
July and practically disappeared by the middle of August. 
The mosquito swarms penetrated about one mile north- 
westerly of our entire southeasterly boundary. Specimens of 
adult mosquitoes were secured at various times and places 
and all were identified as of the genus Aedes. The remainder 
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of the town, three miles northwesterly of the infested area, 
remained free from mosquitoes and there was, actually, less 
mosquito breeding in this latter area than in 1934. Other 
cities and towns reported severe mosquito nuisances all 
summer. 


Mosquito Control 


Water, fresh or stagnant, breeds mosquitoes; certain mos- 
quitoes carry diseases; therefore, water in which these mos- 
quitoes breed is a cause of sickness. Water in which mosquitoes 
breed in such numbers as to render the habitations of the people 
uncomfortable is a public nuisance, and local Boards of Health 
are required by statute to examine into causes of sickness and 
nuisances, and to remove, destroy, or prevent the same as the case 
may require. 


Rainfall: The precipitation of rain from April to October 1 
was 17.12 inches (U. S. Weather Bureau Station at Boston) 
and 17.95 inches (Town Hall Station, Brookline). The normal 
rainfall for this period is 19.66 inches, and the total amount 
was 2.54 and 1.71 inches respectively below normal. It rained 
every 1.75 days (U. S. Weather Bureau Station) and 4.81 days 
(Town Hall Station) during the season. 


Sanitary Inspection: The Division made 135,945 inspections 
and found 2,324 barrels, buckets, cans and other receptacles 
containing water. Of the receptacles which held water, 74 
showed mosquito larvae. Our inspectors also reported 132 
new pools in streets, yards, gardens, trees, and on flat roofs of 
buildings; 5 catch basins on private property, and 2 sunken 
garbage cans with water, hitherto not recorded. 


Petrolizing: There were 44,262 applications of oil to catch 
basins located in private property and the highways. There 
were 52,184 inspections of listed pools, ditches, and sunken 
garbage cans containing water. 


Fish Control: There were 44 pools, ponds, ditches, and green- 
house tanks stocked with Gambusia affinis. Early in May 
1935, top minnows like Gambusia affinis, were observed along 
the south shore of Leverett Pond. This would seem to show 
that the southern top minnow adapted itself in this pond last 
winter to a low atmosphereic temperature of —5°F. for a 
period of 3 days. 


Dumps: There were 26 insanitary private and public dumps 
reported and kept under observation. The number was 12 less 
than reported in 1934. There were 2 public dumps reported 
4 times and 2 private dumps reported 4 times where mosquito 
wigglers were found in the receptacles. The routine inspection 
of vast numbers of receptacles on the dumps is a large task 
which must be diligently pursued to control mosquito breeding. 
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Ditch Maintenance: There are about 8 miles of streams and 
ditches to be cleaned, mowed, and cleared of undergrowth of 
bushes and weeds. This work is very essential to economical 
and effective mosquito control. Our limited appropriation 
for this work confines our efforts to the simplest procedures in 
ditch maintenance and to omit more expensive and effective 
measures. There were 6,550 ft. of ditches and streams cleaned 
and cleared of debris, 1,830 ft. of ditch banks cleared of under- 
growth bushes, and 1,080 ft. of mosquito ditching was dug. 
The work was done in swamp No. 56*—ditches Nos. 5-6-7 
55-80-101-102 and 103. 


Results: Mosquito larvae were reported from 219 locations. 
Of these, the Genus Aedes was listed from 46 places; Genus 
Culex from 168 places; and Genus Anopheles from 5 places. 
There were 85 fewer locations reported showing mosquito 
larvae than in 1934. 


Fly Control 


Filth is a breeding substance for flies; flies carry infectious 
diseases; therefore, filth is a cause of sickness within the mean- 
ing of the general laws which order local Boards of Health to 
examine into, remove, destroy, or prevent the same as the case 
may require. 


Sanitary Inspection: The fly and mosquito inspections were 
made jointly. Of the total joint inspections, 17,155 were 
especially directed to control the fly nuisance. 


Stables and Manure: Our inspectors reported 32 heaps of 
manure of various sizes. Of these, 2 were accumulated for 
gardens, 6 were found at stables, 23 at hensheds, pigeon 
roosts, and 1 pet stock hutch. The by-laws prohibit putting 
or suffering to accumulate or leaving on any premises without a 
license from the Board of Health all manure, filth, refuse, 
animal or vegetable matter whatsoever. Advisory letters and 
extracts of the by-laws were sent to all persons reported for 
violations of the by-laws. 


Garbage: Our inspectors filed 5,183 complaints against 
4,891 persons for 9,899 violations of the Town By-Laws and 
the Board of Health regulations. These complaints consisted 
of dirty swill cans and casings, cans with foul deposits of 
swill, leaking and uncovered cans, and yards strewn with 
swill. These insanitary garbage conditions are the sources 
of swarms of flies and demand particular attention to keep the 
fly nuisance under control. The swill must be removed from 
the cans at least twice a week. The containers should be 
scoured with hot soapsuds and kerosene once a week. 


*Map numbers. 
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We report the rumored introduction on the market of an 
electric home grinding machine which chops the refuse so 
finely as to enable the householder to dispose of the ground 
mass as slop into the sewer without obstructing it. We are 
not convinced of this assertion without furtherinformation. 


Incinerators, etc.: Our inspectors reported 342 incinerators 
as compared with 279 in 1934. This was the largest number 
recorded since 1931. The satisfactory operation of these 
342 incinerators has been affirmed by those persons supplying 
the information. The prompt and odorless destruction of 
swill and other kinds of insect breeding refuse by incineration 
is one of the most effective measures to control the flies and 
other vermin. 

Grass, etc.: There were 355 persons reported for violations 
of the By-laws for throwing, leaving, and suffering to accumu- 
late on their premises refuse consisting of grass cutting, straw, 
hay, cloth, burlap, excelsior, paper, and vegetable refuse. 
There is a large quantity of grass produced in town most of 
which is brought to the public dump where it should be dried 
and burned within a reasonable time after it is deposited. 

Privies: There were 19 insanitary privies for workman 
reported by our inspectors. Every precaution was taken to 
secure the prompt sanitary disposal of human excrement 
into the sewer to prevent fly breeding and fly contamination. 
Serious illness and death may be carried to many of our 
citizens by the flies from a privy. Sewers are now accessible 
for the larger number of house lots, and where available, it 
is recommended that the excavation for the sewer and the 
water pipes should precede the excavation for the cellar 
sufficiently early to have the drain and water supply ready 
when the cellar has been dug to grade on the street side. 
Then the sewer drain, a supply of water, flush tank, and hopper 
in a “fly proof” shelter should be provided promptly for the 
use of the workmen. Highway contractors should use sewer 
manholes for their privy installations or available water 
closets in the neighborhood, otherwise, the can system installed 
in a seatless ‘‘fly proof’’ shelter should be provided with the 
ultimate daily disposal of the excrement into the nearest sewer 
manhole. Modifications of these recommendations will be 
necessary from time to time in a very few instances and are 
foreseen. 

A supply of water for drinking, hand washing, and flushing 
should be promptly provided at the opening of the job. We 
have suggested to the United States Works Progress Adminis- 
tration officials a design for a privy house for use over manholes 
and cans to prevent any possible infestation of the users with 
lice and venereal infections. The Street Department con- 
structed several of these privies for use by the W. P. A. Cleanli- 
ness of the privy and the area in the vicinity is essential to 
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prevent the soiling of footwear and possible infection of the 
workmen’s hands from this source. The indiscriminate 
defecation in the cellars of new houses or the premises in the 
vicinity by workmen should be strictly prohibited; zt is a 
violation of the town By-laws. It should be remembered that 
dusting excreta with slaked lime has no greater insecticide 
and disinfectant value than a similar quantity of soil would 
afford. Adult flies have been shown to emerge from filth, 
safely, even, when it is covered with two feet of sand. 


Dumps: The 26 private and public dumps have already 
been referred to under Mosquito Control. The dumps received 
considerable waste; such as market refuse composed of saw- 
dust, soiled paper, meat, fruit, and vegetable scraps; and 
fermenting grass, hay, and tins with food refuse which breed 
swarms of flies, especially in the summer when there is a dearth 
of clean ashes to ensure disposal by effective burial. Special 
pits should be excavated to receive for prompt burial that 
portion which can not be promptly burned. 


Summary: There were 10,497 fly breeding nuisances reported 
by our inspectors to this office against 5,108 persons. There 
were 127 complaints from residents received and investigated 
and of these 18 were ae taneae to other departments for their 
attention. 


Ragweed Control 


Ragweed produces a poisonous pollen; pollen causes hay- 
fever. Ragweed is therefore a cause of sickness. Ragweed 
pollen can be borne by the wind and cause sickness and dis- 
comfort, loss of health, time, and money, affecting large num- 
bers of people. Therefore, it is a serious public nuisance as 
well as a cause of sickness which the general laws require the 
local Boards of Health to examine into, remove, destroy, or 
prevent the same as the case may require. 

The Director of the Division of Fly and Mosquito Control 
organized and superintended the work of abating the nuisance, 
expanded the inspection and labor units of the Division with 
details of personnel from the Welfare Department, since no 
appropriation for this work had been made. Our inspectors 
in their routine inspections searched for the weeds, reported 
the locations, interviewed the owners or tenants accountable, 
and requested them to destroy the Ragweed upon their land. 
Every effort was made to prevent polination, reseeding, and 
to diminish the new crop of Ragweed in 1936. 

Twelve complaints from citizens were received about rag- 
weed. 2,246 inspections were made to control the ragweed 
nuisances found by our inspectors in 1935. Our inspectors 
reported 924 locations which showed Ragweed, and on 910 
of these the nuisance was abated. Reinspection of 8 areas 
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revealed that a regrowth of Ragweed had occurred after mow- 
ing, necessitating a second abatement. Of the 924 Ragweed 
areas recorded, the owners of 592 abated the nuisances, the 
labor details of the Division aided 298 and 14 owners failed to 
respond in any way. Of the 910 areas abated, 64% were 
cared for before the arbitrary pollen date of August 15, and 
36% thereafter. 
Poison Ivy Control 


Eleven complaints of Poison Ivy were received from citizens. 
1,089 inspections were made to reduce the Poison Ivy nuisances 
reported by our inspectors in 1935. There were 230 locations 
reported by them showing Poison Ivy Plants. 177 of these 
were abated and of these 4 showed regrowth and were abated 
a second time. Considerable fear of Poison Ivy and a decided 
reluctance to handle it exist among the people and it is diffiult 
to get action. Repeated spraying with strong solutions of 
weed killer have been recommended as a safe procedure to 
destroy the Ivy.

Gentlemen: —I respectfully submit the forty-third annual 
report of the Sanitary Agent for the year ending December 
Sly L935: 

All complaints of nuisances or other unhealthful conditions 
called to the attention of this department during the year 
have been promptly and carefully investigated and where 
complaints were found to be justified, corrections have been 
requested and satisfactorily made. 

Complaints and nuisances to the number:of 1140 as com- 
pared with 1,167 in 1934 have been investigated during the 
year. 

The following summary shows the number and character 
of the nuisances and complaints received and corrected during 
the year.

The usual general inspections were made of the premises 
in the populous and store districts early in spring. These 
inspections resulted in the cleaning up of ashes, garbage, 
and refuse generally found in these districts after the winter. 

The number of complaints of smoke nuisances during the 
year was 13 as compared to 17 in 1934. Of this number 9 
were from soft coal plants and 4 from oil burning plants. 
This is believed due to the greater care given to coal burning 
plants by the firemen operating same following instructions 
from your Agent and to the improved types of oil burners 
now being installed. 

All bakeries in the town were subject to regular inspections 
throughout the year and the general conditions were found 
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to be satisfactory. Wherever defects were noted corrections 
were made without delay. 


The barber shops of the town were inspected during the year 
and a few minor unsanitary conditions were found which 
were promptly corrected upon being brought to the attention 
of the proprietors. 


An inspection was made of all premises licensed for the sale 
of alcoholic beverages and a number of changes and new 
installations of toilet facilities were made under the direction 
of this division. 


There continues to be an increased demand for the services 
of this department in the matter of extermination of rats and 
mice and it is believed that this important matter affecting 
public health is of great value to the welfare of the citizens of 
the town. The number of premises treated was 971 as com- 
pared with 942 in 1934. 

Conditions in and around new buildings shows a continued 
improvement due to the substitution of the use of chemical 
closets in place of the former workmen’s privy. Four privies 
were inspected during the year. All of these were abolished 
and water closets installed. 

During the year the Board granted fifteen licenses to keep 
fowl, two permits to keep ponies and one permit was granted 
to build and maintain a cesspool.

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REPORT OF GYMNASIUM AND

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — The Gymnasium and Bath Committee here- 
with presents its annual report for the year ending December 
G1yeh9S.> 


The resignation of Richard C. Floyd was accepted with 
deep regret. Mr. Floyd has served on the Gymnasium and 
Bath Commission for the past thirteen years, eight of which 
he was its chairman. His work on behalf of the Brookline 
Gymnasium and Bath activities was outstanding as to accom- 
plishment and length. At great sacrifice he has given freely 
of his time and energy to bring the recreation program to 
meet the needs of the people. 


It is particularly gratifying at this time to note the unusual 
enthusiasm and good fellowship which has prevailed through- 
out the past year among the many patrons of both buildings 
who have availed themselves of the excellent opportunities 
afforded them by this department. 


Among the opportunities which the gymnasium offers are 
classes for men, women, boys, and girls, under the supervision 
of experienced instructors. 


Besides the regular classes for men, both older and younger, 
there has been a large following for such sports as basketball, 
handball, volley ball, advanced apparatus and tumbling. 
These sports are participated in, both for recreation and 
competition. For competition in these sports we have regular 
league tournaments, each league consisting of several teams. 

Tap dancing and Danish gymnastics have proven to be 


of great interest to the women as a part of the regular gym- 
nastic classes. 


The Bath House, which is open every week day from 9 A.M. 
to 10 P.M., has a program so arranged as to provide convenient 
hours for anyone who wishes to avail himself of the excellent 
opportunities to receive free instruction in swimming and 
diving under the tutelage of efficient instructors. There are 
classes for beginners, intermediates, and advanced swimmers 
and divers. 


Shower baths are provided for those not caring to swim. 
These baths are in constant use while the building is open. 

In addition to this, any resident wishing to receive instruc- 
tion in Life Saving may do so at a time given over to this 
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type of instruction, and if they so qualify, may receive a 
certificate from the American Red Cross Association. 

The past summer and fall, during the infantile scare, the 
attendance at the Bath House for boys and girls decreased 
over the previous year. 3 

The regular bacteriological examination of the water shows 
an almost complete absence of bacteria, so that one should 
feel that bathing is safe at all times. 

The Heath School shower baths have been well patronized 
this past year, serving the public on two evenings a week 
during the winter months and three evenings a week during 
the summer months. Many have taken advantage of this 
privilege as is shown by the attendance of 8,780 in 1935.

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REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Park Commissioners respectfully submits the 
following report of its operations for 1935, with an estimate of 
expenditures for 1936. 

For a list of the public grounds under the care of this Board 
reference may be had to the 1924 Town Report pp. 370 ff, to 
which should be added the Pierce School Playground on School 
Street. 

The Municipal Golf Course opened April 25 and closed 
about the middle of December. | 

28,369 persons used the course of whom 
21,000 were residents and 
7,369 were non-residents. 
$21,506.30 was received from the players. 
$14,741.00 from residents 
6,765.30 from non-residents 
153.00 received for season lockers 
203.75 for daily lockers 
250.03 returned from concessions 
30.00 received for rental of the Club House 
making a grand total of $22,170.08. This compares with 
19,310 players and total receipts of $15,067.40 in 1934. The 
gross and net cost of the operation of the Golf Course for 1934 
and 1935 follows:

The course is constantly improving and gaining in popularity. 

The tennis courts produced $1,382.75, a slight decrease from 
the 1934 figure. 

Again it was not possible to rent Brookline Field, on account 
of use by the High School and the Twilight League. 

As WPA projects small ponds have been made on the Brook- 
line Avenue, Cypress Street and Beacon Playgrounds. This 
does away with the need for nightly spraying, and if they prove 
to be a success, others will be made on some of the other play- 
grounds. Skating has also been maintained on the Devotion 
School Playground and on the part of Brookline Field back of 
the Grandstand Field House on Jamaica Road. Furthermore, 
brooks on the Golf Course have been dammed providing ponds 
for skating there. 

No other new work has been undertaken and simply routine 
work performed. 

The Board calls attention to the increasing amount of 
vandalism, and to the need of some new central place for the 
disposal of leaves and rubbish. The present long haul to 
Hammond Street is very costly. 
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In closing the Board again thanks publicly its Superin- 
tendent, Secretary and other employees for their faithful 
service.

FAYETTE F. FORBES 
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REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD 


The Water Board herewith submits its 60th annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1935. 

At the annual Town Meeting held March 5, 1935, William 
D. Paine was re-elected a member of the Board for three years. 


The Board organized electing Timothy J. Burke, Chairman; 
and appointing Z. R. Forbes, Registrar and Clerk; and F. F. 
Forbes Superintendent of the Works. 

It is with profound regret that we record the death of 
Fayette F. Forbes, employed as a Civil Engineer and Super- 
intendent of the Water Department since its inception in 1875. 
At a meeting of the Board held November 29, 1935, the follow- 
ing resolutions were passed: 


IN MEMORIAM 
FAYETTE F. FORBES 
Born May 9, 1851 
Died November 20, 1935 


Resolved That; ‘It is with the deepest regret that we record 
the death of our Superintendent, Fayette F. Forbes, on 
November 20, 1935. 

Born in Buckland, Massachusetts on May 9, 1851, he served 
with marked distinction as the Department head, commencing 
as Civil Engineer at the inception of the Works, designing and 
laying out the ground work of the present system, and as Super- 
intendent, designing and personally supervising the construc- 
tion at the well fields, filtration works, covered reservoirs and 
distribution systems. 

He was one of the pioneers in water analysis methods and 
contributed much to the present method of separating and 
classifying micro-organisms in water now used by various 
laboratories throughout the country. 

In addition to being an authority and consultant in his pro- 
fession, he was a botanist of note both here and abroad, as may 
be attested to by his contribution of several thousand speci- 
mens to Harvard University. 

His cheerful and kindly, yet determined, temperament 
endeared him to all with whom he came in contact. His con- 
secration to the work at hand, loyalty and outstanding honesty 
has been an inspiration to his associates. 

He was ever ready to help the unfortunate, to aid those in 
distress and the many recipients of his care will always cherish 
his unfailing kindnesses. 

We greatly deplore his passing and cannot but feel that the 
world is better for his contact. 
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We extend to his family our sincere sympathy in their 
bereavement.”’ 


It Was Voted: That a copy of these resolutions be entered 
on the records of the Water Board and a copy sent to the widow 
of Mr. F. F. Forbes and also to Mr. Z. R. Forbes, Water 


Registrar. 


The Board also record with sincere sorrow, the death of four 
employees of this Department, who for many years rendered 
faithful and efficient service, namely: 


Richard J. Flinn, Engineer Low Service Pumping Station 
H. Eugene Royce, Civil Engineer 

Paul M. Ford, Civil Engineer 

Patrick J. Donahue, Laborer 


Suitable resolutions on the deaths of these faithful employees 
were passed and entered in the records of the Board, and a copy 
sent to the families of the deceased. 


On account of advancing age of Superintendant F. F. Forbes, 
the Board some years ago, appointed Walter B. Bushway, as 
Assistant Superintendent. Under Mr. Forbes’ guidance, he 
became familiar with the entire system and has proven himself 
to be capable and efficient. On the death of Mr. Forbes, he 
was promoted to the position of Superintendent of the Works. 


The principal extension of street main made the past year 
was that in Greenhill Road, a new street leading southerly from 
Fairmount. As the petition for this main was not received 
until after the annual town meeting, sufficient funds were not 
available for this work. Application was made to the ERA 
who supplied at its expense, the common labor for the work. 
The Department furnished the pipe, gates, hydrants and skilled 
labor for laying and setting the same. 


Later in the season, a petition was received to have water 
pipes laid in streets under construction in what was formerly 
the Chestnut Hill Golf Course, now owned by the Chestnut 
Hill Corporation. As the Board had no appropriation for this 
work, the entire cost of labor, pipe and fittings, with the excep- 
tion of skilled labor running the lead joints, has been assumed 
by the Chestnut Hill Corporation with the understanding that 
they should be reimbursed for this work provided the Town 
so votes. 


Short extensions also have been made in Bonad Road, Rus- 
sett Road and the West Roxbury Parkway. A more detailed 
report on these extensions will be found in thé report of the 
Superintendent, herewith annexed. 


105 service pipes were laid the past year, which exceeds 
those laid the previous year by 20. 
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Filter Plant 


The filter plant has continued to give excellent service during 
the entire year. 

The coke tricklers, owing to alternate freezing and thawing 
of spray from the sprinklers during the winter months, were 
found to have developed numerous cracks. In order to ascer- 
tain the best method of repairs, one only was thoroughly reno- 
vated by chipping both inside and out and the cracks filled 
with cement and the outer surface covered with a water-proof 
preparation. This tank will be carefully observed during the 
present winter and should the above mentioned repairs prove 
satisfactory, the five remaining tanks will be treated in a sim- 
ilar manner. 


With labor furnished by the ERA, the open filter basins near 
the Low Service Pumping Station have been enlarged and 
thoroughly cleansed of sediment, which has increased their 
efficiency. 

On the southerly side of the river, where the greater portion 
of the driven well system is located, much has been done. The 
ditches leading from the river through the driven well field 
were widened and deepened. Serviceable roads were also built 
leading from Needham Street, Dedham, through the well field 
which will prove of great benefit in the future and have also 
been of service during the present season. This work was also 
done by ERA labor. 


On account of the low water in Charles River during nearly 
the entire summer, the season was particularly favorable for 
renewing and repairing the driven well system, which has been 
in service for forty-four years. This work was done by per- 
manent laborers in the employ of the Water Department. 


Many of these wells were found to be rusted to an extent 
that made them practically useless while it was possible to 
repair others by renewing the lead connection between the well 
and the gathering main. In all, 34 new wells were driven and 
150 repaired. This work will also increase the yield of the 
entire system and will be continued during the coming year if 
the water level of the Charles River is favorable. 

It was found necessary to make more than the usual repairs 
on the pumping equipment at both the High and Low Service 
Stations. Pump plungers which were badly worn, together 
with valves and piping which were leaking, were renewed. For 
a detail of this work attention is called to the reports of the 
Superintendent and also that of the Low Service Engineer, 
which are appended to this report. 

A new heating system has been installed at the garage on 
Pearl Street, as the original plant which had been in service 
since the erection of the building in 1907, was found to be in 
such condition that repairs could not economically be made. 
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Leakage Survey 


A systematic leakage survey of water mains and service pipes 
has been carried on throughout the season by employees of the 
Department and many small leakages found and repaired. 
Only a very few of these leakages showed on the surface of the 
street but were detected by means of an instrument designed 
especially for this work. As a result a noticeable decrease in 
the daily pumpage and coal consumption was at once noted. 
This survey will be continued the coming year as opportunity 
offers. The cause of nearly all the leakages discovered was 
settlement of excavations for sewer pipe and other trenches 
necessary for new buildings, which, seemingly is unavoidable. 

During July and August the State Auditors made a thorough 
audit of the books of the Department. Their report has been 
made public and it is therefore sufficient to mention that their 
recommendations relative to the commitment of water rates 
and water liens to the Collector, and method of billing were 
adopted by the Board. 

All water bills and liens are now committed to the Collector 
and a system of bookkeeping approved by the State Director 
of Accounts, which shows the total amount billed, the amount 
outstanding and water liens and date of payment, is now in 
service by both the Water and Collector’s Departments. A 
billing machine has been purchased as an aid in preparing the 
bills and commitment sheets. By this system the ultimate 
collection of water rates is assured but considerable delay will 
ensue as all outstanding liens as of April 1, each year will be 
placed on the tax bills on which a longer term of payment is 
granted. 


Emergency High Service Pumping Station 


The Board would again bring the matter of the necessity of 
establishing an emergency high service pumping station before 
the Town. There were several days during the past summer 
when the curtailment of the use of hose and filling of swimming 
pools seemed necessary, but fortunately rain occurred so that 
this did not have to be done. To quote from our last annual 
report: 

The consumption in the High Service District has increased 
greatly during the past few years owing to the many buildings 
which have been erected therein. The storage capacity of the 
High Service Reservoir and high service tank is sufficient only 
for less than three days supply at the dry periods of the year. 
Should an accident occur at the pumping station on Newton 
Street caused by a boiler explosion or a fire, the higher parts of 
the town would be without water before the necessary repairs 
could be made. These districts cannot be supplied from the 
Metropolitan High Service System on account of their 
elevation. 
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The plan as adopted provides for the erection on land now 
owned by the Town, situated near the corner of Reservoir Road 
and Boylston Street, of a comparatively small brick building 
in which would be installed an electrically driven pumping 
plant. 


The water supply for this proposed station will be taken from 
the Metropolitan District water mains in Reservoir Road as 
our Low Service System is not available in this district. 


In view of these facts the Board is strongly of the opinion 
that this proposed emergency station should be erected as soon 
as possible, and that the sum of $25,000.00 be appropriated 
therefor. 


A detailed description of this work is contained in the report 
of the Superintendent, to which attention is called. 


This matter is one which the Board feels should receive the 
serious consideration of the Town. 


During continued dry periods of summer it has been impos- 
sible to obtain the maximum amount of water from our driven 
well system and filtering galleries as authorized by the Legis- 
lature. The Board is of the opinion that our present supply, 
which is of such excellent quality, should be utilized to the full 
extent authorized. 


Preliminary test wells were driven during the past summer 
in land previously purchased by the Town for this purpose and 
comparatively near our present well system: it was found that 
an adequate supply can be obtained from this undeveloped 
area. It is therefore recommended that approximately 80 new 
wells be driven in this new well field and connected with the 


present suction main. The estimated cost of this work is 
$12,000.00. 


The Superintendent’s report gives a comparative saving of 
water furnished and pumped by the Town and that purchased 
from the Metropolitan District.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Brookline Water Board: 

Gentlemen: —I1 respectfully submit the sixtieth annual 
report of the Superintendent of the Water Works for the year 
ending December 31, 1935. 

Briefly outlined, the work of the Water Department may be 
found in the following: 


Maintenance 


Force Mains: The usual examination and inspection work 
has been done and one leak was found at the edge of the Baker 
Street swamp in West Roxbury. It was caused by the blowing 
out of a section of the lead joint in the 16’’ main and was due 
to the consolidation of the new parkway fill. 

Street Mains: About 60% of the leakage survey work has 
been completed by men of the department using leak detection 
instruments and sectional isolation tests. Four leaks were 
located and repaired. 


Hydrants: All hydrants have had the usual cold weather 
inspection and during the year approximately 90% have been 
investigated for leaks and faulty operation. It was found 
necessary to replace fifteen old style hydrants with the new 
type. During this inspection, new valves, stems, wastes, bon- 
nets, and packing were installed where necessary. Approxi- 
mately 30% have been painted. 

During the year eighteen hydrants were broken, nine of 
which were by automobiles and when possible, damages were 
collected from the car owner. 


Ten emergency gates were cut in on the hydrant branches so 
that 94% are now protected against property damage and 
water loss. Two hydrants were shifted at the expense of the 
petitioners. 

Main Gates: We were unable to complete the usual inspec- 
tion work this year and it will be necessary to carry this work 
on to completion next year. 


Eleven new main gates were cut in during the year. 


Service Pipes: This division of our maintenance work has 
received our utmost attention with the result that 3200 services 
were investigated for leaks and the condition of the sidewalk 
stops and wrench tubes. Of this number 2109 required atten- 
tion. Seventy-nine leaks were found and repaired, sixty-one 
relaid, ten cut off and all faulty sidewalk stops and wrench 
tubes were replaced and brought to grade. The balance of 
this work should be completed next year. 
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Driven Wells: Due to the long period of low water at the 
Charles River, it was possible to complete nearly 90% of the 
important work of maintaining our driven well system. One 
hundred and fifty wells were drilled and washed, thirty-four 
found to be leaking or collapsed were redriven to depths rang- 
ing from forty to ninety feet. New gates and connections were 
cut in. During the ensuing year the remainder of this work 
should be done. 

Under Federal Grants, three ERA projects were authorized 
and carried out. Nearly a mile of canals and ditches were 
widened and deepened. This work required the handling of 
over 9000 cubic yards of material. At the same time new cul- 
verts were built under the causeway by our own men. 

Under ERA Grants, considerable work was done on the 
water shed in Dedham, by building roads and fire stopping. 


Filters: The usual care has been given the filters as is evi- 
denced by the very satisfactory reports of the State and Town 
laboratories. It might be well to note, at this time that our 
water is taken from driven wells near the Charles River in 
Dedham and West Roxbury, from 40 to 90 feet in depth. Our 
water has a very high standard, free of chemical treatment, and 
is furnished to the consumer clear, sparkling, and tasteless. 

Filters three, five, and six, were resanded to the full depth 
while filter four was resanded to a depth of fourteen inches. 
Next year it will be necessary to resand filters one and two. 

Under Federal ERA grants, open filters two and three were 
reconstructed and enlarged thus increasing the filtering capac- 
ity by 360%. Under this project 1800 cubic yards of loam and 
peat were removed and 2100 cubic yards of gravel excavated 
and laid for the filter beds together with the construction of 
1100 cubic yards of embankment. 

Level control stand pipes and gates with concrete splash 
aprons were constructed by our own men. 

Trickler tank six at the filters has been repaired. All en- 
larged joints were cut out, the surface bushed and treated with 
a water proof cement application. The effects of winter con- 
ditions on this surface will be noted and, if successful, the 
remaining tanks will be treated in the future. 

1,080 feet of new high pressure main, for supplying the wash 
water to the filters, was laid during the year with the result 
that the operating time for washing filter sand has been reduced 
by 30%. 

Buildings, Grounds, Reservoirs: At the service building on 
Emerald Street, a new heating plant was installed together 
with some new radiators, valves and piping, thus replacing an 
unsafe sectional boiler in use for twenty-five years. The rear 
area-way openings were closed in and two tide-traps installed. 
This work will prevent the occasional flooding of the basement 
and boiler room floors. 
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The filter house was repainted, including the control cham- 
ber by our men. Two new hydrants were installed near the 
Low Service Station and six catch basins with drains were built. 
At the High Service Station the engineers house was refitted 
with new radiators and piping in place of the old system which 
had been in service over fifty years and had become inefficient. 

The High Service Stand Pipe on Single Tree Hill was in- 
spected by A. O. Doane, a standpipe expert, who pronounced 
the tank to be in satisfactory condition. 


Pumping Stations 

High Service Station: The boilers and engines are in good 
condition. An automatic hand stoker was installed under 
number one boiler at a cost slightly in excess of the regular bar 
grates and the results have well justified the installation both 
in fuel consumption and smoke abatement. The boiler feed 
lines have been repiped with heavy brass piping. During the 
spring the engines and pumps were cleaned and painted. 


Low Service Station: Considerable repairs and replacements 
were made on the high duty engines and pumps as shown on 
the engineer’s report, at the same time several preliminary 
changes were made in the piping in the boiler room, all of which 
have improved to a large degree, the efficient operation of the 
station. 


Workshop and Garage: Two cars and one truck were pur- 
chased during the year to replace machines which had been in 
use from five to seven years. The old air compressor was re- 
placed with a new air cooled machine, mounted on the same 
chasis. Also a new steel snow plow has been installed on this 
chassis for plowing out roads to the reservoirs and Cow Bay 
approximately one mile in length. 

Leaks in the four-inch water pipe in the shop necessitated a 
replacement of all the meter testing and water motor piping. 


Extensions 

4,245 feet of street mains were laid during the year as may 
be found on the attached tables. This included the laying of 
mains in Bonad and Russett Roads through the Taylor prop- 
erty. A new main was also laid in Greenhill Road from Fair- 
mount Street to the H. J. Coolidge property with ERA labor 
handling all the trench work, the pipe and fittings being laid 
by our own men. 

Two new streets—Hill Top and Fairway Roads, have been 
laid out on the old Chestnut Hill Golf Club property off Reser- 
voir Road and the installation of street mains and hydrants 
completed. There was no appropriation for this work so the 
owners of the property were required to buy the material, haul 
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and lay same and perform all trench work. The pipe and 
special castings used were inspected from the foundry to the 
trench by this Department while the jointing and cut-in work 
was done by our own men. 


Service Pipe: One hundred and five new service pipes were 
laid during the year, or twenty more than last year and at the 
close of the year there were twenty-four services remaining 
to be laid. 


Work To Be Done 


Mains, Hydrants and Service Pipe: In addition to the usual 
maintenance work it will be necessary to continue our leak 
survey and resulting repair work during the coming year. 
Approximately forty additional hydrants are needed through- 
out the Town and all hydrants, main gates, and service pipe 
controls should be faced out and all defects or faults 
corrected. | 

An appropriation of $1,500.00 will be asked to cover the cost 
of a Pitometer Survey and coefficient investigation of our 
twenty-four inch main from Fisher Hill Reservoir to Coolidge 
Corner and the twelve-inch force main from High Service 
Pumping Station to Single Tree Hill Reservoir. 


Pumping Station: At the Low Service Station it will be 
necessary to overhaul number one turbine and make necessary 
replacements. In the boiler room a change should be made in 
the piping lay-out. At present, the steam piping in general 
has been in use for over forty years and is supported by the 
roof timbers. During the last two years, several leaks have 
developed. A dual valve system should be installed and all 
piping carried on steel beams. 


Wells: After a five months series of tests at Cow Bay, during 
which time the river level was below elevation 81.50, it was 
found that the present wells in the Dedham well field are cap- 
able of a maximum yield of 3.2 million gallons per day at that 
elevation. This, together with a yield of approximately one 
million gallons per day from the galleries and filter wells, 
leaves us from one to one and one-half million gallons per day 
short of normal summer requirements, at or below river ele- 
vation 81.50. This defecit was made up by the purchase of 
Metropolitan water at approximately 300% over the cost of 
our own water to the low service reservoir. With this in view, 
-an additional well field was prospected and several test wells 
driven. A very satisfactory quality of water was obtained. 
An appropriation of $12,000.00 will be asked to develop this 
section with eighty additional wells together with a twelve-inch 
suction main to be connected with our present twenty-four 
inch suction main. These wells should provide an additional 
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supply of 2 million gallons per day, at the same time eliminate 
the overdraft to the present wells during the low river period. 


Auxiliary Pumping Unit: During the coming year it is 
strongly recommended that our High Service System be sup- 
ported by an auxiliary pumping unit to be located on Reservoir 
Road and connected to the present forty-eight-inch Metro- 
politan main. Too much emphasis cannot be laid on the 
immediate need of this unit in view of the fact that during the 
dry period from August 15 to 21, inclusive, we were steadily 
losing head at the reservoir on Single Tree Hill. At that time 
the consumption was somewhat in excess of the amount we 
were able to pump into the reservoir during the full twenty- 
four hours run. The rainfall on August 22, prevented the 
necessity of restricting all sprinkler use and the filling of 
swimming pools. 

Under a condition of this sort, we had no protection nor 
reserve in case of a breakdown. Emphasis should also be made 
of the steadily increasing consumption on our High Service © 
System because of new construction in the southern part of the 
Town. It is therefore proposed to install an auxiliary three 
million gallon per day pumping unit, electrically driven and 
properly housed on land owned by the Town on Reservoir 
Road. This unit will be connected with the forty-eight-inch 
Metropolitan main. It is estimated that the cost of this work 
will be $25,000.00. 

The brick compensating stand pipe on Brown’s Hill should 
be rebuilt and the waste weir raised. During the last two years 
it has been noticed that several slight leaks have developed and 
are gradually increasing in size. 

During the year it will be necessary to renovate the en- 
gineer’s houses at both High and Low Service Stations. 

The following extensions to our street mains and hydrants 
will be requested, the cost of which is estimated to be $13,250. 

40 Additional hydrants. 

10’’ Main in Aspinwall Avenue from Kent Street to 

Netherlands Road. 

8” Main in West Roxbury Parkway 500 feet. 

8” Main at end of Baker Circle to end in right-of-way. 
10’’ Main in right-of-way from Jordan Road to Mason Ter. 
During the year the department has lost five of its personnel

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LOW SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT 


Low Service Station, 
West Roxbury, Massachusetts, 
December 31, 1935. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen: — I have the honor to present the annual report 
of the Engineer for the year ending December 31, 1935. 


The amount of water pumped during the year 1935 was 
1,701,942,761 gallons; 25,880,456 gallons less than last 
year and the consumption of coal, for all purposes, was 4,996, 
412 pounds, being 32,031 pounds less than in 1934. 

The rainfall was 42.83 inches for 1935; .72 inches more than 
last year. The maximun precipitation was 7.56 inches in 
April and the minimum was .70 in October. 


Boilers 


The boilers are in good condition. Numbers 2 and 4 boilers 
were retubed early in the year. To avoid shutting down 
part of the machinery it will be necessary to make some 
alterations in the piping of the boilers to allow for packing 
of certain valves. 


TURBINES 


Numbers 2 and 3 turbines are doing good work. Due to wear, 
some of the rotor buckets on No. 1 turbine are being renewed 
and a new bronze impeller is being installed on the water end 
of this machine. 


Due to high speed at all times the wear on certain parts of 
these turbines is very rapid. Because new types of turbines 
are being made, considerable delay is always experienced in 
getting renewals, for these old type machines, from the 
manufacturers. 


Engines 

Number 3 engines—Due to long and hard wear over a period 
of years I recommended in my last report that some necessary 
repairs be made this year on the triple expansion engines 
and I am pleased to report that the following work has been 
done. A new 18” cast iron plunger, 6 ft.2’’ long has been 
installed in the low pressure pump of this engine, also high 
pressure steam and exhaust chambers have been rebored 
and new valves fitted. The high pressure cylinder was removed 
from its foundation for the purpose of inserting new copper 
gaskets between the jacket and cylinder walls. 
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This engine has been in service for 41 years and in its pres- 
ent condition I think it will give efficient results for some 
years to come. 

Number 4 engine has had repairs as follows: 

The high pressure valve chambers were rebored, new steam 
and exhaust valves were installed and new steam and exhaust 
valve stems were put on the intermediate cylinder. This 
engine has been in use for 31 years and still remains a very 
efficient unit. In the long life of these engines this is the 
first time that such extensive repairs have been necessary. 

Number 6 engine which pumps water to the open filters 
is giving satisfactory service. 

Number 8 pump at the filter plant is proving very satis- 
factory. 

As there is already in place suction and discharge connec- 
tions for another pump at this plant one could easily be 
installed and I would recommend that this matter be given 
your consideration in the near future. 


Buildings 
The roof of the boiler room is sagging and should be taken 
care of this year. The rest of the buildings are in good repair. 
Included with this report are tables showing the pumping 
records, all of which is respectfully submitted.

Gentlemen: 1 herewith submit the annual report of the En- 
gineer for the year ending December 31, 1935. 


The amount of water pumped during the year 1935 was 
378,551,915 gallons; 7,650,907 gallons more than in 1934. 


The consumption of coal for pumping and heating was 
2,024,297 pounds, which is 179,052 pounds more than in1934. 


Engine No. 2 and the Turbine are in good working order. 
Most of the pumping is done with No. 2. A great deal of scale 
has been removed from the boilers this year. A new set of hand 
stoker grates was installed under No. 1 boiler the latter part 
of the year and is proving to be very satisfactory, and I would 
recommend that a set be installed under No. 3 boiler this year. 


The exterior of the buildings needs painting. 
I subjoin tables showing the pumping records for the year.

In line with the substantial reductions in appropriations, it 
has been necessary to proportionately reduce the number 
of permanent employees in the department. In 1925, there 
were 165 permanent employees. There are at the present 
time 132 permanent employees. To accomplish this reduc- 
tion as appropriations were reduced, no new employees were 
added to replace those pensioned or deceased.

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In the work of street cleaning, we do not as yet employ 
machine sweepers for two reasons; first, each machine that 
we have studied has not given the desired standard of cleanli- 
ness by reason of the fact that it was always necessary to 
supplement the work of the machine with labor forces and 
secondly because the street cleaning patrol force offers the 
only possible chance for adequately caring for our super- 
annuated employees. 


There are in Brookline approximately 15,000 shade trees 
which are exceptionally well cared for and of which we are 
justly proud; nevertheless, the cost of maintaining each patrol 
section is reflected in a large measure by the peculiar habits 
of many of the trees. The Tree Planting Committee in select- 
ing the shade trees have always given adequate consideration 
not only to the beauty, shade properties and symmetry of the 
trees but also to the obnoxious litter which may be deposited 
in the streets from such specimens as horse chestnut and other 
fruit or bloom bearing varieties. 


The new developments in various parts of the town have 
increased the yardage of areas to be cleaned. The cost of 
cleaning these additional areas will also be reflected as the 
density in residential population in these developments 
increases. In connection with these building activities, it has 
been necessary for department inspectors to keep a constant 
vigilance on trucks removing excavating material from these 
building operations as we found many instances where over- 
loaded trucks left a continuous path of stone, gravel and other 
material on the highways. 


The cleaning costs were also somewhat affected slightly by 
the convention which was held in the town last September. 
Large assemblages of this sort always require extra cleaning 
activity to remove debris which has been deposited in the 
streets. - The work of cutting grass on the roadsides in the 
southern part of the town was undertaken earlier than usual 
this year to improve the looks of the roadsides during the 
early summer months.

It will be noted from the above precipitation table that 
there was an unusually heavy snowfall in the first two months 
of the year which necessitated an exceptionally heavy expendi- 
ture for snow removal. Fortunately, however, there was no 
precipitation of snow in November and December which held 
the expenditures to a more or less normal figure for the year. 


By virtue of an appropriation made available at the annual 
meeting, a new Walters snow fighter and a Barber Greene 
snow loader were added to the equipment of the department. 
Although it was not possible nor financially practicable to 
anticipate every storm emergency, it is safe to conclude that 
Brookline is at the present time very well equipped to meet 
every normal emergency. It will be recalled, however, that 
on one or two locations in one of the big storms of the year, 
road plowing was not possible because of the extremely heavy 
and deep drifts. In such a case, the only effective means for 
opening a way for travel is by the use of a rotary plow such as 
is employed along railroad properties but which is an expensive 
piece of equipment and not adaptable for general plowing. 
Such a situation has never before presented itself in the history 
of the department and in all probability will not be encountered 
again, if ever, for many years to come. With the acquisition 
of the two above-mentioned pieces of equipment, the mechani- 
cal complement of the department is as follows: 


3 Walters snow fighters 

2 Barber Greene snow loaders 
3 10-ton caterpillar tractors 

1 5-ton caterpillar tractor 

4 2-ton caterpillar tractors 
12 2-ton Fordson tractors 
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The large caterpillar tractors are used in plowing roadways 
where the grade is exceptionally steep or where the stubborn 
resistance of heavy drifts is encountered. The Walters plows 
are used very effectively on the principal thoroughfares such 
as Beacon Street. Because of the 4-wheel drive features, it is 
possible to plow snow while the fighter is traveling at 35 to 40 
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miles per hour. These particular units are also equipped 
with a center hydraulic pressure blade, making it possible 
to plow improved type pavements extremely close to the road 
surface so that with the slightest thaw or prevalence of sun- 
shine for a short period, the bare roadway is revealed for 
normal traffic. The smaller caterpillar tractors together 
with the hired contractors’ blade plows confine their activities 
to the more residential areas and the Fordson tractors are 
used in the work of plowing sidewalks. 


Few citizens realize that all during the progress of a snow 
storm, the department forces are subjected to every reaction 
of the elements. For example, a snowfall may be of the light 
dry mealy type which is difficult to follow because of the 
fact that it falls back into place after the plows have passed 
through it. On the other hand, there is the heavy wet type 
of snow which offers considerable resistance even to the more 
powerful trucks and if the temperature drops rapidly, it 
becomes a solid mass of ice before the plows have completely 
covered the routes. Every effort is made to offset these 
reactions, however, by keeping in constant communication 
with the various weather reporting agencies. 

Brookline is unique among municipalities in that it is 
the only community to my knowledge that undertakes the 
work of shoveling sidewalks for the property owners. This 
particular service represents approximately 25 to 30% of the 
cost of snow removal. Town forces augmented by emergency 
shovelers do this work and the results obtained areso uniform 
and desirable that the citizens apparently wish to have this 
service and are willing to appropriate adequate funds for it 
annually. 

Another service offered by the town which reflects itself 
appreciably in the cost of removal is that of carting away the 
snow from in front of commercial establishments. As soon 
as the storm has subsided, the snow loaders are brought to the 
areas around Coolidge Corner, Harvard Square, Washington 
Square and Brookline Village where the snow is completely 
removed in front of business houses. In this way, roadways 
are widened and parking facilities are made available so that 
merchants can conduct their businesses with a minimum of 
loss resulting from the handicaps presented by snowfall. 
Fortunately Brookline has kept pace with its traditions as a 
progressive community and therefore finds itself substantially 
equipped to meet these emergencies out of normal current 
appropriations rather than confronting substantial special 
appropriations for equipment which has been necessary in 
many other communities. 

A large gravity-feed sand bin is being constructed at the 
Hammond Street ledge lot under the Federal WPA program. 
The storage of sand at this point will enable us to render 
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better service to residents of the southern part of the town 
and at the same time effect substantial savings in hauling cost 
by reason of the fact that it will no longer be necessary to 
cart all the sand from the Kent Street and Cypress Street 


yards.

During the past year, new electric automatic traffic signals 
were installed at the intersection of Beacon and St. Paul 
Streets, and Cypress and Kendall Streets. Estimates are 
being prepared at the present time for possible installations 
at the intersection of Kent Street and Longwood Avenue 
and Freeman and Pleasant Streets as these are apparently 
the two most outstanding points of accident hazard. With the 
installation of these two latter units, the town should be fairly 
well covered with the exception of the Village Square but in 
view of the proposed extension of the Worcester Turnpike, 
such action must needs be deferred until final plans are worked 
out and approved. 

The traffic signs and street signs have been kept in repair 
and repainted during the year. In addition, the white traffic 
lines for traffic guidance have been maintained as usual. This 
is an expensive feature due to the fact that they must be con- 
stantly repainted to be effective; nevertheless, the safety 
insured by their usage warrants their continuance. Many of 
the large rubber and paint corporations are working in their 
research departments in the hope of developing some more 
durable material. If this is accomplished, substantial savings 
may be effected in this service. Many metal markers have 
been developed and rubber companies have experimented with 
white rubber inserts in the pavement but as yet they have 
not been perfected and consequently not generally adopted. 

In accordance with the obligation imposed upon us by 
statute, we have maintained and erected fences along the 
highways where a change in grade between the roadway and 
the adjoining property would present a hazard to pedestrians. 

The policy adopted a few years ago of making an advanced 
charge to the various contractors for street openings has 
proven its effectiveness. Under this plan, the contractor pays 
a fixed charge per square yard for the type of pavement 
disturbed. The Highway forces then take charge of all exca- 
vations after the contractor has backfilled and tamped. By 
systematic ‘‘follow-up,” the trench is kept under close super- 
vision until the pavement has been restored to its normal 
condition. This eliminates many complaints of citizens of 
high or low trenches and the consequent accident claims for 
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damages. For example, the cost of doing this type of work 
this year was $2,508.03 and the receipts amounted to $3,406.34. 

Under date of October 30, the Metropolitan water main on 
Beacon Street near Washington Square burst, flooding the 
buildings in the immediate vicinity and resulting in serious 
damage. The pavement at this point was undermined and 
the expense encountered for this work will be paid for by the 
Metropolitan District Commission, as well as for damage to 
the property. The department co-operated in every way to 
meet this emergency and to minimize the damage and incon- 
venience to citizens. 

The resurfacing program again was curtailed consistent 
with the desire to effect economy and at the same time keep 
the roadways from getting beyond control. Proportionately 
more money was expended for surface treatment than for 
actual resurfacing. 

Approximately eight miles of roadway received flush coat 
treatment. In addition to this, the usual work of bituminous 
patching was done to prevent disintegration of the roadways. 
Whenever there is a season of light snowfall, the road surfaces 
are subjected to more direct frost action and due to the preva- 
lence of clay in the roadway foundations, more damage is apt 
to be done to the road surface. 

Clinton Road from Chestnut Hill Avenue to Dean Road 
and from Dean Road to Cotswold Road was resurfaced with a 
hot asphalt top, using the existing macadam roadway as a 
base. This new surface should withstand substantial wear 
for years. A similar surface was laid on Park Street from 
Washington Street to Marion Street and on Davis Avenue 
from Cypress Street to Greenough Street, as well as on Cypress 
Street from Davis Avenue to Boylston Street. A more perma- 
nent surface was also made on the bridle path on Beacon 
Street which eliminated the extraordinary dust nuisance 
obtaining since the general use of this path by automobilists. 

The receipts and transfers of the department which are 
credited to the Highway, Sidewalk, and Sanitation appropria- 
tions amounted to $9,574.77. 

The total number of permits issued for all purposes was 881 
which is slightly more than the number issued in 1934. It is 
encouraging to note that the number of permits issued for 
occupying the streets in connection with building activities 
was 13, which is an increase of 8 permits over 1934. 


Bridges 
Very little work was required in connection with the main- 
tenance of bridges under the control of the department. 
A WPA project, however, was submitted for Federal funds 
to thoroughly scrape and repaint the Carlton Street foot 
bridge over the right-of-way of the Boston & Albany Railroad.

As noted above, the receipts received from property owners 
for work done on a co-operative basis amounted to $1,492.48. 
This figure is $609.18 more than the amount received for 
similar work in 1934. 

Although it has been the policy of the department to reduce 
the mileage of the old type asphalt, tar and wooden plank 
sidewalks, nevertheless we have continued to maintain those 
which were in fairly good condition. © 

The department also continued the policy of laying gravel 
walks in the southern part of the Town where the investment 
for an improved type sidewalk was not justified. 

An ERA project was also conducted during the summer 
months whereby the ragweed, poison ivy, and other scrub 
growth were removed from the sidewalks, greatly improving 
the looks and utility value for pedestrian travel. 

Wherever the department has received the co-operation of 
the property owners, we have loamed and seeded the tree lawns 
throughout the town. With the increased use of automobiles 
and the utter disregard of automobiles, it is extremely difficult ~ 
and expensive to maintain these lawns as in turning about, 
the automobiles go up over them, destroying the grass and 
making big ruts. In better times, it is hoped that residents will 
co-operate to the extent of installing edgestone which is the 
only way to safeguard these tree lawns which greatly enhance 
the aesthetic properties of a neighborhood when they are prop- 
erly maintained.

All catch basins in the entire system have been cleaned at 
least once during the year and the main sewer line in the 
vicinity of the Village Brook was cleaned late in the fall. To 
insure the proper functioning of these main sewer arteries, 
the line of flowage is examined periodically so that any foreign 
obstructions may be removed. 
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A purchase was also made of a mechanical sewer cleaner 
with which it is now possible with the aid of cutters and high 
water pressure to remove many of the tree roots which area 
constant source of annoyance and expense caused by stoppages.

The absence of snow in the latter part of the year resulted 
in some savings in the ash and paper collection service by 
reason of the fact that it was not necessary to increase the 
number of trucks on this service nor to increase the size of 
the loading crew which is always necessary when the barrels 
have to be lifted over the accumulated piles of snow in the 
gutters. 

Although the general adoption of oil burning equipment in 
residential heating systems has reflected itself somewhat in 
the decreased tonnages of ashes collected, nevertheless the 
facilities for burning paper have been thereby removed from 
residences with a consequent increase in the tonnages of 
combustible materials removed throughout the town. 

During the course of the past few years, we had one or 
two serious fires at the Incinerator as the result of lack of 
proper storage facilities for paper. An ERA project was 
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therefore submitted during the year and was finally approved. 
The government furnished the necessary labor and the Town 
furnished all the necessary materials. We have now, at a 
small investment to the Town, a fine concrete and steel 
building for the proper storage of this baled paper. 


Until the quantities increase appreciably, the department 
will continue to remove small amounts of leaves, grass and 
hedge clippings for householders although the regulations do 
not require this service.

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COLLECTION OF GARBAGE 


January 2, 1936. 


To the Board of Health: 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the expenditures 
and of the work done for the collection of garbage for the year 
ending December 31, 1935. 


The usual collections consisting of three each week from 
householders and daily from commercial establishments was 
continued. The complaints received have been negligible 
in number and on the whole this department has satisfactorily 
performed an important service. 

The garbage is delivered in Town trucks to Mr. Louis Dean 
at either of his places of business, which are located in Lincoln 
and Weston. Owing to the very large increase of new houses 
in the south part of the Town it is necessary to purchase a 
new truck of seven-yard capacity in order to give the house- 
holders in this section proper service. The truck now in use 
will be used as a spare while the remaining six, which is the 
present equipment operated in this department, are being 
overhauled. I strongly recommend that your Board approve 
of the purchase of this additional truck which would cost 
approximately $5,500. The car used by the foreman in charge 
of the work should be replaced and provision has been made 
in the estimate for a new Ford truck.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The only change in the membership of the School Committee 
in 1935 was the appointment, at a convention of the Board of 
Selectmen and the School Committee on January 7, of Mr. 
Charles A. Record to succeed Dr. Walter S. Burrage. In 
March Mr. Record was elected to complete Dr. Burrage’s un- 
expired term of two years. 

When the School Committee organized on March 18, it 
elected Mr. William T. Reid, Jr., Chairman for the third 
consecutive year. 

The death of Mrs. Margaret M. Robinson, a member of the 
Committee from 1927 to 1933, was noted with regret at a 
special School Committee meeting on December 2, at which 
the members who were present stood in silence in tribute to 
the memory of Mrs. Robinson; and during the funeral services 
the flags on all school buildings were at half mast. Mrs. Edith 
C. Baker and Miss Mary McSkimmon were requested to ex- 
press to the family of Mrs. Robinson the sympathy of the 
School Committee. 

Fire Drills 


The School Committee is at all times vigilant regarding the 
safety of the children. On March 14 two members of the Sub- 
committee on Buildings went with the Superintendent of 
Schools to several of the buildings, and, without advance 
notice to any one, caused fire-drill signals to be sounded, and 
noted the time consumed in clearing ,the buildings. The time 
varied from slightly less than one minute in two of the ele- 
mentary schools to slightly more than two minutes in the 
High School. These two members expressed to the School 
Committee their approval of the morale which was demon- 
strated in each school. 

The School Committee then requested the Superintendent 
of Schools to present suggestions for any desirable revision 
of the fire-drill regulations. At a later meeting such regula- 
tions, prepared by a committee of principals, and approved by 
the Chief of the Fire Department and the Superintendent of 
Schools, were adopted by the School Committee. These 
regulations deal in detail with the duties of school principals, 
teachers, and janitors, and make adequate provision for keep- 
ing the buildings in a safe condition, testing fire extinguishing 
appliances, notifying the Fire Department in case of a fire, 
and removing all persons, including any who may be disabled, 
from the building in as short a time as is consistent with safety. 

The Chief of the Fire Department has been of further assist- 
ance by detailing one of his lieutenants to make regular inspec- 
tions of school buildings, sound fire drills, and make suggestions 
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for increasing safety. The School Committee feels that it is 

fortunate in having the active and continued cooperation of 

the Fire Department, and believes that the children in the 

schools are as safe as it is humanly possible to make them. 
Milk 

We are glad to report that the milk served to the children 
in the public schools is of a higher quality than that served 
in any other school system of which the School Committee 
has knowledge, and the cost to the children is lower than in 
most communities. The milk served is from selected dairies, 
is handled separately from other milk, and is under the con- 
stant supervision of Mr. Willard E. Ward, Agent for the 
Brookline Board of Health. This milk is high in butterfat 
content and in bone-building ingredients so essential to the 
growing child. Although some difficulty has been encountered 
during the past year in financing the school cafeterias on 
account of the rapidly increasing cost of food, the School 
Committee has found better ways of balancing its cafeteria 
budget than by reducing the quality of milk or increasing 
its price. 

The Committee is most appreciative of the assistance which 
has been rendered for many years by public-spirited citizens 
who have contributed to a Milk Fund so that children who 
should have milk regularly, but who are unable to pay even 
the low price of four cents a bottle, may be adequately supplied. 
That the efforts of these generous citizens have helped our 
children greatly is evidenced by the fact that the most recent 
physical examinations show only 39 out of 6,200 pupils to be 
poorly nourished, and of this number 6 have been enrolled 
in our schools less than one year. There are, of course, many 
borderline cases of children who would soon be rated as poorly 
nourished if their supply of milk should be reduced, and for 
this reason there are many children, as well as the poorly 
nourished, who should drink milk. Needy children are pro- 
vided for by the Milk Fund, which is administered by Miss 
Ida M. Lewis assisting the Medical Director, and by the 
principals of the schools. All such arrangements are made in 
strictest confidence and without embarrassment to the chil- 
dren. Dr. David M. Hassman, Medical Director, feels that 
over a period of years a great deal has been accomplished 
toward changing the habits of many children from tea- 
drinking to milk-drinking, and that continued vigilance is 
necessary so that there may not be a decline in the physical 
tone of the children. 


Edith C. Baker School 


On the earnest recommendation of the School Committee, 
the Town appropriated at its annual meeting the sum of 
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$34,000 for the purchase of approximately eleven and one- 
half acres of land on Bournewood Road to provide a site for 
a school building and playgrounds for the rapidly increasing 
population in the southern part of the Town. The school 
which must soon be erected on this site has been named the 
Edith C. Baker School, in recognition of the 36 years of con- 
tinuous service of Mrs. Edith C. Baker as a member of the 
School Committee. Mrs. Baker’s faithful and unobtrusive 
service during all these years has been of incalculable value in 
building up a teaching staff of superior quality and in promot- 
ing the welfare of the pupils. The School Committee has 
selected as architects the firm of Kilham, Hopkins, and 
Greeley, which has so adequately planned the George S. 
Baldwin School, the Pierce School cafeteria, and additions to 
the High School and Edward Devotion School. 

The Town was given an opportunity at a special Town 
Meeting on December 3 to accept a grant from the federal 
government sufficient to defray approximately 45 per cent 
of the cost of erecting a building, but the Town Meeting voted 
111 to 35 against the acceptance of such a grant. 


The number of children of elementary school age living in 
the southern part of the Town and now attending the public 
schools has increased to such an extent that the construction 
of the Edith C. Baker School is urgently required. There were 
at the end of December, 1935, 201 children attending the 
Heath and Baldwin Schools from this district, and crowding 
these schools in excess of their capacity. There are also 20 
pupils from this area attending the Runkle School. Further- 
more, the number of children who would be accommodated 
at the Edith C. Baker School is increasing at the rate of 35 a 
year. This means that if the building of the first unit of this 
school, including a kindergarten, 8 classrooms, and the re- 
quired auxiliary rooms, should be authorized at the next 
annual Town Meeting, and the building should be ready for 
use early in 1937, every room would be occupied with an 
average of 26 pupils to the class. If the rate of the annual 
increase in the pupil population in the southern part of the 
Town remains at 35 — and it may become larger — additional 
classrooms will be required not later than January, 1939, or 
two years after the opening of the first section of the building. 


It has been suggested that the decreasing birth rate, which 
has been observed in Brookline, as well as in the state and 
nation, might result in a decrease in the need for school accom- 
modations. Between 1922 and 1934, when the birth rate in 
Brookline declined from 14.48 to 8.88 per 1,000 of population, 
the average membership in the elementary schools increased 
from 3,708 to 4,218. The need for school accommodations is 
much less affected by the birth rate than by the mobility of 
population, and we call attention to the fact that during 1935, 
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568 pupils entered our elementary schools from the schools 
of other communities. This figure represents about 12 per cent 
of the total enrollment. 

At the Heath School we are now conducting two classes 
in the auditorium; and the cafeteria, manual training classes, 
and sewing classes are in inadequate quarters. There is every 
likelihood that the Heath School enrollment will be still 
further increased within the next year because, since January 1, 
1935, 17 new houses have been constructed in this vicinity. 
The Building Department reports that between January 1, 
1933, and the present time there have been 199 houses con- 
structed in the area south of Newton Street and west of Ham- 
mond Street. 

The School Committee recommends that at its annual 
meeting in March the Town Meeting appropriate $240,000 
for the construction of the first unit of the Edith C. Baker 
School, and $24,000 for furnishings and equipment. An appro- 
priation for the grading in connection with this school will 
not be requested until 1937. For this building the School 
Committee recommends a stone exterior as the most harmoni- 
ous for the surroundings; but it is possible to erect a building 
with a stucco-on-brick exterior at a saving of $16,000. 


The High School Library 


The High School library, recently constructed out of the 
assembly hall in the original High School building, has been 
furnished under the direction of the Chairman of the Sub-com- 
mittee on Buildings. The library has been made a place of 
beauty as well as of utility. Here will be found a floor covered 
with inlaid linoleum in a variety of colors with tones of tan 
and brown predominating, and furniture of early English 
antique design in oak, the chairs and sofas being upholstered 
in red, soft tan, and green leather. The cost was no more than 
would have been spent for uninteresting furnishings, and the 
library has been made a happy place in which to live. 

The response to these improvements in the High School 
library is evidenced by the marked increase in the daily at- 
tendance and in the circulation of books, as indicated in the 
Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


The Cost of Education 


A writer on taxation says, “In every civilized community 
government does many things for the people for which they 
pay by means of taxes.’’ Government, however, is the people 
organized for the purpose of accomplishing cooperatively 
what cannot be accomplished individually except at prohibitive 
cost. The very rich can, and often do, provide for themselves 
private highways, private schools, and private police and fire 
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protection, but the rest of the population can secure these 
advantages only through the payment of taxes, which may 
properly be considered a form of cooperative buying. 


We seldom spend a dollar for which we receive so ample 
a return as for the tax dollar. The cooperative purchasing 
power of 125,000,000 people is sufficient to compel the lowest 
unit cost for every service rendered. The quality of service, 
however, depends upon the integrity and ability of those who 
represent the people in managing their cooperative under- 
takings, and this integrity and ability will be a direct reflection 
of the moral tone of the people themselves. If the people want 
good government they can have it. If they are indifferent or 
hope to gain profit for themselves at the expense of their 
fellow citizens, they will permit inefficient, extravagant, and 
even corrupt government. 


Education is a state function. The state constitution ordains 
it, and state laws set the minimum requirements to which 
local communities must conform and to which they are per- 
mitted to add as their desires and judgment dictate. In 
Massachusetts the public schools are to a considerable extent 
administered locally, and the funds to support these schools 
are derived principally from local taxation, only 7 per cent of 
the funds for the Brookline schools coming from other sources. 
For this reason each community is the watchdog of its own 
treasury, and the quality of public education in any city or 
town directly reflects the desires of that community and its 
ability to pay. If a town desires or can pay for only the rudi- 
ments of an education or that type of schooling which was 
good enough for 50 years ago, it has the power to offer its 
children only the most meagre educational opportunities. 
Presumably such a town, to be consistent, would still be heat- 
ing its houses by means of stoves, lighting them by means of 
kerosene lamps, and transporting its inhabitants by means of 
spring wagons. 

We assume that the people of Brookline will continue to 
want for their children that superior quality of education which 
they have long enjoyed. They possess the power to make 
such a desire a reality. Indeed, they are increasingly able to 
pay for superior schools, despite suggestions occasionally 
heard to the contrary, and in order to do so they are called 
upon to make a much smaller sacrifice than any nearby 
community. 

There are two easy ways of determining the increasing 
ability of the people of Brookline to pay for a superior quality 
of education: by noting the increase in the per capita valuation 
of the Town and the increase in the valuation per pupil in 
average membership in the public schools. The most recently 
_ published statistical report of the Massachusetts Department 
of Education shows the valuation of the Town of Brookline on 
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April 1, 1934 as $163,109,000. On April 1, 1924 the valuation 
was $127,522,900. The per capita valuation, using the United 
States census figures of 1930 and of 1920, was $3,435 in 1934 as 
compared with $3,378 in 1924. The valuation per pupil in 
average membership was $26,402 in 1935 as compared with 
$24,795 in 1925. As to its resources, from which funds for 
the support of public education must come, Brookline is 
wealthier today than it was ten years ago. Granting that 
during the past five years many citizens have found it difficult, 
because of decreased incomes, to raise the money to pay taxes 
on these resources, we call attention to the fact that during 
the period April 1, 1933—March 31, 1934, inclusive, $78,755 
was contributed by School Department employees to the 
Town Treasury to lighten the tax burdens of property owners. 
It should also be mentioned that in the two years following 
1932 there was a 7.3 per cent decrease in that part of the per 
capita cost paid from local taxation, and during the same two 
years an increase of 7 per cent in the average membership. 


There have sprung up in Brookline, and in many other 
places, in recent years organizations which propose to take 
an active interest in public affairs and particularly in the cost 
of government. Despite the fact that such organizations 
represent minority groups in investigating the official acts of 
those whom the majority elected, and in advising these 
elected officials regarding financial policies, they may be 
genuinely serviceable to their communities. Should dishon- 
esty or extravagance exist, it should be eliminated; should con- 
structive planning and wise employment of public funds be 
discovered, these should be commended. 

It is reasonable to assume that these organizations want 
to know all the facts and intend to be fair in interpreting 
them. For this reason our School Department provides fully 
and promptly all information requested by any citizen of 
Brookline, or indeed of any other community. For this rea- 
son we should like to touch upon a few points that are not 
always clear to those who pay the costs of public education. 


First, it is sometimes said that the schools cost more than 
the police, fire, and health services combined. That is as it 
should be. The police, fire, and health departments render 
preventive services: they prevent crime, fire, and disease. 
The schools, in teaching children to be good citizens, make 
crime less probable; in teaching safety, they reduce the chances 
of fires; in building up sound minds in sound bodies, they con- 
tribute greatly to the health of the people. Should a time ever 
come when it costs more to punish criminals, extinguish con- 
flagrations, and provide hospitals for the physically and men- 
tally sick than it does for the education of the people, then 
our civilization will have passed the peak of its glory and be 
on the way to its destruction. 
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Secondly, it seems to be customary to ask what other 
communities are doing. No community should be unwilling 
to imitate the good example of another, but it should not be 
greatly influenced by such example unless the situations are 
comparable. Some effort has been made recently to com- 
pare school costs in Brookline with costs in such places as 
Arlington, Haverhill, Fitchburg, Chicopee, and Pittsfield 
on the ground that these cities and towns are about the 
same size as Brookline. Could any comparison be more un- 
reasonable? When a lawyer determines the size of his fee, 
he does not consider the height or weight of his client, but 
the client’s ability to pay and the quality of the services 
rendered. When a dealer in real estate wishes to sell a house, 
he does not consider the stature of his prospective customer 
but his financial standing and his desire for an attractive, 
well-built residence. According to the United States census 
of 1930, Brookline had approximately 47,000 inhabitants; 
Arlington, 36,000; Haverhill, 55,000; Fitchburg, 40,000; 
Chicopee, 43,000; and Pittsfield, 49,000. Their per capita 
wealth on April 1, 1934, was: Brookline, $3,435; Arlington, 
$1,689; Fitchburg, $1,252; Pittsfield, $1,212; Haverhill, $1,132; 
and Chicopee, $963. Their valuation per pupil in average 
membership in the public schools was: Brookline, $26,402; 
Fitchburg, $10,258; Arlington, $9,024; Haverhill, $7,097; 
Pittsfield, $7,013; and Chicopee, $6,668. In other words, with 
the same sacrifice with which Fitchburg and Chicopee spend 
$1 for education, Brookline can spend $2.50 and $4.00 
respectively. Actually Brookline spends slightly more 
than $1.50 for each dollar Fitchburg spends, and only $2.00 
for each dollar that Chicopee spends. 


There is, therefore, no basis for comparing Brookline’s 
school costs with the costs of these other communities; and 
if comparisons must be made, the results show that Brookline 
is spending less on education in proportion to its ability to 
pay than other communities. 


With what communities may comparisons fairly be made? 
There are no Massachusetts communities with which Brook- 
line can be compared satisfactorily, because the Town which 
next to Brookline is best able to pay for good schools has 
only 62 per cent as large a valuation for each pupil in aver- 
age membership as does our own Town. Wellesley, Barns- 
table, Swampscott, Newton, Boston, Winchester, and Holyoke 
rank next in order after Brookline among Massachusetts 
cities and towns with 5,000 population or over in their ability 
to provide superior schools, though the last three have less 
than half the per pupil resources possessed by Brookline. A 
comparison of per pupil valuations and per pupil costs in 
each of these communities shows that in Brookline the per 
pupil cost is only 55 one-hundredths of 1 per cent of the per 
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pupil valuation, while in the other 7 cities and towns it 
ranges from 71 to 81 one-hundredths of 1 per cent. 

A third question sometimes asked is, ‘‘Don’t we pay the 
teachers more than is necessary?’’ An intelligent community 
like an intelligent individual wants the best education it can 
afford. The figures already presented show that Brookline 
is not paying for education all it could afford to pay in com- 
parison with other communities. It is, however, paying 
salaries just enough higher than those paid in many other 
places so that it can bring to the schools of the Town some 
of the best teachers available. 

The cost of living is higher in Brookline than elsewhere. 
This is particularly true in regard to the rental of an apart- 
ment or the purchase of a home. ‘The rental charges for 
apartments suitable for teachers are 50 per cent higher in 
Brookline than in nearby cities and towns, and houses appro- 
priate for teachers can seldom be purchased at a price which 
the average Brookline teacher, whose salary is under $2,500 a 
year, can afford. We doubt whether the present salary scale 
sufficiently offsets the higher living costs here. 


Then, fourthly, there is that matter of salary increments. 
Why should teachers have their salaries increased during a 
depression? The answer is that the average salary has 
undergone very little change during the past five years, and 
that the average salary at this time is actually less than it 
was both one and two years ago. Because the salary average 
has been almost stationary since 1930, it is fair to say that 
Brookline teachers as a group have received practically no 
increase in salary during that time and that the present trend is 
downward rather than upward. 

Teachers who have not attained the maximum salaries set 
for their positions have properly received annual increments 
of $100 in recognition of their length of service and increased 
value to the schools. Teachers who have retired have gen- 
erally been receiving the maximum salaries and have been 
replaced by younger teachers at much lower remuneration. 
These replacements at lower salaries offset the increments to 
teachers who have not yet reached the maximum, and cause 
the average or real salary of a Brookline teacher to remain 
unchanged. 

To secure the best teachers for our schools, it is our policy 
to search for exceptionally successful and promising young 
men and women with not less than three years of experience 
and invite them to come to Brookline at a moderate increase 
in salary over that which they have previously received. This 
initial salary, however, would not be enough to attract de- 
sirable teachers to our staff were it not accompanied by the 
expectation of salary increments over a number of years. 
To interest teachers in coming to Brookline without hope of 
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salary increments, it would be necessary to set the initial 
— which would also be the final — salary at so high a point 
that the average salary would be at least as great, and prob- 
ably greater than at present. 

The plan of low initial salaries plus salary increments is 
not only fair to the Town and to the teacher, but it is univer- 
sal and of long standing. It stabilizes salaries by preventing 
their becoming excessive in boom times or oppressive in a 
depression. It provides reasonable assurance to good teachers 
throughout the United States that while they will never 
become rich, they need not fear poverty. It recognizes that 
in most cases teachers render better service as they render 
longer service, that experience, study, and travel make them 
worth more to the communities they serve, and their in- 
creased compensation enables them to enjoy a richer life, 
which, in turn, increases immeasurably the quality of the 
education received by the children in their classes. 

Fifthly, are there not some services now rendered by the 
schools which are not required by law? There are. There 
are kindergartens, the elimination of which would save 
$40,000 a year; but the kindergarten year is perhaps the most 
precious year in the entire school life of the child. In it he 
learns to cooperate with other children, to practice self- 
control, to acquire desirable health habits, and to receive his 
first informal lessons in the enjoyment of the beautiful and 
the good. A kindergarten-trained child is much better pre- 
pared for his primary school work than the child who enters 
the first grade directly from the home, and his chances of 
regular promotion through the earlier years of school are 
much increased. There are evening schools and a summer 
school, costing $16,000 a year, the benefits of which are ex- 
plained in the Report of the Superintendent of Schools. The 
teaching of French in the seventh and eighth grades, the 
supervision of music, and the direction of economic education 
cost $20,000, but the dropping of these subjects would be a 
sad loss to our schools. And, finally, there is a possibility of 
saving between $2,000 and $3,000 yearly by denying trans- 
portation to children living in the southern part of the Town 
if their homes are less than two miles from a school building. 


Budget for 1936 


The School Committee has been extraordinarily conscien- 
tious in the use of funds entrusted to it for the support of the 
public schools, and never more so than during the last few 
years when so much concern has been felt regarding the eco- 
nomic welfare both of individuals and of governmental 
agencies. It calls attention to the fact that at a time when 
state and federal expenditures have been increasing rapidly, 
the School Committee has for two successive years brought 
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about a marked decrease in the per capita cost of maintain- 
ing the Brookline schools, and this in spite of the fact that 
the High School enrollment has increased by 450 pupils 
during the last five years, and that the per capita cost of 
high school education is necessarily much greater than that 
of elementary school education. 

The School Committee believes that its budget requests 
for 1936 have been set at the absolute minimum consistent 
with maintaining a superior school system, and pledges 
itself to continue its efforts to provide excellent schools at 
a fair cost.. It is glad to report that at the end of the fiscal 
year in December, 1935, it returned to the town $12,542.67 
from its regular appropriations, and $1,299.56 from its special 
appropriations. 

The appropriations which the School Committee has voted 
to request at the Town Meeting in March, and the corre- 
sponding appropriations for 1935 are:

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Changes in Personnel 


In 1935 we lost by death two members of the teaching 
staff in active service, two on the retired list, and one member 
of the janitorial staff. Miss Helen K. Nicholson, a teacher at 
the Edward Devotion School since January, 1931, died on 
January 10; and Miss Lillie C. Smith, Director of Domestic 
Science, a Brookline teacher since September, 1900, died on 
August 9. Miss Annie B. Winchester, who taught in our 
schools from February, 1891, to July, 1924, died on January 
18; and Miss Margaret E. Malone, a teacher in the Pierce 
School from September, 1872, to June, 1922, died on August 1. 
Mr. Joseph P. Hartigan, janitor in charge at the Runkle 
School, served the Town from May, 1911, until his death on 
August 7. We are deeply conscious of our loss in the passing 
of these faithful public servants from our midst. 


The teachers who have retired from active service, with 
the years in which their service as Brookline teachers began, 
are:

As the successor to Miss Minerva E. Fales, first principal 
of the Michael Driscoll School, Miss Elgie Clucas, a teacher 
in the Runkle School since September, 1927, was appointed. 
Miss Clucas was graduated from the Salem Normal School 
in 1920, and received the degree of Bachelor of Science in 
Education from Boston University in 1933. 


Dr. James R. Hobson, who since 1933, has been in charge 
of the placement of pupils and their progress in school, was 
promoted to be Director of Child Placement. 


The Teachers 


There may still be those who think of a teacher as one 
having short working hours, pleasant employment, and long 
vacations. The length of the school day is regulated by what 
is best for the children, but a teacher’s working hours include 
the time required for preparation of the day’s work, for in- 
struction, and for professional and cultural improvement. 
Teaching is pleasant employment, but it is not easy. One 
who finds teaching unpleasant will not remain long in the 
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classroom, because one who does not enjoy his work will find 
the life of a teacher so intolerable that he will speedily seek 
another occupation or be driven from the classroom because 
of his inability to hold the interest of his pupils. Teaching is 
not easy because it requires a continuous understanding of 
every pupil as an individual, ever changing in his knowledge 
and often contradictory in his attitudes. The vacations for 
the pupils are long, but not so for the teacher. Every Brook- 
line teacher is expected to add continually to his professional 
and cultural equipment, and a large part of the so-called 
vacation time is needed for this purpose. A teacher must 
also have time each year for rest and recreation, because one 
who during the school session is unceasingly giving of him- 
self to others must have opportunities to replenish the source 
of supply. Otherwise we have a tired teacher, who is a liability 
in any classroom. ; 


The professional improvement record of our teachers is 
indeed remarkable. During the past 2 years 22 teachers have 
been to Europe or around the world, 3 of them while on leaves 
of absence, the others during the summer. Eighteen have 
been to the West Indies, Mexico, Central America, or South 
America, and 1 of them has made 2 such trips. Twelve 
have traveled to the vicinity of the Pacific Coast, and many 
have made long trips in the United States and Canada. 
Think what this means to our pupils to have the world brought 
to them by their teachers! 


At least 68 of our teachers have engaged in university study 
activities during the past 2 years, and about 100 others have 
attended numerous lectures and enrolled in short courses in 
almost every conceivable kind of subject from Anglo Saxon 
to marionettes. 


Not fewer than 32 teachers are known to be working for 
a college degree, 6 of them for the doctorate, or highest 
degree ever awarded by a university. One of our teachers is 
already a Doctor of Education, and many hold master degrees 
in arts, science, or education. Practically all the High School 
teachers have at least 1 degree, as do all the seventh- and 
eighth-grade teachers who have joined the staff in recent 
years. Our reports show 21 elementary school teachers with 
at least 1 college degree, 6 of them having 2. 


Several of our faculty members teach courses or lecture at 
Boston University, the Wheelock School, the Boston Adult 
Education Center, and elsewhere; and it is interesting to 
note that 1 teacher not only gives a large number of lectures 
and radio talks, but in addition enrolls as a student. Brook- 
line teachers were well represented among the speakers at 
educational conferences at Harvard and at Boston University. 
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At the Harvard conference 8 of our teachers had places on 
the program, more than from any other school system. 


Three teachers have written books which have been pub- 
lished within the last 2 years, and others have had plays or 
articles accepted for publication. Mr. Kelsey C. Atticks is 
the author of “A First Course in Bookkeeping’? (American 
Book Company), Mr. Tyler Kepner is co-author of “America: 
Its History and People’ (Harper and Brothers), and Miss 
Alice Howard Spaulding is co-author of “Behind the Foot- 
lights’ (Silver, Burdett and Company). 


Admission to School 


Dr. James R. Hobson, Director of Child Placement, reports 
that 237 children were examined for entrance t. school during 
1935, 188 of whom were for admission to the : indergarten 
and 49 for admission to grade 1. The corresponding figures 
for 1934 were 197 and 61, so that 9 fewer children applied 
for admission to the kindergarten and 12 fewer for admission 
to grade 1 than in 1934. 


Of the 188 under-age kindergarten candidates, 107, or 57 
per cent, were admitted. In 1934, 64 per cent was admitted, 
and in 1933, 72 per cent was admitted. The steadily de- 
creasing percentage of admissions is due to the increased 
number of very young children presented for examination 
each year. This is shown by the fact that, whereas in 1933 
only 7 children younger than 4 years 4 months were presented 
for examination, 66 such children were examined in 1934 and 
74 such children in 1935. It is interesting to note that of 
the 8 children born in September, 1931, constituting the 
youngest group examined (4 years of age at the opening of 
school), not 1 was admitted. This is easily understood 
because the same minimum level of mental maturity is re- 
quired of all under-age children for admission to kindergarten, 
and the younger a child is, the more unusual it would be for 
him to have reached that level. Thus, a child who is nearly 
the 4 years 9 months of age required for admission to kinder- 
garten without examination would have to be only slightly 
above normal to show the 5-year mental maturity and ability 
required for admission, whereas a child only 4 years old would 
have to be truly exceptional to show such a mental age. 


Of the 49 under-age first grade candidates, 31, or 63 per cent, 
were admitted. In 1934, 70 per cent was admitted and in 
1933, 76 per cent was admitted. 


In only two or three instances was it impossible to test a 
child’s mentality because of fear, rage, or other infantile 
behavior. In several cases in which timidity or apprehension

were noted it was the opinion of the examiner that the ill- 
advised attempts of the parents to prepare the child for the 
examination, and unwise talk and speculation about the 
examination in the presence of the child were the chief causes 
of the difficulty. One little girl with tear-filled eyes and a 
quivering voice declared that she wouldn’t take any “ ’telli- 
gence test’’ but was quickly induced to play games and. look 
at pictures with the examiner. 


In 23 instances a reexamination was made at the request 
of the parent. In 3 such cases the child was admitted as a 
result of an improved showing on the second test. In cases 
of doubt a retest was requested by the examiner. All under- 
age children admitted by test on the basis of mental ma- 
turity were admitted on trial, and in a very few cases the 
withdrawal of a child was necessary because of undisciplined 
habits which interfered with the common good of the kinder- 
garten group, or which made necessary the devotion of an 
entirely disproportionate amount of time to that one child to 
the detriment of the group as a whole. 


School and Achievement Records of Pupils Admitted 
by Test 


The accuracy and validity of mental maturity, evidenced 
by psychological examination, as a criterion of readiness to 
do school work is shown by the school records of under-age 
children in the kindergarten and in grades 1 and 2 during 
the school year 1934-1935 who were admitted by test in 
September, 1933, or September, 1934. 


Of the 111 under-age children remaining in the kindergarten 
throughout the year, 103 were promoted at the end of the 
year and only 8 were asked to repeat the kindergarten year. 
Four of the 8 had attended less than half the time so that 
absence was the leading cause of such failures as did occur. 


In addition to the demonstration of scholastic success of 
children admitted by test as shown by teacher’s marks, we 
have another and more objective measure of the success of 
these children in the form of reading readiness tests admin- 
istered in the kindergartens, and standardized achievement 
tests in the school subjects administered in grades 1 and 2. 


The results of the reading readiness test given in the kinder- 
garten showed the younger children who were admitted by 
test averaging 33 points out of a possible 50 points, which is 
exactly what the older children averaged. In the matter of 
low scores, however, the advantage lay with the younger 
children, as only 8 per cent of them received scores below 20 
while 11 per cent of the older children received such scores. 
A score of 20 is considered by the authors of the test to insure 
an excellent chance for success in reading the following year. 
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About 25 per cent of the under-age children scored 40 or 
above on the reading readiness test. 

The comparative record in grade 1 of the children admitted 
by test is even more impressive. An achievement test bat- 
tery, embracing tests measuring 3 different reading skills and 
a test in numbers, showed these younger children to have 
attained an average grade level of 2.6, that is, the average 
performance of a child who has been 6 months in the second 
grade. As this test was given when these children had been 
9 months in the first grade, it represents an advanced stand- 
ing of 7 months when compared with first grade children 
the country over. The older children in grade 1 who were 
regularly admitted without examination averaged a grade 
level of 2.4, 5 months ahead of the national norm, and a very 
commendable showing, but 2 months behind the younger 
children admitted by test. Furthermore, of the 54 children 
who showed an achievement level below the national norm 
(1.9), only 1 was admitted by test. 

In grade 2 an achievement test battery measuring three 
phases of reading ability, two phases of arithmetic ability, 
English usage, and spelling showed that the children who 
were admitted to school by psychological examination achieved 
a grade level slightly above 3.2, that is, the average per- 
formance of a child who has been 2 months in grade 3. The 
older children averaged slightly below 3.0 on the same test. 
This, of course, is approximately a month above the national 
norm (2.9). Furthermore, while 31 per cent of the older 
children had individual achievement levels below 2.9, only 
14 per cent of the children admitted by test showed such a 
deficiency. It must be remembered that a grade level of 2.9 
is the national average and not a minimum achievement 
level. 

The above figures seem to furnish a satisfactory answer as 
to what happens to the children admitted to school by test, 
and appear to justify the present age limits and provisions 
for school admission. The records of all children admitted 
by test will continue to be kept separately and yearly reports 
will be made of them. 


Placement Problems 


The placement activities related to original admission to 
school occupy but a relatively small part of the year. Transfer 
pupils from other school systems constitute the greatest 
single source of placement problems. Differences in school 
standards and younger ages for admission to grade 1 in other 
school systems, in addition to the adjustment problems inci- 
dental to change itself, are responsible for such cases. School 
patrons and the general public probably do not realize the 
extent of this problem. In 1935, 811 pupils entered the 
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Brookline public schools from other school systems. Two 
hundred and forty-three of these pupils entered the High 
School and 568 entered the elementary schools. This repre- 
sents about 13 per cent of the total enrollment in each school. 
Four hundred and fifty-two pupils, or about 56 per cent of 
these transfers, entered during September, but a substantial 
number entered during every school month up to June. Most 
of these transfer pupils make the adjustment to the new 
school and teacher without any difficulty whatever but, if a 
new pupil is a poor student with an unsatisfactory record in 
the school from which he comes, the new situation is immedi- 
ately difficult for him. Many of these transfer pupils have 
attended several different schools and have never had an 
opportunity to be in one school long enough to take root and 
grow. Such children are more sinned against than sinning 
in an educational sense. Frequent transplanting is as hard 
on a child as it is on a delicate plant or tree. 


Transfer cards from other school systems are honored at 
their face value except in the case of under-age children who 
bring transfer cards from a kindergarten or first grade. In 
such cases the child is given a psychological examination and 
is admitted on the same basis as children who have resided in 
Brookline. Every child who transfers from another school 
system is given a trial period of two months or longer, after 
which he is given the same achievement test already admin- 
istered to the children of his grade. A copy of the results of 
these tests in the basic school subjects is furnished the school 
principal to serve as a supplement to the teacher’s judgment 
of the new pupil, to the end that his weaknesses may be 
quickly discovered and remedied. Cases of pupils who fall 
below the grade average are discussed individually with the 
school principal and in many instances further individual 
examination and diagnosis are made. In only a few cases is 
the deficiency so general and so severe as. to necessitate a 
change in grade placement in order to make scholastic success 
possible for the child. The results of the tests of transfer 
pupils completed in December, 1935, indicate that the current 
group of transfer pupils is more nearly up to Brookline stand- 
ards than has been the case for the past two years. 


Another very important phase of placement work deals 
with the matter of promotions at the end of the school year. 
Failure is not prevented by merely passing every pupil into 
the next higher grade at the end of the school year. In fact, 
that is the best way to make failure cumulative and absolute. 
On the other hand, statistics show that in an ordinary school 
system with a high percentage of failure only about a third 
of the pupils repeating a grade do better work the second 
year. In Brookline we try to prevent failure by obtaining a 
thorough knowledge of a pupil’s abilities and an accurate 
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measure of his achievement in order to ascertain whether or 
not he is working to the full extent of those abilities. If, in 
the opinion of the teacher, lack of ability, lack of effort, or 
lack of scholastic preparation for the grade cause a pupil 
to fail, it becomes the task of the principal and the Director 
of Child Placement to determine the best placement in each 
individual case. In doing this it is necessary to consider the 
mental ability, age, size, social development, and_ school 
achievement level of the child as shown by standardized 
tests, school marks, previous school record, and home con- 
ditions. In other words, we try to pick out the third who will 
really do better and gain real success by repeating the grade. 
In some doubtful cases promotion is made contingent upon 
attendance at summer school, or a trial promotion is given 
with the understanding that failure in school marks at the 
end of the first two-month marking period will result in a return 
to the previous grade. However, in addition to the teacher’s 
estimate of the pupil’s scholastic accomplishment, a stand- 
ardized achievement test in the basic school subjects is also 
administered at the end of ‘the trial period. No pupil is 
demoted at the end of a period of trial promotion unless he 
is failing, and his achievement test shows that he has made 
no appreciable gain since the close of the previous school 
year. A point to be emphasized here is the fact that no 
pupil is ever considered to have failed at the close of the 
school year nor is he demoted at any time as the result of an 
achievement test. He is not required to repeat a grade nor is 
he demoted vniless he is failing in the opinion of his teachers. 
The test is given as a check on the teacher’s judgment. It 
protects the pupil from possible prejudice, and the teacher 
from any accusation of prejudice. Incidentally, instances in 
which the teacher’s marks and test results disagree are rela- 
tively few. 


The necessity of maintaining high standards for graduation 
from the elementary school may often have worked a hard- 
ship upon certain elementary school pupils who are competent 
in some subjects but so weak in others as to necessitate the 
repetition of the grade, since failure in the elementary school 
has ordinarily meant repetition of the entire year’s work in 
all subjects. In Brookline we have taken a long step toward 
the solution of this problem by the establishment of a Junior 
Department at the High School. To this Department are 
assigned elementary school pupils who have passed the sixth 
grade and who will reach the age of 15 years by January 1 
of the current school year. Academic work in the Junior 
Department is individualized to a high degree and each pupil 
is permitted to progress at his own rate in each subject. This 
makes it possible for a pupil to take regular high school work 
and receive credits toward his high school diploma while he 
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is making up a deficiency in one or more elementary school 
subjects. The pupil is granted a diploma from the elemen- 
tary school which he attended when his work has been brought 
up to the required standard as evidenced by tests in the 
joint opinion of Mr. William L. Young, in charge of the Junior 
Department, and of the Director of Child Placement. 


The advantages of the Junior Department are numerous. 
First, it prevents a pupil, already overage for his grade, 
repeating work in which he is competent, and allows him to 
earn from 1 to 3 credits toward high school graduation by 
the time he receives his elementary school diploma. Secondly, 
it permits the pupil to attend school and take part in extra- 
curricular activities with pupils of his own age, size, and 
social development. Thirdly, it takes from the elementary 
school pupils who are physically, socially, and chronologically 
out of place there, and eliminates many problems of dis- 
cipline engendered by such misplacement. Fourthly, it 
eliminates the total failure of these pupils and so saves a 
year for such of them as are able to earn high school credits 
before receiving their elementary school diplomas. 


Improvement in Arithmetic and Reading 


The improvement in arithmetic fundamentals in grades 6, 
7, and 8 made during 1934, was consolidated and increased 
during 1935. An examination equivalent to those given in 
January and May, 1934, was given to all pupils in grades 6, 
7, and 8 in January, 1935. Despite the lack of warning or 
special preparation for this test, the results showed a gain 
over the average mark of the preceding May, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the test was given more than three months 
earlier in the school year. The number of perfect papers was 
increased by 62 per cent over that of the preceding May. A 
check list of the individual errors of each pupil was again 
filled out by each teacher and used as a guide to remedial 
teaching. 

Perhaps the greatest progress during 1935, regarding im- 
provement in remedial work in any school subject has been 
made in reading. At the William H. Lincoln School, Miss 
Varrell is continuing the fine work begun last year in remedial 
reading with small groups of children from grades 2 to 4. 
Not only is the reading ability of these children greatly in- 
creased, but their whole attitude toward reading and toward 
school is completely changed. Miss Varrell continued her 
specialized study of reading problems by taking work with 
Professor A. I. Gates at Columbia University during the 
summer. 

In one school remedial reading has been undertaken by 
teachers of the first 3 grades whose work with their classes is

ended before the older children in the upper grades are dis- 
missed. In other instances individual remedial work is 
being undertaken by advanced students of education under 
the supervision of the school principal and Doctor Hobson. 
These are students of Dr. Donald Durrell of Boston Univer- 
sity, with whom many of our teachers are taking or have 
taken work in the teaching of reading. It is earnestly hoped 
that ways and means may be found of extending such reme- 
dial work to every child in need of it. At least 80 per cent of 
everything a child is called upon to do in school depends upon 
his ability to read. While the 1935 spring survey of the 
Brookline elementary schools shows that reading is well 
taught here and that our children average substantially above 
the national norm in practically every grade, it must be 
remembered that the high average of the group does not 
help the individual who is deficient. 


Mr. Wilfred H. Ringer, Headmaster of the High School, 
has for some time urged the necessity of remedial work in 
reading at the high school level. Such work was begun in 
the first two high school years by Miss Ada B. Deal and Mr. 
Albert Seamans, teachers of English, with pupils needing 
help in increasing their speed and comprehension in silent 
reading. Miss Deal and Mr. Seamans, as well as Mr. V. 
Russell Beck of the Junior Department, are taking work with 
Doctor Durrell on the improvement of reading at the high 
school level. This is one of the first courses dealing with the 
teaching of reading at that level to be offered anywhere in 
the United States. The attack upon this problem being made 
_ here puts Brookline High School in the front rank of pioneers 
in this field. Miss Deal and Mr. Seamans have shown orig- 
inality and resourcefulness in their attack upon the problem. 
Objective measurement of the individual improvements made 
is to be undertaken in the near future. 


High School Testing Program 


While individual examinations and diagnoses of High 
School pupils have been made by Dr. Hobson upon re- 
quest and some survey tests have been made in the English 
and Mathematics Departments, the year 1935 marks the 
beginning of a comprehensive program of psychological 
examinations in the High School. These include entrance 
tests for pupils who do not bring clear-cut and definitely 
evaluable credentials from recognized schools, mental ability 
tests for all pupils, standardized achievement tests for pupils 
who receive failing marks, the check tests in reading pre- 
viously referred to, aptitude and guidance tests, and survey 
tests in any department when requested. All of these exam- 
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inations are administered with the cooperation of the Head- 
master, Submaster, Director of Guidance, and the heads of 
the various academic departments. A substantial portion of 
the administration of these tests is done by Mr. John V. 
Jewett, Director of Guidance. 


Psychological Examinations in the Elementary Schools 


Some idea of the scope and magnitude of the work under- 
taken in the elementary schools may be gained from a sum- 
mary of the testing done or supervised and the reports fur- 
nished to school principals and the Superintendent of Schools 
during 1935. These include: 


280 individual examinations for admission to kindergarten 
or grade 1. 
204 individual mental examinations of pupils in school 
with written reports and recommendations. 
25 examinations for suspected defective eyesight. 
28 entrance examinations of pupils above grade 1. 
1,915 group tests of mental ability. 
1,481 arithmetic accuracy tests. 
506 special reading examinations. 
319 reading readiness tests. 
4,338 batteries of achievement tests with an average of six 
tests in each battery. 


The group tests of mental ability mentioned above included 
a complete survey of the mental ability of all pupils in grades 
3 to 6, inclusive, as well as a survey of pupils in grades 7 
and 8 who had not been tested the preceding year. All of 
these tests were administered by Dr. Hobson and scored in 
his office. The individual mental examinations were made 
at the request of the school principals and in all such cases a 
written report was submitted to the school principal and to 
the Superintendent of Schools. The reading readiness tests 
were administered and scored by Dr. Hobson. The special 
reading examinations and arithmetic accuracy tests were 
given and scored by the teachers whose classes were tested. 
They were checked and tabulated, and reports of them were 
written by Dr. Hobson. Of the 4,338 batteries of achieve- 
ment tests, 3,304 were administered and 3,749 were scored by 
the teachers in connection with the complete achievement 
survey made of grades 1 to 8 during May and June, 1935. 
The other tests were administered and scored by Dr. Hobson 
and all of them were checked, tabulated, and reported from 
his office. 

The school subject achievement survey referred to meas- 
ured the grade level of every child in reading and numbers in 
grade 1, and reading, arithmetic, English, and spelling in all 
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grades above the first. Three different reading skills were 
measured in the first 3 grades, while in grade 4, and above, 
two phases of reading ability were measured, the ability to get 
the meaning from paragraphs of varying length and diffi- 
culty and knowledge of the meaning of words. In arith- 
metic, both ability in computations and ability to solve con- 
crete problems were tested in all grades. In grades 2 and 3, 
the English test consisted of a test in usage only; in grades 
4 to 6, punctuation and capitalization were also included, 
and in grades 7 and 8, grammar was added. In spelling, the 
words, carefully graded as to difficulty, ranged in number 
from 30 in grades 2 and 3 to 45 in grade 4, and 50 in grade 5 
and above. All test scores were translated into terms of 
grades and months, 10 months equalling a grade. All av- 
erage scores or norms for each grade are based upon the re- 
sults of administration of the same tests to tens of thousands 
of children all over the United States. Thus, if a child’s 
score on a test represents a grade level of 5.4, it means that 
his performance on that test is equivalent to the average 
performance of a child who has been 4 months in grade 5. 


On this basis the survey showed that Brookline children 
equal the national average of scholastic achievement in one 
grade and exceed it by amounts varying from 1 to 6 months 
in all other grades. For example, fifth grade children in 
Brookline averaged 6.2, that is, the average score of a child 
who has been 2 months in grade 6. Since the tests were 
given when the children had been 9 months in grade 5, it 
indicates that fifth grade children in Brookline are, on the 
average, 3 months ahead of the average fifth grade child in 
the United States as a whole. 


As to separate subjects, the survey revealed the fact that 
Brookline pupils in every grade are more advanced in reading 
and English than in arithmetic and spelling. Tests in his- 
tory, geography, and literature were not included in the 
survey because standardized examinations in these subjects, 
administered to pupils failing in them, had revealed the fact 
that even such unsuccessful pupils in Brookline ranked far 
ahead of the national norms in those subjects. In other 
words, the tests were too easy to measure adequately the 
ability of Brookline pupils. 


The value of such a survey as the one made in 1935 cannot 
be overestimated.. In addition to furnishing an accurate and 
objective record of each child’s accomplishment in the basic 
school subjects to supplement the teacher’s more subjective 
judgment, it also furnishes such a record of the work of each 
grade and of the elementary school as a whole. It shows 
points of weakness which need strengthening. The survey in 
question indicates that in grades 3, 4, 5, and 6 more stress

should be placed upon the solving of problems, while in 
grades 7 and 8 computation needs more, attention. It also 
shows that the spelling ability of children in Brookline, while 
not deficient in comparison with the average for the United 
States, is not what it should be, in view of their excellence in 
reading and English. We know by experience in individual 
cases how poor spelling can ruin the mechanics of written 
composition in the case of high school seniors. 


Individual Testing and Diagnosis 


Important as is survey and group work in the field of edu- 
cational psychology, the most immediately important part 
of a school psychologist’s work is that with individuals. To 
be able to develop strength and ease tension in an individual 
pupil through discovering and analyzing his weaknesses, and 
then help him to face the facts and do something about it, is 
indeed a joy. It is not always the pupil who needs help. It 
is often the parent. While no record has been kept, it is 
perhaps conservative to say that at least 50 conferences have 
been held with one or both parents of a Brookline child 
during 1935. The difficulties, the solution of which is under- 
taken, range from a minor educational trouble to a major 
defect in character. Solution is not always, perhaps not 
often, 100 per cent, but success is attained in many instances 
at least. 

One of the best aids to the individual diagnosis of educa- 
tional difficulty recently acquired by the Director of Child 
Placement is the ophthalmic telebinocular, or individual eye- 
testing machine. By means of this instrument a person, 
skilled in its operation and the interpretation of results ob- 
- tained with it, can detect eye difficulties which may seriously 
hinder or prevent reading, but which are not detected by the 
now more or less obsolete school eye examination still required 
by the Commonwealth. This machine has been used to 
examine those pupils whose type of scholastic difficulty makes 
eye defect seem a possible cause. Every case in which eye 
difficulty is discovered is referred to an eye specialist. In 
each case so referred, the findings have been corroborated, 
and glasses prescribed. The results achieved by a brief use 
of this machine during the past year have been deemed so 
successful that two additional machines have been purchased 
on the recommendation of the Medical Director to be used 
by the nurses to supplement the regular eye examination 
given all children. 


Decrease in Failures 
While the ultimate value of work done cannot always be 
measured statistically, it is always gratifying to be able to 
present such data. If points of weakness, either in individuals 
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or in groups, are discovered, the very fact of such discovery 
focuses attention upon them, and good teaching, properly 
directed, causes improvement. If, in addition to this, specific 
remedial measures are applied, the improvement will be 
even more certain and more marked. If improvement is 
being made all along the line and individuals are being helped 
by specific remedial measures, it is to be expected that in- 
dividual failures will be fewer. This is exactly what happened 
in the Brookline elementary schools in 1935. While the 
enrollment last June was greater by 73 pupils than in June, 
1934, the number of failures at the end of the school year 
was 18 fewer than the previous June. This is in spite of the 
fact that we have every reason to believe that standards 
have been raised and that the group of elementary school 
graduates who entered High School in 1935 was on the av- 
erage better prepared than the previous year. This decrease 
in the number of failures represents a decrease in failure per- 
centage from 5.36 per cent to 4.85 per cent. Under the 
present plan of admission, failures in grade 1 have been re- 
duced to 7.3 per cent. This represents a steady decrease in 
percentage of failure during the last 3 years and isa fine record 
when we consider the large percentages of children who 
repeated grade 1 not so many years ago. 


Lincoln School Garden Club 


A year ago I reported the organization of a Garden Club 
at the Lincoln School. This year, I am glad to say, that the 
Club has prospered and that the interest of the pupils has 
increased. The Christmas exhibition of this Garden Club 
sO impressed me that I invited George Flessas, a pupil of 
the eighth grade, to write an account of it. This account, 
written during George’s Christmas vacation without the 
assistance of a teacher, I am pleased to include in this report. 


The Spirit of Christmas 


The Spirit of Christmas reigned at the William H. Lincoln 
School Garden Club Exhibition held at the Lincoln School, 
Tuesday and Wednesday, December 17 and 18. Miss Jose- 
phine Courtright is the leader of this first and only junior 
garden club in Brookline. 

As you entered the Ruth E. Lander Memorial Library of 
the Lincoln School, the scent of pine and hemlock greeted 
you. On the windows where long branches of hemlock re- 
sided and about the walls of the room there hung beautiful 
wreaths. There was the old fireplace. How warm and cozy 
it looked. Hanging from the mantlepiece were several chil- 
dren’s stockings weighted down with good things to eat. 

The room echoed with the gay laughter of the children 
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who walked about admiring the exhibits. The snow scenes 
seemed to appeal to the children more than the other exhibits. 
The children looked longingly at the snow scenes as though 
wishing that they were the children coasting on the little hill 
made of cotton, or perhaps, the children skating on the lake 
made of glass. 


In one corner of the room there were two tables. Each 
table was beautifully set and each had as its centerpiece a 
bowl of fruit. They looked so inviting you could be sure that 
the children, if permitted, would have seated themselves for 
a moment. 


There were several Christmas centerpieces but one was 
outstanding. It was composed of a large green bowl filled 
with painted gold and silver pine cones. About the edge of 
the bowl were several sprays of hemlock. Scattered between 
the pine cones were small red berries. Another centerpiece 
was very simple. It consisted of a small round squash which 
was hollowed out. Inside and around the squash were apples 
and oranges. Although simple in its structure it made an 
attractive centerpiece. 


The mangers were beautiful and the judges had a very 
hard time deciding which manger should get first prize. 
The manger which received first prize was very original. A 
manger was fashioned out of cardboard and the floor was 
covered with hay. There were little statues to represent the 
Christ Child, his mother, the Virgin Mary, the three wise 
men and the cattle and sheep. A piece of wire was attached 
to the back of the manger. It was bent forward at the top 
and a gold star was attached. The third prize manger was 
just a piece of paper bent in a semi-circle for a manger. In- 
side were colored paper dolls and the floor was covered with 
hay. The judges gave this manger third prize because 
they said it was made from things at home and it showed 
work. 

There were only two Bible scenes. The two Bible scenes 
were ‘“‘The Three Wise Men” and “The Flight into Egypt.”’ 
The first showed three wise men, on camels, going to Jeru- 
salem. The latter showed Joseph and the Virgin Mary with 
the Christ Child in her arms and a donkey, on which Mary 
was sitting, fleeing into Egypt. Both scenes were awarded 
a first prize. 

A few oddities, although not very important, added to the 
exhibition. One was a garden full of cranberries. If you 
looked closely you could see that the cranberries read, ‘“‘Merry 
Christmas.’”’ The other oddity was half a potato, with a 
few sprays of a plant stuck into it, covered with snow. Under- 
neath was a piece of paper on which was written the follow- 
ing, “Although it snowed, the Christmas Spirit kept the 
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plant alive.”’ All that saw the exhibition must have taken a 
part of the Christmas Spirit home with them, for the next 
day the plant that the Christmas Spirit kept alive, died. 


The First Year of High School 


We are particularly eager to have the graduates of our 
elementary schools do well in High School. A study of the 
first-year class in High School last year shows that out of 
482 who were graduated from our elementary schools the 
previous June, all except 48 entered the High School. Of 
these 48, 18 went to private schools, 17 to the Boston Latin 
School or the Girls’ Latin School, 12 moved to other com- 
munities, and 1 was not entered in any secondary school. 


During the year 5 moved out of Brookline, and 25 left for 
other reasons, principally health or home conditions, to enter 
private schools, or to accept employment. 


Of the 404 who completed the first year, 308 or 76 per cent 
passed in every subject, with 58 or 14 per cent failing in 
only 1 subject. In other words, 90 per cent of the pupils 
completing their first high school year did so without serious 
deficiency. On the other hand there were only two pupils, 
or one-half of 1 per cent of the group, who failed in all subjects. 


The parents of 48 pupils insisted on their being enrolled 
in a curriculum where, in the opinion of their elementary school 
principal, they had little likelihood of success. This was 
generally, but not always, a college preparatory curriculum. 
Of these 48 pupils, 27, or 56 per cent, had a D or an E average 
for the year’s work. Either mark is considered unsatisfac- 
tory, although credit is allowed for a course completed with 
a D. On the other hand 5, or 10 per cent, of these pupils 
received an average mark of B for the year’s work. Of these, 
2 gave evidence of having superior ability, 2 of being more 
able than the average, and 1 of being average. All of them 
had shown a disinclination to work hard in their elementary 
schools, but gained will power enough in their first year in 
High School to do much better than could reasonably be ex- 
pected of them. 


Since success in high school, college, or industry is quite as 
much a matter of character as of ability, we find that the 
will to work is quite as important as intelligence, and perhaps 
more so. For example, there were 2 pupils having average 
intelligence, whose high school curriculums had been dis- 
approved in the elementary school. The parents of both 
insisted on the curriculum of their choice, with the result 
that one attained a B average for the year, the other E. 
The reason was not ability, or teaching, but the will to work 
— character. 
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Regardless of mental ability — which changes little through- 
out life — pupils tend to do in the High School the quality 
of work they have done in the elementary school, provided 
there is no character change. The increasing complexity of 
secondary school work and increased competition, together 
with the stress and strain of social life, may tend to decrease 
the high school marks slightly in some cases, but any such 
tendency is also due to the fact that there are four passing 
marks in the High School and only three in the elementary 
school. 


An examination of the first year’s marks shows that out of 
24 pupils with an A average, 15 had had an average of A in 
English and arithmetic in the eighth grade. Out of 81 with 
a B average, 34 had had B in the elementary school, 14 had 
had a higher mark, and 33 a lower one. In the case of the 
166 pupils having a C average, however, 72 had received a 
C in the eighth grade, 79 had received a higher mark (but 
none had had A), and 5 had received a lower mark. 


Our High School Graduates in College 


An examination of the statistical section of this report will 
show that since 1932, when the first tabulation of graduates 
admitted to advanced schools and colleges was made a part 
of the School Department’s Annual Report, there has been a 
steady increase in the number and percentage of our High 
School graduates who are continuing their education. In 
1932, 107 graduates, or 35.8 per cent of the class, were ad- 
mitted to advanced schools and colleges; in 1933 there was 
42.9 per cent; in 1934, 50.6 per cent; and in 1935, 165 grad- 
uates, or 51.7 per cent. This is all the more remarkable 
because of the economic conditions of the past few years. 


A survey by the State Department of Education of the 
June, 1934, graduates of 234 out of 252 Massachusetts high 
schools shows that 21.8 per cent entered advanced schools or 
colleges. From 1932 to 1935 inclusive, 45 of our boys have 
entered Harvard, 34 have entered Boston University, 14 have 
entered the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 12 have 
entered Northeastern University, 9 have entered Boston 
College, 8 have entered Dartmouth, and 6 have entered Yale. 
Of the girls, 23 have entered Boston University, 19 have 
entered Radcliffe College, 16 have entered Wellesley, 16 have 
entered Simmons College, 9 have entered Smith College, 
and many have entered specialized schools of business, music, 
nursing, art, and home economics. 


Brookline High was one of 17 schools which sent 10 or 
more men to Harvard College in the year ending June, 1935. 
Last year I commented on the excellent entrance record 
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made by our 18 graduates who were members of the Harvard 
entering class in 1934. At the end of their first year, 16 of 
these men remained, 2, who had not been fully recommended 
by the school but who had been admitted largely on the basis 
of their entrance examinations, having discontinued their 
connection. The High Distinction List showed the name of 
Eliot Silverman with the record of 3 A’s and 1 B; the Distinc- 
tion List contained the name of Eliot Alter with 4 B’s and 
2 C’s, and of Howard Lowenstein with 1 A, 3 B’s, and 1 C. 
Six other men barely missed attaining places on this list. 


In the achievement record of Brookline graduates at 
Harvard during the past year there also appears the name of 
Robert Hall, now a college senior, who was awarded the 
highest individual undergraduate distinction — the Francis 
H. Burr Scholarship. This recognition of merit is the more 
notable because since the establishment of the scholarship 
this is the first time that it has been awarded in two succes- 
sive years to graduates of the same preparatory school. 
Chester Litman, who was graduated with honors in 1935, 
was the recipient of the Burr Scholarship the previous year. 
Robert Hall was one of the eight juniors elected to Phi Beta 
Kappa, the national honorary scholastic fraternity, and is a 
member of the Harvard Student Council. He is also an editor 
on the staff of the Harvard Crimson, the University daily 
newspaper; was a point winner as a member of the combined 
Harvard-Yale Track Team, which last summer toured the 
British Isles taking the meet in competition with the Cam- 
bridge-Oxford Team in England; and he was recently named 
as a candidate for the New England Rhodes Scholarship. 


Our graduates at Radcliffe have likewise distinguished 
themselves. Last month was held the annual dinner spon- 
sored by the Committee on the Encouragement of Scholar- 
ship, the privilege of attending which is extended to a group 
of 25 freshmen whose entrance records give promise of con- 
spicuous ability. Three of the 25, Sara Cauman, Janet 
Dubinsky, and Norma Nasmyth, were graduated from 
Brookline High School last June, and all are potential candi- 
dates for the Phi Beta Kappa Award in their junior or senior 
year. Hodee Waldstein, now a senior, was elected to Phi 
Beta Kappa at the beginning of the college year. 

The Headmaster of the High School was recently informed 
that the Secretary of the New England College Entrance 
Certificate Board had reported that 9 of the rather long 
list of schools approved by the Board at its first meeting in 
1903 had held the privilege regularly during the past 32 years 
without ever receiving a warning from the Board on account 
of failures in college of their graduates, or any other indica- 
tion of the Board’s disapproval of their work. Brookline 
High School was one of those 9 schools. 
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Harvard has for the first time prepared a classification for 
entering students based upon their physical fitness, including 
body mechanics and a thorough medical-physical examination. 
In a group of 7 selected schools similar to our own, 29 per 
cent of the boys received the highest rating; 43 per cent of 
our boys was in this group. 


Our Athletic Program for High School Boys 


Brookline High School has never ignored the health of its 
pupils in spite of the rapid growth of our student body and 
the constant demands by the colleges for pupils with a better- 
than-average ability. 


No boy is allowed to participate in athletics unless he has 
been examined by the Medical Director, and during the 
season in which he is engaging in a sport he is re-examined. 
The scholastic eligibility is handled. by the Headmaster’s 
office, not alone to satisfy the requirements of the Massachu- 
setts State High School Athletic Association, of which we are 
members, but also to meet our own High School requirements. 
We do not wait for a boy to become ineligible; at the first 
indication that a boy is suffering from a health or scholastic 
difficulty, his case is taken care of by the Department of 
Physical Education with the advice and counsel of the Head- 
master and Medical Director. 


Our High School has been mentioned by the State Depart- 
ment of Education and the public press many times for its 
uniformly short schedule of games and practice sessions. 
We are not unmindful that a boy attends school primarily 
for a scholastic education, and every parent is particularly 
interested in his success scholastically. If he shows the proper 
attitude toward his studies, he is then permitted to enjoy 
the extra-curricular activities, and it is only this type of boy 
who should be privileged to represent his school interscholas- 
treally, ha) 


Let me comment on the sports conducted interscholastically 
by the School Department. Football seems from the stand- 
point of the public to be the most interesting. This sport 
starts on the opening day of school in the fall with the cus- 
tomary medical examination, the distribution of athletic 
equipment, and the tentative assignment of boys to their 
respective coaches. Brookline provides coaches who are 
expertly equipped to teach intelligently the sports assigned 
to them. The success of the instruction is shown in part by 
the fact that in the two college years of 1931 and 1932 our 
graduates held 6 varsity captaincies. These were distributed 
as follows: 2 at Harvard, and 1 each at Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, Bowdoin College, Holy Cross College, 
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College of William and Mary, and at the University of 
Pennsylvania. 


Football is not a grind at Brookline High School. The fact 
that at the beginning of the season 45 boys reported and 
after 9 weeks of intensive play 88 boys were registered in 
the varsity and junior varsity teams in itself presents a 
situation that is wholesome and conducive to good sports- 
manship. 


The first-year boys have their own coach, and a satisfactory 
schedule of 6 interscholastic games. We also have an intra- 
mural football league devoted entirely to tag football with 
contests in drop kicking, punting and forward passing for 
accuracy. This presents an educational problem as the 
average boy prefers to play tackle, but this type of program 
has improved tremendously during the last 5 years, and 7 
teams are formed each fall for this type of play and are 
supervised by a member of the Department of Physical 
Education. 


During the winter months track, swimming, and basketball 
are enjoyed by hundreds of boys, both varsity and first-year. 
In conjunction with their training and games we invite col- 
lege coaches to speak to our boys, and show motion pictures 
demonstrating the skills and technique in the various spofts. 
The track team has a track club which issues a weekly paper 
full of interesting and constructive articles elope to 
training and kindred topics. 


During the spring tennis, golf, and baseball teams are 
formed, each with its own schedule and instructor in 
charge. 


Eager to take advantage of the opening of the Brookline 
Municipal Golf Course last year, the Department of Physical 
Education immediately sponsored a golf tournament in which 
47 boys participated. From this tournament a varsity golf 
team was selected to represent Brookline High School in the 
greater Boston Interscholastic League. After a close battle 
all the way Brookline High School finished second in the 
League. 


Last fall the boys enjoyed another golf tournament in 
which 59 competed. The winners of this tournament were 
selected to represent Brookline High School in the League. 
The High School Team lost only one of the 12 matches 
played against the leading golf teams, and thereby won the 
championship. 

The Brookline High School Golf Team was chosen by the 
State Committee to represent the Greater Boston Group by 
playing for the State Championship. The team won the 
preliminary round against Peabody, but in the final round 
lost the State Championship by only 1 point. 
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This picture of our athletic program shows how success- 
fully and adequately we are at present meeting the needs of 
our pupils. With the exception of coaches’ salaries, every 
expense is now met out of the fund created by the admissions 
charged at the various athletic contests. Like all incomes, 
ours has shrunk to such an extent that we are faced with a 
situation that will require us to find additional revenue. 
This situation may be met by changing our schedule and 
meeting teams that we refer to as “money teams,” or by 
depriving a number of boys of participation in the various 
sports, which will save on equipment, or by asking the Town 
to appropriate in its annual school budget sufficient funds to 
meet the expense of this worthy educational activity. 


Must Latin Disappear from the High School? 


In considering the old question as to what knowledge is 
of most worth we note a recent tendency to inveigh against 
the value of Latin as a required subject for college prepara- 
tion, and to assert the cultural, utilitarian, and social values 
of the physical sciences and of the social studies, particularly 
history. I have asked Mr. William L. Snow, the Head of our 
Latin Department and now in his thirty-sixth year as a 
Brookline teacher, to comment on this tendency and to in- 
form the citizens of the Town through this report where, in 
his opinion, Latin now stands in the educational scheme. 
What follows is Mr. Snow’s answer. 


Fifty years ago in New England 3 years’ study of Greek 
and 4 years’ study of Latin took more of the student’s time 
and effort than all the other subjects combined that were 
required for admission to college. America had accepted 
from across the Atlantic its educational ideas and had as- 
sumed that what passed current in Europe as proper school- 
ing for a gentleman would do in the United States for those 
who aimed to enter the learned professions. Busy with 
developing the country’s material resources, our people were 
not much concerned at first about the few who prepared for 
college or what courses of study they pursued in college. But, 
when this nation ceased to have a frontier and the great 
expansion in our economic life came, this land of freedom, 
conscious of its strength and independence, was no longer 
disposed complacently to continue subject to the conven- 
tions and restrictions of a European civilization. There must 
be no closed aristocratic class here; education must be popu- 
larized in a democracy where all men, in n theory at least, had 
an equal chance. 


Then, too, the scientific spirit that manifested itself here 
early in the nineteenth century did not confine itself 
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to theology but spread to all the relationships of life. All 
traditional beliefs were being critically examined to ascertain 
their reason for being. At the same time other forces were 
insisting upon a drastic modification in our educational 
system that it might minister to the needs of its own day and 
generation. The public high schools and private academies 
that were sensitive to popular demands enriched their curri- 
cula with a great variety of subjects; and there was a growing 
feeling that the rather exclusive higher institutions should 
bridge the gap that separated them from the secondary 
schools and recognize the claims of additional subjects for 
credit toward admission. Our rapidly expanding economic 
life called for trained leadership in all directions. The bene- 
factions of rich men enabled the colleges to increase largely 
their instructional staffs and offer many new courses in all 
departments of knowledge. Thus, both within and without 
the college, there were rising demands for change. The 
learned professions had multiplied from three to a score or 
more. Where our national life was becoming complex and 
abundant, no simple and meager educational prescription 
could suffice. 


The enrichment of scholastic curricula in secondary schools 
was paralleled by the general adoption in colleges of the 
elective system. Science and modern languages were quick 
in pressing their claims for fuller recognition in collegiate 
and secondary courses of study. Higher institutions fostered 
the extension of science and French as well as German. In 
the struggle for existence Greek did not long survive and its 
demise, though long lamented by lovers of good literature, 
was accepted apologetically by classical scholars as inevitable 
in our utilitarian age. While the colleges still gave credit of 
two points for Xenephon and one additional for Homer, 
science and modern languages moved quickly into the place 
vacated by Greek. 


The attack upon the classics was not to stop with this 
initial success. Though the outer line of defense was down, 
Latin was strongly entrenched in a citadel considered im- 
pregnable from an historical viewpoint. Advocates of more 
science in a scientific age took fierce issue with those who 
contended that culture was to be found chiefly in the arts 
and literature, and the former scored another victory in the 
fight when the B. S. degree was established. The attitude of 
the colleges was naturally conservative and yet not lacking 
in open-mindedness. They still insisted that the A.B. degree 
be conditioned upon 4 years of Latin and held out for some 
years against continued pressure. The hostility directed. at 
Latin was alleged to be based upon the privileged position 
of Latin and not upon grounds of intrinsic merit. ‘Granted 
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that Latin is a valuable study, there are other subjects worthy 
of equal consideration in the modern world” was the usual 
argument. Such a presentation of the case brought numerous 
allies together, each with his own cause to win. Hardly any 
subject was taught in high schools and academies that did 
not clamor at the gates. Then another concession was 
granted. Three years only of Latin would be accepted for 
admission but the fourth year must be taken in college if the 
A.B. degree was desired. 


Recently leading colleges on our Eastern seaboard have 
placed Latin on an alleged parity with modern languages, 
French, German, and Spanish, and have laid open the road 
to the A.B. degree without any Latin qualification whatso- 
ever. There are indications that soon all the colleges are 
likely to swing into line and Latin will no longer be necessary 
at all for admission to college. 


It is noteworthy that each diminution of the amount of 
Latin required for admission to college has been followed by 
a lessening in the number of those who offered Latin for 
matriculation. Whenever Latin has been made optional 
other subjects have been the gainers. This is true not only 
in secondary schools but also in a more marked degree in the 
colleges. There can be no question that the times favor the 
so-called more practical studies, those that deal directly with 
the problems of today or bear a more vital relation to liveli- 
hood. Indeed, the Carnegie Foundation has recently raised 
the question whether the colleges of liberal arts can endure 
as stricly cultural institutions. The present widespread un- 
employment of youth is having its inevitable effect upon the 
ideals of education and may be expected to modify in ways 
not yet anticipated the equipment of adolescents for their 
life work. Undoubtedly, reduction in the hours of labor will 
result in still further changes in the nature and content of 
what is taught in order that increased leisure may be well 
spent. Therefore, the future of Latin is not bright. The 
trend is unmistakably away from Latin as indeed it is from 
allied subjects that in the past have been held in highest 
esteem. 


In our High School Latin has breasted the tide remark- 
ably well. In spite of adverse conditions the Latin Depart- 
ment has held its own and shared in the growth of the school, 
listing consistently of late years a third of the total school 
enrollment. In the last year or two, however, there has been a 
decline in the number electing Latin, due in part, we believe, 
to its removal from the list of required subjects for admission 
to leading colleges. 


There are many, at least in the East, who believe firmly in 
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the fundamental value of Latin as a disciplinary and cultural 
subject and earnestly desire to see it retained among the 
major subjects in both public and private schools. There 
must be many parents who are eager to know what, if any- 
thing, can be done to arrest the decline of popular interest in 
Latin. To such we say that there are certain weights that 
need to be laid aside if Latin is not to fall by the wayside, 
outdistanced and discouraged. 


As the long struggle for political equality between the 
Plebians and Patricians in the Roman republic ended with 
the gaining by the former of all the civic privileges of their 
rivals and some special prerogatives of their own, so the struggle 
to eliminate Latin from its preferred place has ended similarly 
with the advantage in favor of the contenders for parity. 


The universal testimony of students leaves no reasonable 
doubt that to the great majority of boys and girls Latin is 
not only the most difficult subject in which to excel but re- 
quires the most time and effort. A questionnaire submitted 
to all the pupils in our High School a number of years ago 
places Latin first by a wide margin in both these respects. 
The structure of the Latin sentence is hard, and never is that 
facility acquired in translating Latin at sight that boys and 
girls commonly exhibit in the case of French. It is obviously 
unfair to give the same credit to two subjects for admission 
to college if two or three years’ work in one subject represents 
much less time in hours of work and fewer units of mental 
energy than the other subject demands. 


The reason assigned for substituting an optional subject 
for Latin in the senior year of the Latin curriculum, as most 
students do, is not that Vergil and Ovid are dull authors and 
more Latin is unprofitable, but that examinations of the 
College Entrance Examination Board in fourth-year Latin 
exact too high a toll. The young, naturally, follow the ex- 
ample of their elders in case of a choice of difficult paths — 
take the path of least resistance. 


Meanwhile Latin suffers. Tufts College is among the first 
to recognize the handicap placed upon Latin in what is 
speciously called a fair field with no favor, and has announced 
speed consideration in the way of credit for those who offer 

atin. 


To the question whether Latin on equal terms could hold 
its own in these days of a changing social order, we would 
answer hopefully, “If it is free to make the proper adjust- 
ment to its environment.’ To thrive it must get release 
from the dead hand of the past and make a greater contribu- 
bution to the vital present. The traditional formalism, with 
emphasis upon forms and syntax, has been yielding and 
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must further give way to interesting presentation in the 
classroom of the thought and customs of the past out of 
which have grown many of our own ideas, conventions, and 
manners. 


A more comprehensive equipment for his task must be 
demanded of the Latin teacher. In the past, prospective 
teachers when registering at a teachers’ employment bureau 
_always underscored Latin as a subject which they felt quali- 
fied to teach, because it was usually the subject on which 
they had spent most years in continuous study, and they felt 
that they could teach others as they themselves had been 
taught. 


The aims in teaching Latin need to be revised. It is futile 
to lay a broad and deep foundation in preparatory school for 
a superstructure in college that is to be reared for only a few, 
as only a fractional part of those who complete the Latin 
course elect Latin in college. No long-deferred objective will 
do, the reward for effort must appear in the daily work. The 
day of Latin for drill and discipline as major aims is over. 
More closely must the Latin language be linked and correlated 
with the English language on the ground that our own speech 
is as much Latin as Angle. Is it not rather strange at a time 
when the dominating importance of English is being felt 
more and more that less heed should be paid to the service 
which may be rendered by Latin as an ally of English in 
teaching logical sentence structure, choice diction, and the 
real meaning of words? 


Much more can be done in presenting Latin as literature. 
The teacher should have the whole range of Latin literature 
to select from at his discretion and should be able to give his 
class acquaintance with the finest selections of prose and 
poetry. By no means need all these selections be in Latin. 
Courses in Greek and Latin literature wholly in translation 
are being generally offered in college curricula today. Ap- 
proved English translations of many excerpts might with 
equal profit be used in high school and academy. 


As an inspirational subject the claims of Latin must not 
be ignored, unless we are to neglect things of the spirit and 
measure all things by a shallow utilitarian standard. Through 
the romantic lines of the poet Vergil, the subtle precepts of 
Ovid’s ‘‘Metamorphoses,”’ and the noble periods of that great 
orator and patriot, Cicero, Latin may be made very useful, 
not only in stimulating the imagination and in shaping 
literary style, but also in inculcating loyalty to national ideals 
and civic responsibilities, and in building strength into the 
moral makeup of youth. If virtue can be caught but only 
indirectly taught, consider the value of such sentiments as 
these from Cicero in supplementing the teaching of civics: 
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‘“‘T have ever deemed unpopularity acquired by doing one’s 
duty as a citizen rightly called honor and not unpopularity.” 
And again, “I have convinced myself from my early youth 
that there is nothing in life worth seeking except praise and 
honor; moreover, in the pursuit of these all bodily pains, all 
- dangers of death, and exile ought to be considered of trivial 
importance.” , 


Above all, Latin must be taught as alive, permeating our 
own civilization through its contribution to our language, 
law, architecture, and literature. When the best Latin litera- 
ture is presented as a living force pupils do not feel that Latin 
is old stuff, but are ready to believe that the age of Cicero 
and Vergil is nearer our own time in spirit than any other age. 
Consider Vergil’s dream of the warless era when the demon 
Mars should be bound with a hundred chains and shriek im- 
potently from an iron-sealed cell, and when absolute confi- 
dence in the integrity of one’s fellow men, a pure home life, 
and fraternal relations between citizens would secure social 
justice and righteousness on earth. Request a student of 
Latin to bring in his own cartoon of War and Peace, and 
compare it with the stock representations of War and Peace; 
read from Isaiah that prophet’s vision of the better age to 
come or John’s vision of Satan bound in the Apocalypse, and 
supplement these two dreams with More’s ‘Utopia,’ Bel- 
lamy’s ‘‘Looking Backward,’’ and other schemes for a richer, 
fuller life. Then ask if Latin need be outworn or antiquated! 
The fundamental values are in the Latin; they are sufficient 
to enable Latin without favor, by merit alone, to hold its own 
in a fair field of free competition if Latin teachers are ade- 
quately equipped to present those values, and if under wise 
guidance and supervision, they are free to set and attain 
worthy objectives without the restrictions of bureaucratic 
control. Latin teachers at present are bound too much by 
the restrictions of the College Entrance Examination Board. 


In theory they have a wide option in authors read in the 
classroom. In practice they are limited to the authors from 
whose works the passages for sight translation and compre- 
hension are selected. Let us make our meaning plain by a 
specific instance. We do not in the Brookline High School 
of our own choice teach Caesar’s “Gallic Wars;’’ the subject 
matter is monotonous and boresome; it presents the minimum 
of inspirational value; pupils as a rule like elementary Latin 
but dislike Caesar. And yet many of our pupils plan to take 
the second year Latin examination, and in this examination 
the sight passages are always selections from the campaigns 
of Caesar, usually from Caesar’s ‘‘Civil War.’’ Furthermore, 
the sentences in Latin composition, dealing with war, are based 
on Caesar’s ‘Gallic Commentaries.’’ Obviously, success for 
the candidate does not lie in familiarizing himself with the 
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biographical sketches of Nepos when the vocabulary, idioms, 
and style of the passage set for examination is Caesarian, 
but in hewing to the line by which he knows he is to be 
measured. 


Again, it would be more interesting and profitable to read 
Vergil and Ovid in the third year instead of Cicero, but the 
examination of the College Entrance Examination Board in 
Latin prose composition presupposes drill in Ciceronian prose, 
and poetry does not supply the proper basis for prose com- 
position. Furthermore, the chief objectives in Latin set by 
the College Entrance Examination Board are ability to trans- 
late and comprehend sight passages. No questions are asked 
on the subject matter of the Latin read in the classroom 
throughout the year. 


Therefore, not only is there no incentive furnished the 
teacher for enriching the course by using illustrative material 
or collateral reading, but only at the peril of the teacher’s rating 
may the teacher depart from the narrowly restrictive path 
marked out by the College Entrance Examination Board. 
We have available in our school a mass of illustrative material 
which our Latin Department cannot use very often lest we 
should be unable to attain the objectives insisted upon by this 
outside power. 


To be sure, secondary schools are represented on the com- 
mittees that make out the entrance examinations and half of 
the readers of examination papers written by candidates for 
admission to college are secondary school teachers, but the 
will and the voice of the college dominate. Furthermore, 
changes resulting from the plea or protest of the weaker 
partner are slow to be made. As things are, the discussion 
of aims in teaching Latin and what we might do, if certain 
restrictions were removed, to secure a larger usefulness for 
Latin is purely academic. We may talk, but we shall act as 
the nature of the college entrance examination in Latin sug- 
gests that it is prudent to act in order to get our pupils into 
college. Meanwhile, pending a turn for the better in our 
limitations, we shall continue to steal as much time as we 
dare for by-products to increase the pupil’s interest in Latin 
and his knowledge of Roman civilization. 


The High School Library 


Mention is made in the School Committee’s report of the 
beauty and comfort now existing in the Shailer Hall Library 
of the High School. The librarian, Mrs. Caroline R. Siebens, 
informs me that there have been large increases in attendance 
and in book circulation during the fall term of the current 
school year over the corresponding period a year ago. 
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The book circulation has increased from 6,516 to 8,492, a 
total gain of 1,976, or a daily increase of 12 per cent. The 
average daily attendance has risen from 261 to 381, an in- 
crease of approximately 50 per cent. At the same time the 
school enrollment has increased 3.75 per cent. 


There is one reading room in the library especially designed 
as a place where teachers of history and literature can meet 
the pupils for directing their independent reading. This room 
is often in use each period of the day, and the requests for 
such facilities are more than can be met with the single read- 
ing room. A second reading room will soon be made out of 
a gallery overlooking the library. 


A Plan for the Elimination of Homework 


“Child labor,’’ says Angelo Patri in a recent syndicated 
article, ‘‘is not confined to industry. There is a lot of it in 
the schools of the country masquerading as home study.” 


A plea for the abolition of that form of child labor known 
as ‘‘home work’”’ has been voiced by Dr. Arthur E. Bassett, 
President of the Board of Education, Swarthmore, Pennsyl- 
vania. He says, ‘“‘A business man’s hours of employment, a 
laborer’s hours of toil, are limited, are measured carefully. 
They are usually free to enjoy evenings of recreation. The 
housewife is able to call it a day after dinner; but the young- 
sters, whose resistance to fatigue is only partly developed, are 
compelled, often, to sit up far into the night trying with 
strained eyes, overwrought nerves, and tired brains to com- 
plete the prescribed ‘home work.’ 


“Teachers often complain, and justly,’ says Dr. Bassett, 
“of their weariness after the day is done; but the pupil is 
just as sore a victim of fatigue. Yet undeveloped powers are 
frequently pressed to painful tasks requiring long hours of 
work after the teacher has gone to bed. Teachers must be 
something more than quizmasters. School methods must be 
remodeled in line with the Child Labor Amendment.” 


Homework has been fairly regarded as a necessary evil. It 
is an evil from the point of view of the pupil because it forces 
him to spend several hours of the bright afternoon, or what 
should be a restful evening, in laboring over his studies under 
unfavorable conditions and without the possibility of securing 
adequate assistance in case of need. It is an evil from the 
point of view of parents because children who ought to retire 
at 9.00 o’clock are frequently obliged to engage in home study 
until midnight. It is an evil from the point of view of teachers 
because work done in the evening hours under unfavorable 
conditions is in many cases poorly done. But homework is 
necessary, or at least it has been felt to be necessary, because 
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a day which contains only four hours and ten minutes of class 
time is too short to accomplish an adequate study program, 
and particularly because of the expansive and exacting 
requirements existing for those pupils who hope to enter 
college. 


In the minds of many too much attention has been given 
to the necessity for homework and too little attention to its 
evils. No adult who has been employed all day in shop or 
office would willingly take to his home an almost equal amount 
of shop or office work to be performed in the evening, nor could 
he perform such work well in those hours at the end of the 
day when his energies have been depleted and his physical and 
mental resources are at a minimum. Hard work is a necessity 
for a happy and successful existence, but rest and recreation 
are equally necessary and should be equally possible. 


Believing that many parents would welcome an opportunity 
to eliminate these sweat-shop methods in education as far as 
their own children are concerned, the School Committee 
agreed to make it possible for High School pupils, whose 
parents made the request, to do all necessary studying during 
the school session. Accordingly, there have been organized in 
the school year 1935-36 a number of classes in which all the 
required work is completed in school. Instead of the customary 
forty- to fifty-minute recitation period, there is a period ap- 
proximately one and one-half hours long for each of four sub- 
jects. Not more than thirty to forty-five minutes are used for 
the teacher’s explanation, recitation, blackboard demonstra- 
tion, and short tests, and the remaining forty-five to sixty 
minutes are used for independent study (now called homework) 
under the guidance of the teacher. Whereas under the ‘‘Home 
Study” system emphasis is placed upon accomplishing a set 
amount of work, under the ‘‘School Study”’ system emphasis 
is placed on accomplishing as much work and as fine a quality 
of work as the assigned time will allow. 


Such an arrangement of classes permits pupils to be dis- 
missed at 3.00 o’clock, which leaves at least two hours in the 
afternoon for recreational purposes, and the entire evening 
without any school requirements whatever. The hours after 
3.00 o'clock each day are genuinely leisure time, and pupils 
are encouraged to find opportunities for sports, clubs, and 
pleasurable reading. They also have time for helpfulness 
about the home, or even for a small amount of remunerative 
work. ; 


“How is your School Study plan succeeding?’ we have 
been asked repeatedly since the opening of school in Septem- 
ber. Superintendents of Schools and principals in other com- 
munities have inquired orally or have written to ask how we 
were managing this or that detail. Visitors to the classes have 
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been numerous, and one of the best-known high school prin- 
cipals of the State, living a long distance from Brookline, came 
to see the plan in operation, and remarked, ‘‘I have been well 
acquainted with Brookline headmasters for many years, but 
this is the first time I have entered the school.” Residents 
in our own and other communities have shown an interest 
in the undertaking and newspaper and magazine editors have 
described it in their publications. 


My answer to inquiries has been, ‘‘We think the plan is 
working well, but we do not wish to reach any definite con- 
clusions until it has been in operation at least a year.’’ We 
have, however, made some preliminary studies to determine 
whether our procedures appear to be correct. 


Of more than 400 applicants, chiefly in the first and second 
years of high school, 115 pupils in the first year of the Latin, 
Modern Language and Science curriculums were selected, the 
selections being made solely because of the exigencies of sched- 
ule making and not because of intellectual ability or previous 
school record. In fact the pupils were of all types and intel- 
lectual abilities, from distinctly below average to markedly 
superior. 

At the end of the first quarter 100 of these were selected for 
study and comparison with an equal number of Home Study 
pupils. The average age of the pupils in each group was the 
same, 13 years, 9 months, and their average intelligence, so 
far as it can be measured, differed by less than one and one- 
half points, a negligible amount. The average first-quarter 
mark both of the School Study and of the Home Study pupils 
was between B and C, and the mathematical calculation of 
this mark, while it showed a slightly higher record for the 
School Study pupils, produced such a slight difference between 
the two groups as to be insignificant. 


On the assumption that if the operation of either plan had 
any effect on the health of the pupils, this could be discovered 
from the number of absences, a study was made which showed 
that the average number of absences for the two groups 
differed so slightly as to indicate that the health of pupils is 
not affected by one plan more than by the other. 


Tentatively we may conclude that pupils do at least as well 
in their lessons under the School Study plan as under the 
Home Study plan, and that neither plan is superior to the 
other in its effect on the health of the pupils. In addition, we 
are justified in noting that if school work can be satisfactorily 
completed by three o’clock, there is no reason for extending 
it to eleven or twelve o’clock. Furthermore, the School Study 
plan provides an adequate amount of leisure time, a situation 
which is becoming increasingly prevalent in adult life and 
should be a normal condition in every home. The wise use 
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of leisure time must be taught first in school, and opportunities 
provided through adult education in evening schools for an 
extension of desirable leisure-time activities into every phase 


of life. 


Adult Education in the Evening Schools 


The Evening High and Elementary School enrolled this 
year 601 students as compared with 270 six years ago and 528 > 
last year. Of this year’s enrollment 172 are college-trained 
men and women, 378 are high school graduates, and 51 have 
an elementary school education or its equivalent. There has 
been a gain over last year of 44 in the college-trained group, 
a gain of 67 in the high school group, and a drop of 20 in the 
elementary school group. The majority of our students are 
between the ages of 20 and 30, but in regular attendance are 
92 who are 30, 31 over 40, 11 over 50, and 5 over 60 years of 
age. 


The subjects taught in our Evening Vocational Classes for 
Men are automobile mechanics, electricity, machine work, 
mechanical drawing, printing, radio, and woodwork. The en- 
rollment is 137, of whom 25 are unemployed, and the remain- 
der, including 8 women, are engaged in 42 different occu- 
pations. 


The Evening Practical Art Classes for Women have enrolled 
191, including 37 who have attended college, and 116 who are 
high school graduates. Their ages range from 16 to more than 
60 years. 


The curriculums have been broadened to meet the demands 
of these large increases in enrollment, and the need for addi- 
tional instruction has been met by increasing the number of 
the practical courses, and by adding cultural courses. The 
process has been slow and development gradual, as no addi- 
tion has been made that was not justified by a sufficient 
demand. 


A gap that has existed in the field of our commercial edu- 
cation has been satisfactorily filled this year by a course in 
business law and a course in business economics. Primarily 
designed to furnish a study of all contractual relationships 
in business and a study of the factors of production and of 
basic principles as they affect the individual and his standard 
of living, these subjects have attracted a large number of 
young men who are intensely interested in this field of work. 
Many of these students are training themselves for executive 
positions, and others are using the knowledge gained from 
their study in their law courses elsewhere. 


A course in biology for adults is the only science course the 
Evening School offers. It was added last fall and makes use 
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of one of the new laboratories. By lectures, demonstrations 
and laboratory work it gives to the student a broad picture 
of living things, their relation to each other and to the physical 
world. It encourages hobbies, leisure-time activities, and 
develops interest in scientific literature. A number of students 
take this course for practical as well as cultural reasons, for 
the laboratory work ranges from the study of specimens of 
_ flora and fauna to the care of plants, gardens, and aquaria. 


French, German and Spanish are the foreign languages now 
taught in the Evening School. The latter two were instituted 
this year, and, while purely cultural in nature, have value not 
only for those who have visited or are planning to visit the 
countries where the language is spoken, but for those who for 
personal reasons need a speaking knowledge of these languages. 
The classes are conducted in the foreign language as much as 
possible. 


The regularity of the attendance in these cultural courses is 
most remarkable. In the language courses the students appre- 
ciate the training received in the spoken language as well as 
in the reading and grammar. In the French course, many are 
completing their fourth year of study and have shown great 
proficiency in the language. Others who need these languages 
to enable them to qualify for the higher college degrees have 
found here the solution of their problem. 


The art course has grown more popular year by year. Indi- 
vidual work and satisfactory accomplishment in the develop- 
ment of skills, hobbies, and interest have provided this de- 
partment with its full enrollment. Two teachers, one in 
charge of special hobbies and interests in art, such as water 
color, pastel work, and linoleum block carving, and the other 
in charge of charcoal drawing and painting in oils have con- 
tributed much to the success of this class. 


The course in art has provided in every case an outlet for 
self-expression and a profitable use of leisure time to a large 
number of people. Useful things are accomplished, as well as 
the beautiful, and practical use is made of the different types 
of work taken. Persons who are interested in commercial art 
and in different forms of design get further training along 
these lines, while others in developing special interests get 
sufficient skill to be used vocationally. 


By far the largest registration is in the subjects of stenogra- 
phy and typewriting. In typewriting alone there are eight 
classes divided among elementary, intermediate, and ad- 
vanced sections. The intermediate class was added to this 
subject three years ago to bridge the gap between a one-year 
training and that necessary for speed work. The stenography, 
while not consisting of so many classes, is similarly divided. 
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The popularity of these two courses is due to many factors, 
first of which is their extreme usefulness in everyday life, 
whether or not they are used as qualifications for a position. 
College students, clerks, salesmen, doctors, and people from 
almost every profession have been anxious to acquire a 
working knowledge of these two subjects, particularly type- 
writing. 


Normal distribution occurs in the other commercial subjects 
of the school with the exception of office practice. Here is a 
subject that leads directly to a position, and at the start of 
each year there is a long waiting list for each class. Training 
on each machine for a sufficient time to become skilled in its 
use is required of each student, and it is not uncommon for 
a pupil, even when partly through the course, to get a 
position operating one of the machines on which she has been 
trained. 


Practical examples of getting positions through training 
received in the Evening School occur frequently. Recently 
two girls who have taken beginning typewriting since October 
have acquired sufficient knowledge to use it in new positions 
which they would not have procured without this training. 
Four girls from our advanced classes in stenography and type- 
writing recently acquired permanent positions for the same 
reason. During the Christmas season a large number get 
temporary employment of this nature, and thus utilize in a 
practical manner their training in these subjects. 


Time after time girls enter our office practice class for train- 
ing on a certain machine, which will assure them of a position 
once it is mastered. Positions have been procured by our 
pupils many times by this method, and in other cases advance- 
ment in salary and position have come as an appreciation by 
the employer of the value of this extra training. 


Our classes in Civil Service train specifically for certain fed- 
eral and state examinations. The confidence of the pupil in 
himself and his ability is increased immeasurably when he 
undertakes such an examination after several months of 
training on similar tests. Records of marks of our students in 
the recent examinations have been given us by the Civil 
Service Commission, and the average is well over 80 per cent. 
This class thus renders a distinct service to citizens of Brook- 
line who desire to enter federal or state employment, a service 
which many would be unable to receive elsewhere because .of 
the expense involved. 


The Evening School offers members of the same family an 
opportunity to study together. In the art class several mar- 
ried couples are enrolled, and in other classes we find mothers 
and daughters studying the same subjects. Then again, the 
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Evening School has enrolled several parents who have come 
to take the advanced cultural courses in order to keep up with 
the education of their children as they progress in their work 
in the day school. 


I am happy to submit to a sympathetic and helpful School 
Committee this report of the interests and activities of 6,200 
pupils and 300 members of the teaching and administrative 
staff.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN ACCOUNTANT 


Brookline, Mass., January 10, 1936. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — In compliance with Article X, Section 6 of 
the Town By-laws, I herewith submit the thirty-ninth 
annual report of the Accounting Department. 

In accordance with your vote of December 16, 1935, author- 
izing me to change over the system of bookkeeping in this 
office to a more modern one, patterned on the State form, 
I have taken the necessary steps. This new set-up will go 
into effect as of January 1, 1936. A general control ledger 
has been set up for all departments and thus records of the 
entire Town’s financial affairs will be centralized in one place, 
a condition greatly to be desired. 

During the Town’s financial year, ending December 31, 
1935, I have examined the accounts of Albert P. Briggs, the 
Treasurer, at the close of each month’s business, and have 
found them to be correct, with the balances cash on hand 
and in bank, as entered in his books. I have examined and 
checked all notes, bonds, and coupons paid during the year 
and have found them properly cancelled. 

I have also examined his accounts as Collector and have 
set forth my findings under a schedule entitled Summary of 
Collector’s Accounts. 

His accounts as Treasurer of the Trustees of the Walnut 
Hills Cemetery and Brookline Cemetery, of the William H. 
Lincoln School Funds, the J. Murray Kay Fund, the Abbie 
W. Deane Fund, the John A. Curtin Fund, the Payson Dana 
Scholarship Fund, the Charles W. Holtzer Fund, the John 
L. Gardner Funds of 1871 and 1924, the Isabella Stewart 
Gardner Fund, the Martin L. Hall Fund, the Caleb Davis 
Bradlee Fund, the Alice W. Bancroft Fund, the Warren 
Tree Fund and the Friend of Trees Fund have been examined, 
the securities checked, and all are found to be as reported by 
him. 

The High School Locker Deposits have been closed out as 
well as the Runkle School Liberty Bond. 

I have examined the accounts of the Librarian of the Public 
Library and of the Superintendent of the Gymnasium and 
Baths, and find them to agree with the books of the Treasurer. 

I have also examined the books of the Retirement Board in 
charge of the Town’s Pension System which went into effect 
January 1st, 1934. All accounts were found in order with 
investments and balances as stated, but the actuary’s report 
was not available. 
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A detailed statement of the receipts and their sources, and 
of the payments and the purposes therefor, follows. The 
condition of the various trust funds, sources of income and 
amounts paid out is also set forth. 


A statement covering the estimated value of town property 
and a classified statement of the maturing funded debt and 
interest thereon, is included.

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REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS 


The Assesors herewith submit their report for the year 1935. 

The Board has consisted of the following members: — 
Michael D. Mealey, Edward O’Hearn Mullowney and David 
B. Church. At the last town election, David B. Church was 
elected for three years. Michael D. Mealey was chosen 
Chairman of the Board. 

There was a net increase of $23,824.65 from 1934 in the 
sum to be raised by taxation for State, County, Metropolitan 
and Town expenses. 

The net amount to be raised by taxation was $190,820.53 
more than in 1934. 

The total valuation of the town was decreased by $2,305,900. 
The rate was fixed at $23.30, an increase of $1.50 over 1934.
